/ _ The  records  of  the  Bureau  and  our  Philadelphia  Office  contained,  no 

/nformatien  concerning  the  B'nai  B'rith  Non-Sectarian  Voters  League.  It  has 
been  determined,  however,  that  the  law  firm  of  Wolf,  Block,  Schorr  and  fcfis- 
COhen  maintains  offices  at  the  address  1202,  Packard  Building,  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania.  It  is  reported  that  approximately  twenty  attorneys  who  are 
associated  with  this  firm  occupy  the  offices  at  tha|». -address.  This  firm  has 
been  described  as  the  leading  Jewish  law  firm  in  Philadelphia.  The  suggestion 
has  been  made  that  the  individuals  responsible  for  disseminating  the  circular 
in  question  have  selected  the  address  120it  Packard  Building  in  order  to 
leave  the  connotation  that  the  circulars  wars  being  published  and  distributed 
by  this  law  firm. 

For  your  information  it  ia  also  noted  ihat  a resident  of  Philadelphia 
jnpcently  case  Into  possession  of  a similar  handbill  and  turned  it  over  to  the 
Philadelphia  Police  Department.  It  waa  stated  that  at  the  time  she  Mde  it 
affiliable  to  the  local  officers  she  remarked  that  it  "was  Just  an$fchdi&  piece 
Of- evidence  of  a Jewish  plot  to  control  Philadelphia."  Of  poeaibl|^ additional 
interest  to  you  ie  the  fact  that  representatives  of  the  Anti-Dgf aaafcfon  League 
Toireceatly  furnished  a similar  circular  to  our  Philadelphia  Offle^sti^tChg

that  office  to  determine  if  some  reference  might  have  been  made  in  con- 
versations concerning  the  organization*

. At  the  above  time,  Mr.  Hinze  telephonically  stated  that  the 
adaress  1201*  Packard  Building,  Philadelphia,  is  occupied  by/the  law  firm 
offWOlf,  Block,  Schorr  and  Solis-Cohen.  There  are  approximately  20  at- 
torneys connected  with  this  law  firm  and  it  has  been  described  as  the 
' leading  Jewish  law  firm  in  Philadelphia.  Inquiries  through  available 
sources  have  failed  to  develop  any  information  whatsoever  concerning  the 
B'nai  B'rith  Non-Sectarian  Voters  League* 


/Mr.  Hinze  then  mentioned  that  recently  representatives  of  the 
Anti-Defamation  League  turned  over  to  the  Philadelphia  Office  a small 
handbill  which  points  out  that  Mr.  Bullitt  is  part  Jewish  and  that  the 
Jews  will,  therefore,  have  to  support  him  in  the  coming  city  elections. 
This  pamphlet  was  put  out  by  the  B’nai  B’rith  Non-Sectarian  Voters 
League  and  the  address  was  shown  as  1201*  Packard  Building,  Philadelphia. 
It  was  learned  that  this  particular  leaflet  was  turned  over  to  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  by  an  employee  in  one  of  the  shipyards  at  Philadelphia 
who  indicated  that  he  received  it  from  a grocer.  Representatives  of  the 
Anti-Defamation  League  then  contacted  the  grocer,  who  was  unable  to  fur- 


nish any  information  as  to  the  identi t^pjb  the- in  dividual  or  group  dis- 
seminating it  and  commented  that  the  pamphlet  was  merely  left  in  the 
neighborhood  by  an  unknown  individual.  ')

Mr.  Hinze  stated 
at  the  time  she  turned  it  over  she  made  the  remark  it  was  just  another 
piece  of  evidence  of  a Jewish  plot  to  control  Philadelphia. 

Mr.  Hinze  pointed  out  the  strong  possibility  that  the  address 
"1201;  Packard  Building"  has  no  connection  with  the  group  disseminating 
this  pamphlet  and  that  this  address  has  been  used  merely  to  leave  the 
connotation  that  the  pamphlets  are  put  out  by  the  law  firm  mentioned 
above.

You  will  find  attached  hereto  a copy  of  a circular  letter 
containing  alleged  Semitic  propaganda,  which  was  received  at  this 
office  from  Hr.  CHARLES  K.  SCOTT,  route  supervisor.  East  Ohio  Gas 
Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Hr.  SCOTT  contacted  this  office  voluntarily,  explaining 
that  he  had  received  the  above-mentioned  propaganda  from  his  daughter, 
a stenographic  employee  of  the  Fisher  Cleveland  Air  Craft  Division, 
General  motors  Corporation,  Plant  if  2,  Municipal  .Airport,  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  and  since,  in  his  opinion,  it  contained  Semitic  propaganda, 
he  felt  obliged  to  submit  it  to  this  office. 

Hiss  SCOTT  had  been  requested. by  one  of  her  superiors 
to  execute  an  original  ands  several  copies  of  instant  letter,  who 
desired  to  continue  the  circularization  of  the  letter  to  fellow 
workers  at  the  above-mentioned  plant.

Conference,  held  in  New  York  City  on  June  26,  1937,  declared  for 
"Exemption  of  Jews  from  military  service  in  accordance  with  the 
highest  interpretation  of  Judaism." 

Our  Talmud  tells  us  "When  you  go  to  war,  do  not  go  as  the  first 
but  as  the  last,  so  that  you  may  return  as  the  first." 

Why  should  we,  the  only  truly  international  people,  be  con- 
cerned vdth  the  mutaole  interests  of  stupid  Goyim  nations?

upon  "any  hypersensitive  objections  to  the  use  of  the  description 
' Jewish ' in  connection  with  the  effort  to  apprehend  this  particular 
individual , whom  your  records  undoubtedly  show  to  be  a person  of 
Je  wish  extraction 


At  that  time  Mr,  E,  A,  Tamm  discussed  the  matter  with 
Judge  Holtsoff,  who  stated  that  he  believed  it  would  be  well  to  use 
the  expression  on  the  Buchalter  wanted  circular  "Nationality  - 
American,  Of  Jewish  extraction,"  is  a consequence  we  reprinted 
the  Buchalter  Identification  Orders  and  in  a letter  to  Kroloff  dated 
June  14,  1939,  transmitted  a copy  of  the  revised  circular  and  invited 
his  attention  to  the  physical  description  which  states  "Nationality: 
American  of  Jewish  extraction,"  We  heard  no  further  from  Kroloff, 

On  March  12,  1940,  we  issued  Identification  Order  on  Sol 
J* Turkin , wherein  we  described  hi s nationality  as  "Russian  of  Jewish 
extraction ,"  I have  not  checked  on  other  Identifi cation  Orders  but 
am  sure  there  have  been  other  instances  wherein  we  have  used  similar 
phraseology,

On  December  3,  1940,  Miles  M,  Goldberg,  former  Assistant 
Secretary  to  the  Anti -Defamation  League,  now  deceased,  directed  a 
communication  to  the  Bureau  wherein  he  stated  that  their  attention 
had  been  directed  to  pur  manner  of  referring  to  the  nationality  of 
American  cittsens  of^Jewish  descent.  Me  states  that,  " The  particular 
problem  is  that  these  identification  orders  describe  the  nationality 
of  Americans  who  are  non-Jews  simply  as  'Americans' , but  where  they 
pertain  to  American  citisens  of  Jewish  origin  they  describe  the 
nationality  as  'American  Jew}'"  that  as  a result  "undue  and  unneces- 
sary emphasis  is  made  of  the  fact  that  they  are  of  Jewish  origin,”'  . ': 
We  advised  him  that  we  also  refer  to  people  as  American-Irish, 
American  - Irish  extraction,  Italian-Irish,  American-Syrian,  American 
Italian,  German-Anertoan,  Irish-Polish,  Ameri can-Polish,  and  American 
Italian  descent.  We  heard  no  further  from  Goldberg  on  this, 

Richman  called  me  later  today  on  another  matter  and  asked 
if  I had  a chance  to  check  on  this,  1 told  him  that  I had,  that  the 
Identification  Order  carried  the  statement  as  he  had  told  me,  that  as 
a matter  of  fact  this  matter  had  been  brought  up  before  and  we  had 
changed  the  Identification  Order  on  Buchalter  to  read 'Nationality: 
American  of  Jewish  extraction,"  and  had  heard  nothing  further  from 
his  Chicago  office  and  assumed  that  they  had  no  further  objection  to

this , Furthermore , I told  him  that  m had  conferred  with  a few' out- 
standing Jewish  leaders  who  saw  no  objection  to  this , Rtchman  stated 
there  were  a lets  of  people  who  were  Jews  and  who  did  not  look  like 
Jews , 1 told  him  this  was  correct,  that  likewise  we  had  sent  out 

wanted  notices  wherein  we  stated  that  the  fugitive  was  a good  Mason , 
a good  Methodist,  a good  Catholic  or  what  not;  however  we  did  not 
usiially  do  this  unless  there  was  some  real  value  to  be  obtained  as  a 
result  of  publishing  his  religious  affiliations • I told  him.  that  he 
had  to  admit,  regardless  of  whether  it  was  correct,  that  in  the  public 
mind  Jewish  people  look  upon  Jews  as  a race  separate  and  apart  from 
others.  Otherwise,  why  would  the  Zionist  movement  be  gaining  such 
ground  to  recover  the  lost  nation  of  Zion,  He  stated  this  was  correct , 
that  Jews  were  proud  to  be  called  Jews , I told  him  that  so  are  the 
Irish,  that  the  fact  that  a few  Irishmen  have  gotten  mad  and  killed 
someone  has  not  prompted  the  Irish  to  protest.  He  stated  they  were  not 
protesting , that  they  had  merely  received  a complaint  and  were  merely 
passing  it  on.  He  stated  that  they  understood  perfectly  well  our 
position  and  their  staff  was  behind  us  one  hundred  percent, 

I asked  liichman  what  he  thought  we  should  do,  that  there 
was  a paper  shortage  and  that  if  we  reprinted  this  Identification 
Order  and  changed  the  designation  we  would  probably  be  questioned 
and  if  we  were  questioned  we  would  of  course  have  no  other  choice  but 
to  state  the  reason  why • He  stated  that  to  reprint  this  Identifica- 
tion Order  was  the  last  thing  that  should  be  done,  I told  him  franklp 
that  of  course  the  Director  would  not  tolerate  anything  which  muld  ~ 
reflect  any  aspersions  upon  any  croup  of  people,  class , race  or  criSed, 
that  he  of  course  had  to  admit  that  there  were  characteristics  known.''":-'' 
to  the  public  mind  which  could  be  classified  as  Jewish,  He  stated  ', 
this  was  correct,  that  they  usually  referred  to  these  characteristics 
os  "ghettoish,r  I asked  hi  if  he  thought  that  would  be  a better 
phrase  to  use , He  stated  that  he  did  not  believe  so.

Jince  in  those  instances  where  the  above-nenti oned  descrip- 
tion is  used  the  physical  features  of  the  individuals , the  names 
and  the  like  carry  the  connotation , I wonder  if  it  would  be  just  as 
well  in  the  future  to  drop  this  except  in  those  instances  where  it  would 
be  of  ivmeasureable  value  in  apprehending  the  individual ,

The  Executive  Conference,  attended  by  Messrs . / 

Tolr.on,  E.  A.  Tam.  Acers,  Carson,  Clegg,  Coffey,  ^ 4 

Glavin,  Hendon,  Hince,  Ladd,  Nichols,  Q.  Tamm,  Tracy 
and  Rosen,  considered  the  memorandum  reflecting  the 
attitude  of  thff^nt^-Defamation  League  as  related  to 
the  Bureau  by  Paul^Richman  toward  the  phraseology  in  our 
^^Identification  Orders  wherein  we  state  ir;  our  descriptive 
date  that  the  individual  is  of  American  nationality  and  of 
Jewish  extraction. 

The  policy  followed  by  the  Bureau  in  including  this 
information  in  IOs  is  confined  to  those  instances  wherein  the 
descriptive  information  is  necessary  to  more  fully  and  properly 
describe  the  individual  who  is  the  subject  of  the  10. 

The  present  policy  is  to  follow  the  rule  that  we  use 
it  only  when  necessary.  It  was  pointed  out  that  descriptive 
date  is  in  instances  where  the  individual  is  of  other  than 

Jewish  extraction.  For  instance,  we  refer  to  an  individual  as  being 
nationality  American,  Irish,  Irish  Italian,  American  Syrian,  Greek, 
Lithuanian,  Polish,  etc.  It  just  so  happens  that  in  some  of  the 
recent  IOs  the  individuals  have  been  of  Jewish  extraction  and  we 
believe  it  is  necessary  to  incorporate  this  information  in  the  IOs. 

It  is  recalled  this  policy  was  previously  disdussed  with  Judge 
Holtzoff  and  he  approved  of  the  phraseology  presently  used. 

Recommendation 

The  conference  unanimously  approved  the  continuance  of 
our  present  procedure.

The  above  ended  my  interview  with  Mr.  SCHEIBER  and  represents 
all  that  transpired  except  that  as  he  was  leaving,  I returned  to  him  his  book 
entitled  ’’Combating  Anti-Semitism"  and  seven  or  eight  pages  of  data  of 
SCHEIBER'S  on  the  International  Workers  Order  which  he  had  loaned  to  Mr. 
L'ALLIER  on  the  occasion  of  L'ALLIER'S  ccntaet  with  him  on  September  9,  1943. 

Immediately  prior  to  their  departure  from  the  office  at  the 
conclusion  of  their  interview,  Mr.  MACKAY! Asked  me  what  affect  thie  incident 
would  have  on  SCHEIBER'S  relations  -vith  the  St.  Paul  Office  of  the  FBI  and 
I told  him  that  Mr.  SCHEIBER  is  welcome  to  corns  into  this  office  at  any  time 
^ with  any  information  or  to  send  any  information  In  by  letter  and  we  will  ac- 
cord him  and  hie  information  the  same  treatment  that  we  would  give  any  other 
citizen.  I did  not,  of  Course,  tell  MACRAY  that  I did  not  intend  to  eontaot 
SCKEIKER  further  on  any  off ioial  matters. 

following  the  above  interview  With  Meters.  SCHEIBER  and  MACKAY, 
I discussed  thie  situation  with  Speoial  Agent  L'ALLIER  who  on  Ootober  15, 

1945  submitted  the  following  memorandum  in  regard  to  SCHEMER'S  version  of 
the  L'ALLIER-SCESINBR  interview  on  September  9,  1943 i 


Mr.  SCHEIBER  alleges  that  I stated,  "You  have  a swell  reputation 
with  thie  boys  of  our  St*  Paul  Office.  CLINT  STUB  thought  a lot  of 
you.  You  are  considered  an  excellent  source  of  information  by  the  St. 
Paul  Office."  I wish  to  deny  that  statement.  Mr.  SCHEIBER  was  cordial 
and  appeared  to  like  to  see  an  agent  of  the  FBI,  He  remarked  that  he 
regretted  that  agents  did  not  contact  him  as  often  as  they  used  to. 

He,  himself,  advised  agent  that  he  was  a good  friend  of  SAC  STEIN. 

Mr.  SCHEIBER  attributes  the  following  statement  to  met  "Maybe 
I can  find  out  if  a Jew  has  beon  appointed  from  this  area."  I emphat- 
ically deny  ever  making  that  statement. 

He  further  states  that  it  was  at  my  suggestion  that  he  brought  up 
the  matter  of  finding  out  if  a Jew  was  appointed  from  this  area.  That 
is  untrue.

Mr.  SCHSIWfll  baa  intimatedthat  in  ay  interview  with  him  I brought 
up  the  discussion  relative  to  anti-Somitiem  andlabor  activity#  Fw 
the  benefit  of  the  retard*  1 wiaij  to  say  that  thia  is  untrue.  it  was 
Mr.  PGHSIJftiR  Who  digressed  to  those  subjects.  I dieoreetly  ended  the 
interview  with  Mr.  3CH8IKER  as  soon  as  I could  without  being  rude  or 
offensive  vshen  it  became  apparent  to  me  that  Mr.  S08EIHBB  was  antag- 
onistic toward  the  Bureau.

Dear  Dick:  . 

Tour  letter  of  October  12th  dealing  with  the  JBI  situation  is  indeed  very  inter- 
esting. I’  can  assure  you  that  from  now  on  when  talking  with  an  FBI  agent,  I 
shall  have  my  girl  take  notes  on  our  conversations,  for  this  is  not  going  to 
happen  again. 

The  particular  agent  Who  made  this  report  came  over  to  my  office  searching  for  a 
report  on  the- International  Workers* . Order,  and  he  wanted  me  to  help  him  on  the 
Jewish  Communist  situation.  This  person  told  me  that  I was  considered  as  one  of 
the  best  sources  of  information  by  the  St.  Paul  offices  of  the  FBI,  and  that  I 
was  very  highly  regarded  at  the  office.  As  a result  of  that  statement,  I told 
him  I was  very  glad  to  hear  of  this  fact  for  the  reason  that  I had  been  misunder- 
stood in  the  past  and  then  told  him  how  I had  been  misunderstood  and  how  the  mat-, 
ter  had  been -completely  ironed  out.  I absolutely  made  no  protest  over  my  not 
having. been  appointed  as  an  FBI  man...  In  fact,  1 stated  the  opposite  and  told  this 
man  in  no  uncertain  terms  that  there  may  have  been  many  many  reasons  why  I had  not 
received  an  appointment  and  that  I never  had  expected  one. 

I further  told  him  that  Mr.  Brantley  of  Kansas  City  had  done  a splendid  job  here 
and  had  -stopped  the  rumors  that  were  circulating  with  reference  to  this  agency.

The  question  of  the  invitation  to  the  Smith  meeting  was  not  brought  up  by  way  of 
critic! an  in  any  way,  shape  or  manner.  I asked  this  agent  whether  he  had  heard 
about  Smith  coming  to  town,  and  he  stated  that  he  hadn*t.  I then  told  him  that 

. I sent  over  an  invitation  for  this  meeting  to  Mr.  Rhodes,  the  agent  in  charge, 
and:I  had  not  as  yet  received  an  acknowledgement,  and  I wondered  whether  my  mail 
had  gone  astray,  for  the  meeting  was  scheduled  for  that  same  night.  I did  not 
make  any  criticism  because  the  acknowledgement  had  not  come  forth* 

. The  statement  with  reference  to  the  “FBI  not  allowing  their  men  to  speak  before 
labor  group 8 did  not  come'  from  me  at  all,  but  on  the  other  hand,  came  from  the 
agent  himself,  who  stated  that  he  had  never  heard  of  one  of  the  agents  being  al- 
lowed to  speak  before  la  or  groups  and  he  told  me  it  would  he  interesting  if  I 
would  test  out  the  bureau  and  ask  a labor  group  here  to  issue  an  invitation  to 
the  FBI  to  see  what  would  be  done  with  the  invitation.  Now  mind  you,  this  sug- 
gestion came  from  their  own  agent  and  not  from  me.  He  bemoaned  the  fact  that 
tli©  FBI  was  not  using  proper  public  relations  with  labor  groups  and  wanted  me  to 
test  the  situation  out  for  his  own  benefit.  To  show  you  that  I did  not  fall  into 
this  trip,  I have  not  tp  this  date  had  any  labor  group  issue  an  invitation  to  the 
St.  Paul  offices  of  the  FBI  for  a speaker,  for  I did  not  want  to  become  a party 
to  this  kind  of  a situation. 

The  anonymous  telephone  call  is  a matter  which  I reported  personally  to  Mr.  Clinton 
Stein  about  whom  the  report  was  made,  for  I felt  that  this  might  also  be  a trap, 
immediately  after  receiving  the  call,  I called  Mr.  Clinton  Stein  of  the  Bureau  and 
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told  him  that  some  anonymous  caller  had  called  me  and  told  me  that  he  was  anti- 
Semitic  and  that  when  he  was  in  Omaha  he  instructed  his  agents  to  have  nothing  to 
do  with  the  Jewish  man  who  runs  the  annored  car  protective  service  there.  Many 
other  intimate  details  about  Mr.  Stein  were  reported  to  me  in  that  conversation, 
which  led  me  to  believe  that  the  report  couldn* t have  come  from  anyone  but  a 
disgruntled  FBI  man.  I therefore,  immediately  reported  this  call  to  Mr.  Stein, 
a'  > idiom  it  affected  personally.  Mr.  Stein,  if  he  is  fair  and  honest  in  this  matter, 
jlwill  confirm  this  statement. 


In  fact,  I have  further  corroboration  of  this  statement.  The  moment  that  this 


H ! call  came  in,  I called  Mr.  Ed  Ryan  of  the  Minneapolis  Police  Department  and  told 
V J him  about  it  and  asked  him  what  he  thought  about  it.  He  said  he  thought  it  might 
be  a trap  of  some  kind  or  an  attempt  to  find  out  what  I personally  thought  of 
s — \Mr.  Stein,  and  that,  therefore,  I should  immediately  call  Mr.  Stein  and  report 
C\  ithe  incident  to  him.  Therefore,  I conscientiously  did  what  I thought  was  right 
in  this  matter. 

It  might  further  interest  you  to  know  that  I hage  discussed  this  matter  with  my 
friend,  Mr.  Ed  Ryan  of  the  Minneapolis  Police  Department,  who  has  been  closer  to 
me  than  any  other  law  enforcement  agency  in  this  area,  and  he  is  astounded  by  the 
fact  that  I have  been  so  utterly  misunderstood  by  the  FBI.  ‘Mr.  Ryan,  by  the  way, 
s a graduate  of  the  FBI  school  and  knows  intimately  many  of  the  higher-ups  in 
Ithis  organization.  He  immediately  called  the  agent  in  charge  of  the  St.  Paid  of- 
fices of  the  FBI  and  made  an  appointment  for  3 P.M.  this  afternoon,  at  which  time 
he  intends  to  talk  this  entire  matter  over,  and  is  going  to  attempt  to  straighten 
out  the  thinking  of  the  St.  Paul  offices. 

r-,  r-jL  cannot  for  the  life  of  me  understand  why  all  this  "heat"  is~being  poured  on^ 

\ y /unless  the  FBI  is  still  concerned  about  the  complaint  that  I lodged  some  time 
\ ’ / ago  about  their  not  employing  men  of  the  Jewish  faith  in  this  area.  I can  assure 
' you  that  I have  long  since  forgotten  this  whole  situation  and  my  only  reason  for 
bxii&ng  it  up  with  the  agent  who  recently  visited  me  was  because  of  his  statement, 
that  I was  considered  to  be'  a very  fine  person  and  contact  by  the  St.  Paul  of- 
1—1  fices  of  the  FBI.  I merely,  stated  to  him  that  I was  very  happy  that  the  incident 
which  I was  involved  in  some  time  ago  did  not  alter  my  standing  at  the  agency. 

I have-  told  Mr.  Ed  Ryan  to  tell  the  agent  in  charge  of  the  St.  Pail  offices  of  the 
FBI  that  in  the  future.  I would. very  much  appreciate  hie  getting  his  info  mat!  on 
from  my  office;, through  Mr.  Ryan,  that  they  are  still  welcome  to  anything  that  is 
in  my  files,  but  I would  prefer  to  furnish  it  to  them  through  Mr.  Ryan  rather  than 
through  their  agents  directly.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  a much  safer  way  to 
handle  our  matters  with  the  local  offices  of  the  FBI  for  I am  firmly  of  the  opinion 
that  certain  agents  who  might  have  personal  animosities  for  one  reason  or  another, 
are  hot  accurately  reporting  conversations  yhich  they  have  with  me,  and  in  fact,  . 
are  doing:. the  opposite,  namely  attempting  to  trap  me  into  saying  something  or  other 
that  ^might  be  used  against  me.,  ' . 

I have'  now  arrived  at  the  state  where  I do  not  intend  to  let  this  happen  any  longer. 
For  that  reason,  the  new  arrangement  with  reference  to  this  office  will  be  a con- 
tinued 'effort  of  100$  cooperation  with  the  local;  offices  of  the  FBI  on  the  basis 
.that  'anything  that  they  may  dehire  out  of  my  files  should  be  requested  through.  Mr. 
Ed  R^an  of  the  Minneapolis  Police.  Department.  On  the  other  hand,  anything  that  I 
might^.  have  to.  offer  to.  their  agency,  will  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  Nissen  Gross  of  your 
office.  In  this;  way,  I beli.eve  that  future  misunderstandings  and  misconceptions 
• can, -me  cdnrpietely  avoided  and  we  will 'he  able  to  continue  doing  effective  work 
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without  It  hampering  our  oause. 

I am  in  total  agreementf-with  you  on  the  point  that  the  FBI  is  a very  important:  ; 
governmental  agency  and 'we  should  do  nothing  to  .antagonize  it  in  any  way,  shape 
or  manner.  I further  am  in  agreement  that  the  success  of  our  work  is  much  more 
important  than  any  individual*  s personal  feelings,  and  therefore,  regardless  of, 
f \ what  I personally  may  feel  in  regard  to  matters,  that  the  same  .should  be  subju- 
gated to  the  bigger  cause  of  winning  our  battle.  '

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I can,  therefore,  definitely  assure  you  at 'this'  time  that  there  will  be  no  further 
cause  for  complaints  as  far  as  this  office  is  concerned,  for  there  will  be  no  fur- 
ther conversations  had  with  agents  of  the  FBI.  My  work  will  be  funnelled  complete- 
ly through  your  office  and  through  Mr.  Ed  Ryan,  whom  I have  come  to  know  and  res- 
v — .pact  as  a person  who  will  not  misqupte  me  or  misunderstand  what  I say  for  the  puj>- 
pv  \pose  of  causing  dissension,  etc.  ■

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I am  indeed  sorry  to  have  embarrassed  either  you. or  Paul  Ri ehman  on  these  two  oc- 
casions, but  all  I can  say  is  that  no  one  should  be  Judged  on  hearing  one"  aide 
of  the  story  only.  If  I were  what  is  known  as  a stool-pigeon,  and  reported  every  ' 
criticism  that  an  agent  makes  to  me  in  confidence  of  the  Bureau,  for  which  ha  works 
I possibly  could  get  the  jump  on  many  of  these  agents  and  make  it  very  difficult 
for  them,  but  I have  never  wanted  to  cause  any  of  them  any  trouble  with  their  ept- 
|_j  Jployer.  I have  always  felt  that  their  remarks  made  to  me  were  made  in  confidence 

/and  in  fact,  they  usually  tall  me  that  the  remarks  they  make  with  reference  to 

their  employer  are  in  confidence  and  only  made  to  me  because  of  their  friendship 
with  me.  I now  know  that  is  just  a bunch  of  "hooey." 

__  I should  advise -that  the  same  procedure- that  we  are  adopting  for  tM-s.offioe'ba 
\\J  1 adopted  for  all  others,  for  sooner  or  later  other  offices  will  become  enmeshed  in 
\ » J difficulty  as  well,  for  if  my  experience  is  an  indication  of  the  situation  at 
\ f large,  then  all  I can  say  is  that  it  is  better  to  have  one  central  clearing  house 
for  all  of  our  own  information  to  go  through  and  that  we  should  not  speak  to  agents 
personally  in  our  own  cities.  The  agent’s  word  is  usually  the  last  word,  and  there 
*— 1 is  no  use  denying  the  statements  that  .they  report. 


I can  assure  you,  however,  again  that  your  suggestion  outlined  in  your  letter  will 
be  followed  to  the  letter  with  the  exception  of  having  Ed  Ryan  as  my  intermediary 
in  the  event  that  the  local  offices  of  the  FBI  desire  information  from  this  office. 
I hope  this  proeecure  meets  with  your  approval.  I thank  you  for  letting  me  know 
about  the  situation,  for  it  is  better  to  know  where  one  stands  than  to  rely  on  the 
statement  made  by  the  agent  here  recently  that  I was  "one  great  guy"  as  far  as.  the 
FBI  was  concerned.  I do  not  like  hypocrisy.  It  seems  as  though  that  is  what  has 
been  practiced  on  me  for  some  time.

I told  Mr.  Gross  that  I was  not 
available  to  make  such  a talk  and  he  requested  that  Mr.  Hosteny 
make  the  talk.  I told  him  that  Mr.  Hosteny  was  not  available.  I 
did  this  for  the  reason  that  I do  not  feel  it  desirable  to  address 
any  group  established  for  this  purpose,  especially  any  group  being 
sponsored  by  the  Anti  Defamation  League.

On  November  16,  1943,  Mr.  AbelV^Jurland  of  the  Anti  Defama- 
tion League  called  and  referred  to  Mr.  Gross'  contact  with  me  and 
again  requested  that  either  I,  Mr.  Hosteny,  or  any  other  member  of 
the  Bureau  address  this  meeting.  I told  Mr.  Burland  that  there  was 
no  one  in  this  office  available  to  address  this  group.  At  this  time 
Mr.  Burland  indicated  that  there  were  subversive  interests  at  work 

agitating  the  Negroes-  on-the-south_side-of -Chicago. I,  inquired_c 

him  if  he  had  any  definite  information  in  this  regard  and  he  stated 
that  he  did  not,  but  it  was  general  understanding. 

I am  writing  to  the  Bureau  because  I cannot  understand 
the  reason  for  the  insistence  of  the  Anti  Defamation  League  that  a 
representative  of  this  Bureau,  address  this  group.  However.  I feel 
that  there  is  some  ulterior  motive  which  influences  them  to  be  so 
insistent.  . In  any  event,  no  representative  of  this  office  will 
address  this  meeting.

Miss  GRACEsjMAYETT,  Director,  The  League  of  Human  Rights,  j>08 
9th-Chester  Building,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  advised  that  after  the  League  of 
Human  Rights  had  published  their  statement,  several  law  suits  were  contem- 
plated being  filed  by  various  organizations  and  individuals  mentioned  in 
their  circular  letter.  Miss  MAYETT  further  advised  that  the  proposed  law 
suits  have  been  dropped  and  no  further  action  has  been  taken  on  the  part

Mr.  CHARLES  M.  SCOTT,  the  informant  in  the  above-captioned  case, 
appeared  at  the  Cleveland  Field  Division  Office  and  advised  that  upon  learn- 
ing that  his  daughter  had  been  interviewed,  he  stated  he  was  quite  disturbed 
over  the  matter  because  his  daughter  was  not  aware  that  he  had  reported  this 
matter  to  this  office.  Mr.  SCOTT  advised  that  he  was  desirous  of  not  having 
his  daughter's  supervisor  interviewed  inasmuch  as  his  daughter  may  be  dis- 
charged from  her  present  position. 

Mr.  SCOTT  advised  that  he  has  been  employed  by  the  East  Ohio  Gas 
Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  for  the  past  twenty-five  years,  and  at  the  present 
time  is  in  charge  of  the  meter  readers.  It  should  be  noted  in  this  respect 
that  Mr.  SCOTT  would  be  in  a position  to  be  of  great  assistance  to  this  of- 
fice in  conducting  official  investigations  in  the  future  if  Mr.  SCOTT's  re- 
quest can  be  granted. 

It  is  not  deemed  advisable  to  interview  Mr.  WEIDEMANN  for  the  above 
stated  reasons,  and  no  further  action  is  contemplated  at  this  time.

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STATEMENT  OF  THE  LEAGUE  FOR  HOMAN  RIGHTS  ON 
UN-AMERICAN  LEAFLETS  IN  CLEVELAND 

Un-American  activities  are  increasing  in  Cleveland.  Mimeographed 
anti-Semitic  leaflets  have  been  distributed.  They  were  even  tucked  into 
the  seats  of  busses  and  streetcars. 

The  leaflet  is  a fake.  The  47th  Conference  of  American  Rabbis,  from 
which  this  forged  document  had  been  purported  to  have  been  taken,  took  place 
in  1936  (herein  these  people  made  a mistake  claiming  that  the  Conference  was 
held  in  1937).  The  leaflet  claims  that  this  Central  Conference  petitioned 
the  Government  of  the  United  States,  in  a resolution,  "to  grant  exemption  of 
Jews  from  military  service  in  accordance  with  the  highest  interpretation  of 
Judaism.”  The  exact  sentence  which  was  adopted  by  the  Conference  in  1936  was 
'"to  granfecto  Jewish  religious  conscientious  objectors  to  war  the  same  exemp- 
tion fromimilitary  service  as  has  long  been  granted  to  members  of  the  Society 
ofFriends  and  similar  religious  organizations." 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Central  Conference  only 
asked  for  true, religious  conscientious  objectors  and  not  for  the  Jewish  people 
as  a whole.  In  every  religion  there  are  honest  conscientious  objectors.  To 
these  the  Government  has  granted  some  amelioration  or  exemption  in  every  war. 

Such  a resolution  is  justified  for  any  religious  and  cultural  organi- 
zation, and  the  Government  in  the  draft  law  has  granted  such  exemptions  to 
Quakers,  Jews  and  any  American  who  is  a genuine  conscientious  objector.  Never- 
theless, this  honest  resolution  has  become  the  basis  for  this  vicious  leaflet. 

The  people  of  Cleveland  have  a right  to  knew  where  such  fake  originates 
and  who  distributee  these  leaflets  in  Cleveland.  Numerous  calls  came  to  the 
League  for  Human  Rights,  which  has  frequently  pointed  out  that  the  center  of 
anti-Semitism  in  this  city  is  the  United  Mothers  of  America,  348  Old  Arcade, 
controlled  by  Father  Coughlin. 

The  League  consulted  an  expert  (proof  in  our  files)  whose  examination 
disclosed  that  these  anti-Semitic  leaflets  were  typed  on  the  same  typewriter 
used  by  the  United  Mothers  of  America  on  material  which  they  publish  under  their 
own  name. 


Although  this  material  was  mimeographed  and  distributed  here,  the  publi- 
cation indicates  that  it  did  not  originate  in  Cleveland,  because  this  technique 
of  slander  by  ’falsification  bears  all  the  earmarks  of  the  well-known  work  of  the 
leaders  of  the  United  Mothers  who  are  Father  Coughlin,  Catherine  Baldwin  and 
Elizabeth  Dilling.

Information  has  been  received  that  U.  S.  Senator  Rufus  Holman  of  Oregon  recently^ 
caitacted  tJtie  Portland  Office  of  this  Bureau,  at  which  time  he  advised  that  David  Robins^, 
head  jrf;the  Anti-Defamation  League  in  Portland,  had  organized  a camsittee  called  the  Oreg 
Defense  (Jcmmittee.  Senator  Holman  stated  be  understood  that  the  purpose  of  the  organieati 
mas  to  undover  anti -Jewish  statements  and  that  the  Jews  would  then  boycott  people  who  won  . 
reported*^  make  such  remarks  without  a hearing  or  chanoe  to  be  heard.  Senator  Holman  re- 
marked  thgt  he  recently  sold  hiainterest  in  the  business  known  as  the  Davidson-Rolman  ^

About  3:30  P.M.,  April  4,  1944»  I received  a telephone  call  from  MR. 
HOLMAN  requesting  me  to  meet  him  at  the  Kilham  Stationery  and  Printing 
Company,  233  S.  W.  3th  Avenue,  Portland.  I agreed  to  do  so.  About  15 
minutes  afterwards , I met  MR.  HOLMAN  at  that  place,  where  he  was  seated  at 
a desk  in  the  office  of  the  store. 


He  informed  me  that  an  organization  known  as  the  ^Oregon  Defense  Com- 
mittee, or  the  Oregon  Defense  League,  he  was  not  sure  which,  had  offices  in 
the  Oregon  Building  directly  across  the  street,  and  that  it  was  headed  by 
DAVH>.|tCB INSON , who  he  said  is  the  head  of  the  local  brand:  of  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League.  He  said  possibly  the  Oregon  Defense  Committee  or  League 
was  identical  with  the  Anti-Defamation  League,  and  that  he  heard  that  its 
announced  purpose  was  "to  help  service  men". 


He  then  went  on  to  state  that  ROBINSON,  as  the  head  of  the  Anti-Defama- 
tion League,  reportedly  gets  $10,000  a year,  and  that  its  announced  purpose 
is  to  ascertain  the  identities  of  individuals  who  make  anti- Jewish  statements, 
and  then  have  them  boycotted.  He  said  that  he  understood  that  AARQN^FRANK  of 
the  Meier  and  Frank  Company  store  in  Portland,  is  a heavy  contributor^  He 
said  that  he  desires  the  FBI  to  conduct  a complete  investigation  of  this 
group  because  the  individuals  who  are  charged  by  them  with  making  anti-Jewish 
statements  are  never  given  a hearing  or  permitted  to  make  any  defense,  but 
are  summarily  boycotted.  He  also  said  that  he  wanted  to.  know^whetherdt  is 
supported  by  public  or  private  funds. 

I told  Ml.  HOLMAN  that  the  Anti-Defamation  League  apparently  is  a . Ig- 
national  organization,  and  that  it  operates  in  many  states,  and  that  we  have 
never  had  any  complaints  about  it,  and  that  we  could  conduct  no  investigation 
unless  there  was  a violation  of  the  Federal  Statute  within  our  jurisdiction.

MR.  HOLMAN  then  said  that  he  is  a good  friend  of  Mr.  Hoover,  and  that 
on  one  occasion  he  requested  MR.  HOOVER  to  conduct  an  investigation  for  him 
which  did  not  involve  a violation  of  a Federal  Statute,  and  that  the  inves- 
tigation was  performed.  He  vaguely  intimated  that  it  concerned  a complaint

he  had  made  to  MR.  HOOVER  about  some  individual  residing  in  an  apartment 
house  in  Washington,  but  did  not  go  into  detail.  MR.  HOLMAN  also  told  me 
that  he  is  a member  of  the  Appropriations  Committee  of  the  Senate  which  ap- 
proves the  allotment  of  funds  to  the  FBI  for  its  work.  He  also  told  me  that 
several  years  ago  he  had  been  a member  of  a Senate  Investigating  Committee 
which  had  inspected  the  defenses  in  Alaska,  and  on  that  occasion  had  been 
accompanied  by  SAC  NAT  PIETER  of  the  San  Francisco  Office. 

MR.  HOLMAN  then  stated  that  if  the  FBI  does  not  conduct  the  investiga- 
tion, he  plans  to  get  in  touch  with  Congressman  DIES  and  have  the  Dies  Com- 
mittee conduct  the  investigation. 

MR.  HOLMAN  specifically  requested  me  to  bring  his  request  to  your  atten- 
tion, even  though  there  was  no  Federal  violation  involved.  I informed  him 
that  I would  do  so,  because  he  indicated  that  he  would  probably  call  y>u  him-

Upon  my  return  to  the  office,  I conferred  with  Special  Agent  DAVID  A. 
SILVER,  whose  home  is  in  Portland,  and  who  is  of  Jewish  extraction*  Because 
of  his  religion  and  his  being  a resident  of  Portland,  he  is  very  familiar 
with  Jewish  activities  and  Oregon  State  politics.  He  informed  me  that  DAVID 
ROBINSON,  an  attorney,  is  the  head  of  the  local  Anti-Defamation  League.  He 
spends  all  his  time  as  the  Executive  of  that  organization,  and  does  not  prac- 
tice law.  SILVER  said  that  ROBINSON  is  carried  as  Confidential  Informant  #7 
on  the  Bureau's  records,  and  that  he  has  been  of  considerable  assistance  in 
furnishing  information  regarding  activities  of  the  German  American  Bund  before 
it  was  labelled  a subversive  organization  by  the  Department. 

SILVER  said  that  he  knows  that  ROBINSON  is  strongly  opposed  to  Senator 
HOLMAN's  reelection,  because  he  believes  him  to  be  anti-Semitic,  and  that 
ROBINSON  has  termed  HOLMAN  a potential  American  Fascist,  anti-labor,  and  stupid 
SILVER  said  that  ROBINSON  is  a very  strong  supporter  of  WATNE  L.  MORSE,  former 
Dean  of  the  University  of  Oregon  Law  School,  and  who  recently  resigned  as  the 
Public  Representative  on  the  War  Labor  Board,  Washington,  D.  C.  MORSE  is  an 
aspirant  for  the  Senate  on  the  Republican  ticket  from  Oregon.  SILVER  said 
that  ROBINSON  is  endeavoring  to  line  up  the  Jewish  vote  behind  MORSE. 

SILVER  said  that  about  three  weeks  ago,  JAC&BARDE  of  the  Barde  Steel 
Company,  and  ABEI\GILBERT  of  the  Gilbert  Hardware  Company,  both  of  Portland, 
and  both  Jews,  gave  a dinner  for  Senator  HOLMAN.  SILVER  said  that  he  has 
heard  that  ROBINSON  chided  them  for  doing  so.

HOLMAN  that  the  Bureau  could  conduct  no  investigation  because  there  was  no 
evidence  of  subversive  activities,  but  that  his  request  for  an  investigation 
would  be  furnished  to  the  Attorney  General  in  memorandum  form* 

After  talking  to  MR.  LADD,  I called  Senator  HOLMAN  at  his  home,  telephone 
BEacon  9077,  Portland,  and  advised  him  to  that  effect*  MR*  HOLMAN  said  that 
he  certainly  desires  the  Attorney  General  to  authorize  such  an  investigation, 
and  that  he  desires  that  the  following  information  be  furnished  to  the  Attor- 
ney General*  He  said  that  he  recently  sold  his  interest  in  the  business  known 
as  the  Davidson-Holman  Company  to  his  partner,  DAVIDSON,  because  the  company 
was  being  boycotted  by  the  Jews  because  of  their  dislike  toward  him.  He  said 
the  boycott  results  in  the  intimidation  of  people,  with  a consequent  loss  of 
business  to  the  boycotted  co  mpany.

Representative  John  9/  Gibson  (Dem,,  Ga.)  debating  FEPC  appropriations: 

"There  are  only  two  things  that  are  going  to  save  this  Nation.  One  is  ballots  and 
the  other  is  bullets.,.." 

Representative  Devey  Short  (Rep.,  Ho.):  "We  have  reaohed  the  point  where  In 
this  oountry  we  have  to  have  reformation  or  revolution.

SEDITION  AND  THE  SUPREME  COURT 

, Host  important  deolsion  on  un-Amerioan  activities  deoided  by  Nation's  highest

tribunal  in  25  years  (Elmer  Hartzel,  petitioner,  vs.  United  States  of  America— No.  551 

Ootober  Term  1945)  unfortunately  found  Supreme  Court  split  5 to  4 

i Practical  effeot:  Emphasized  inadequacy  of  1917  espionage  aot  to  meet  the 

jl  challenge  of  modem  "psychological  warfare",,.. Legal  Effeot:  Established  adherence  of 


Oourt  to  late  Justioe  Holmes'  dootrlne  that  proof  of  "intent"  and  "immediate  and  pres- 
ent danger"  are  pre-requisite  to  oonviotion. 

Zo  understand  deoieion  and  its  application  to  current  sedition  trial: 

Hartzel,  Chioago  engineer,  "wrote  sourrilous  and  vitriollo  attacks  on 
President  and  Jews... depio ted  the  war  as  a gross  betrayal  of  Amerioa... denounced  our 
English  Allies... assailed  in  reoklese  terms  the  integrity  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States " 

Even  though  such  ideas,  wrote  Justice  Murphy  in  majority  opinion,  (Stone, 
Blaok,  Rutledge  and  Roberts  concurring)  are  "odious  and  destructive  of  the  national 
unity.,"  and  were  distributed  among  military  offioers.. .still.. .they  "oannot  alone  be 
taken  as  proof  beyond  a reasonable  doubt"  of  his  intent  to  wilfully  bring  about  in- 
subordination or  mutiny  within  the  armed  foroes... 

Stressed  Murphy:  "There  was  no  evidence  of  his  having  been  associated  in 
any  way  with  any  foreign  or  subversive  organization...."  | 

Majority  held  the  evidence  in  Hartzel 'a  case  also  failed  to  show  "dear  and  j 
present  danger"  to  Nation's  security  from  his  activities.... 

Trial  of  29  Goes  On 

Hopes  of  29  defendants  that  this  deoision  would  result  In  Immediate  die- 
missal  of  their  proseoutlon  were  das  bed..., Justice  El o her,  after  full  hearing,  denied 
petition  to  quash  beoause,  in  substance: 

(1)  Evidence,  according  to  prosecution,  will  show  direot  link  with  subversive 
agents  of  a foreign  power,  now  our  enemy.. .(2)  These  defendants,  including  Nazi  agents, 
plotted— before  war  with  Germany— revolutionary  overthrow  of  our  government... (3)  This 
oaee  is  one  of  conspiracy  by  a whole  group  whereas  Hartzel' s was  that  of  an  Individual 
acting  on  his  own.  ‘ (4)  Proseoutlon  here  is  under  sedition  law  of  1940;  Hartzel' s 
under  1917  Espionage  Act. 

As  to  the  high  Court  policy  requiring  proof  of  "intent"  and  "dear  and

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present  danger"  Prosecutor  0.  John  Rogge* said  Government' s evidence  will  establish 
both  in  this  case... So,  Justloe  Eioher  ruled,  In  effeot:  "Let  us  hear  all  the 

testimony  before  we  apply  that  measuring  rule,,,."  -5  ' : ?

But  practical  weakness  Inherent  In  existing  statutes  was  exposed  by 
minority  opinion  of  Justloe  Reed  (Douglas,  Jackson,  Frankfurter  concurring) . . . 
Dissenters  pointed  to  absurdity  of  the  olalm  there  was  no  violation  simply  beoause 
nothing  appeared  on  face  of  Hartzel's  literature  or  was  so  obvious  In  his  actions 
as  to  label  or  announce  his  Intent..., "Ve  think  that  this  argument  falls.,.. We 
think  that  enough  facts  were  presented  to  Justify  the  verdict..." 

lo  accept  the  majority  view,  dissenters  held,  Is  to  believe  that  "Congress 
was  merely  concerned  with  crude  attempts  to  undermine  the  war  effort  but  gave  free 
play  to  less  obvious  and  more  ekillM  ways  of  bringing  about  the  same  mischievous 
results " 

Only  one  conclusion  possible  from  reading  of  dissenting  opinion:  Doited 
States  laws  designed  to  protect  internal  security  have  not  kept  pace  with  modem 
propaganda  methods..., Subtle  and  sinister  enemies  utilize  oivil  liberties  safeguards 
to  break  down  the  very  government  which  established  them.... Holmes  doctrine  written 
immediately  after  World  War  I and  representing  a healthy  reaction  from  red-baiting 
excesses  of  A.  Hitohell  S&lmer  does  not  provide  adequate  defense  against  world-wide 
Goebbel's  machine...... 

SREB  PORTS  ISSUE  TO  FORE 

Immediately  after  Congress  reconvenes  August  1,  House  Committee  on 
Immigration  end  Naturalization  will  take  up  resolutions  advocating  establishment 
of  "free  ports"  as  havens  for  refugees.,.. President  Roosevelt... who  incidentally 
has  eaid  he  does  not  like  the  name  "free  ports"..,. has  already  approved  plana  to 
harbor  1,000  refugees  in  a former  military  camp  at  Osftego,  N.  T 


i 
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Lone  voice 'raised  here  against  proposal  to  grant  refuge  to  Hitler's  victims 
is  that  of  Senator  Robert  Rice  Reynolds  (Dem.,  N.  C.)  whose  new  American  Rationalists 
Association  has  the  blessing  of  Oerald  L.  E.  Smith... Reynolds'  protest  to  Attorney-' 
General  Biddle  brought  response  that  such  temporary  admissions.. .with  no  privileges  * 
of  citizenship  or  travel... are  in  line  with  long-established  polioy...But  Reynolds 
called  Biddle's  answer  "unsatisfactory",  wired  Republican  platform  committee  demanding 
a "no-immigration"  plank... (ignored). 

Fact  is,  Administration  policy  has  one  purpose:  To  save  lives,  resoue  as 
many  persons  as  possible... Bottleneck  has  been  neutral  oountrles  suoh  as  Switzerland, 
Portugal,  Turkey,  eto.,  which  have  refused  to  grant  right  of  transit  thru  their  terri- 
tory out  of  fear  emigres  would  have  no  place  else  to  go.... would  stay  anywhere  they 
gained  temporary  admission..,. "Free  ports"  whether  in  IJ.  3,,  Palestine,  Africa,  or 
elsewhere,  serve  ae  assurance  to  neutrals  'there  will  be  outlets  for  refugees  to  thorn 
they  permit  thru-passage.... Another  practical  result  of  U.  S.  step  is  to  encourage 
by  its  own  example  other  nations.... particularly  in  Latin  America.... to  also  open 
their  doors  to  refugees. 

Announcing  total  number  to  be  admitted  as  1,000,  the  President  added: 

"And  that  1b  all."... Obviously,  If  policy  is  to  be  expanded  definite  demand  must 
oome  from  Congress... And  that  seems  to  be  In  making  since  eight  resolutions  have 


been  offered.... 


TSE  KLAH  INVITES  ATTENTION 


Skeptiolsm  and  curiosity... That  summarizes  offloial  reaction  here  to. 
"Imperial  Vizard"  James  A.  Colescotf  s recent  announcement  the  Hu  KLur  Elan  has 
"dissolved". ..Skepticism.. .because  past  experience  indicates  certain  elements  find 
S.E.E.  too  useful  an  Instrument  to  permit  its  lapse  on  eleotlon  eve... Curiosity..,, 
beoause  change  in  corporate  structure  may  be  way  for  Elan  to  avoid  payment  of 
estimated  $600,000  taxes  reported  owing  since  1927.... NT  Post,  advancing  latter 


theory,  points  out:  "Elan  was  well  prepared  to  go  underground.  It  can  now  operate 


through  the  Keystone  Patriotic  Society  In  Pennsylvania,  the  Vigilantes,  Inc. , In 


Georgia,  the  Sons  of  America  In  Michigan,  and  the  Christian  American  Association...." 

Reperoussions  of  a K.K.K.  political  Issue  In  Indiana  also  hit  Capital... 
Representative  Charles  M.  LaFollette  (Rep.,  Ind.),  hard-hitting  liberal,  exposed 
Robert  V.  Lyons,  newly-elected  Republican  State  Chairman,  as  former  Klansman. ..foroed

Lyons  resignation  after  11  days. ..Drew  Pearson's  "Washington  Merry-Go-Round"  says 
Lyons  has  vowed  to  "spend  $85,000"  if  necessary  to  defeat  LaFollette  for  re-election... 

Incidentally  Representative  Clare  Boothe  Luce  inserted  in  Congressional 
Reoord  an  editorial  from  Evansville,  Ind.,  Press  laudatory  of  LaFollette... "his 
courageous  action  will  have  a definitely  cleansing  effect  upon  Indiana  politics  in 
general.. apologists  for  Mr.  Lyons  referred  to  the  ravishment  of  this  State  half  a 
generation  ago  by  this  plague  of  intolerance  and'  gangsterism  as  something  which  might 
be  epitomized  as  'youthful  indisoretlon'....It  was  same  kind  of  'youthful  indisoretlon' 
which  produoed  Hitler...." 

RACIAL  QUOTAS  DEFEATED 

Fifteen  U.  3.  Senators  favor  a Negro  racial  quota  system  of  Government 
employment  based  upon  a proportion  to  the  population... « They  so  voted  on  an  amendment 
to  the  FEPC  appropriation  of  $500,000  finally  granted  as  part  of  the  War  Agenoles 
Appropriation  bill... Proposal  of  Senator  Riohard  B.  Russell  (Dem.  Ga.)  was  that  not 
more  than  £5  percent  of  funds  used  for  salaries  be  paid  to  "persons  who  are  members 
of  any  race  comprising  less  than  15  percent  of  the  total  population  of  the  States..." 
It  was  defeated  15  to  37 

Russell  frankly  stated  his  aim  was  to  reduce  number  of  Negro  employees , 
but  in  view  of  loose  application  and  interpretation  of  word  "raoe"  on  Capital  Hill 


such  a precedent  as  he  sought  to  establish  was  dangerous....

Constant  undercurrent  of  oonfllct  between  liberal  and  reactionary 

forces  broke  Into  open  when  "The  Committee  for  Constitutional  Government"  became 

an  Issue  In  Congress....

Republican  candidate  for  the  Presidency;  a large  ohaln 
newspaper  publisher,  Samuel  B.  Pettengill,  a money  raiser 
for  the  Republican  Party;  Edward  A.  Rumely,  an  ex-oonviot 
who  was  convicted  during  the  last  war  and  may  be  con- 
sidered the  Eazi  Representative  on  this  committee;  and 
S.  8.  MoClure,  a Fascist  instructor  who  boasts  about  having 
spent  two  years  In  Italy  being  educated  on  fascism.."

Rogge  and-Joseph  W.  Burns  doggedly  pursue  goal 
of  conviction  in  Nationrs  biggest  sedition  trial ...Only  air-cooled  courtroom  enables 
judge,  jury,  lawyers,  defendants  and  newspapermen  to  bear  up  under  Washington's  sultry 
summer  heat  as  Government  amasses  an  impressive  pile  of  evidence  in  support  of  charges' 
of  conspiracy  to  undermine  the  armed  forces  and  set  up  Nazi  regime  in  America... More 
than  8,000  pages  of  testimony.... hundreds  of  exhibits  (pamphlets,  newspapers  and  other 
documents)... thus  far  in  record......

This  is  to  advise  that  os  this  date,  Hr,  ARNOLD/TORSTER  of  the 
Anti-Deformation  League,  with  offices  to  New  York  City, 'called  on  me  in 
dqt  office  at  the  request  of  Hr,  JULIAIpnQEHM  of  Atlanta,  Hr,  JULIAN  BOEHM 
is  a prominent  business  man  and  a leader  among  the  Jewish  groups  in  Atlanta 
and  has  bees  yery  close  to  this  office,  especially  in  connection  with  in- 
vestigations involving  Jewish  individuals  or  organisations.

Hr.  FORSTER  vas  advised  that  for  obvious  reasons  the  files  in  this 
office  regarding  such  matters  were  very  confidential  and  that  I was  not  in  a 
position  to  furnish  him  with  the  data  that  he  desired.

Nr.  KUSftORM  confirmed  that  he  had  made  a speech  on  the  above 
oooasiorti'^Bd  had  stated  that  $25,000,000  from  Germany  was  being  spent 
annually  in  the  United  States  for  anti-Semitic  and  hate  propaganda,  but  that 
he  did  not  abate  in  the  speech  that  this  money  was  secreted  in  the  United 
States  "underysames  of  allegedly  honest,  honorable  Americans;”  that  he  did 
not  state  how  this  money  was  brought  into  the  Ini  ted  States  or  how  it  was 
ditoributed,  and  furthermore,  he  did  not  personally  know.  Mr.  KUSLQRM  stated 
tlAthfi  reporter  had  apparently  misquoted  him.

Technically,  the  trial  could  have  continued  with  a new  judge  by  agreement  of  both 
sides  but  a poll  of  defendants  showed  only  one,  Prescott  Dennett,  distributor  of 
alleged  pro-Nazi  speeches,  was  willing,.,. 

All  but  four  of  the  defendants  were  present,  many  for  the  first  time  in  months,  as 
the  curtain  rang  down... then  scattered  again  to  their  varied  interim  activities: 

Mrs.  Lois  de  Lafayette  Washburn  to  teaching  in  a secretarial  school. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Dilling  to  speech-making  and  publication  of  her  "Patriotic  Re- 
search" letters.

After  all,  they  point  out,  there  have  been  other  im- 
portant trials  involving  large  numbers  of  defendants  conducted  in  a manner  fully  in 
keeping  with  the  spirit  that  usually  prevails  in  American  courts.,.  ' 


"THESE  POOR  LITTLE  PEOPLE" 

Meanwhile  echoes  of  the  trial  were  heard  on  Capitol  Hill:  In  the  House,  Representa- 
-tive  Hamilton  Fish  (Rep.,  N.Y.)  said:  "I  hope  that  this  trial,  if  it  comes  to  an 
end,  will  be, the  last  trial  of  this  nature. .. I am,  alarmed  and  somewhat  shocked  that 
no  great  American  constitutional  lawyer  has  raised  his  voice  or  offered  his, services 
free  in.  defense  of  free  speech  and  a free  press  in  time  of  peace... Has  the  flame  of 
freedom,  has  the  flame  of  liberty,  burned  so  low  in  America  that  great  constitu- 
tional lawyers  are  afraid— that  is  the  word— afraid  to  defend  and  protect  the  right 
of  free  speech  of  these  poor  little  people,  because  of  fear  that  they  will  be 
smeared  by  the  Communists,  by  the  fellow  travelers,  by  all  those  evil  forces  who  seek 
like  termites  to  undermine  and  destroy  our  free  institutions..,.?" 

Before  the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee ■ came  William  J.  Powers,  Chicago,  attorney  for 
William  Dudley  Pelley,  to  oppose  confirmation  of  Assistant  Attorney-General  Henry 
Schweinhaut  who  was  nominated  by  President  Roosevelt  for  the  U,  S.  Court  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia. . .Schweinhaut , in  the  course  of  his  prosecuting  duties  gained  Pel- 
ley's  conviction  in  Indianapolis. . .But  Powers  charged:  "There  were  wholesale  viola- 

tions of  the  Federal  search  and  seizure- law  by  agents  of  the  Federal  government  in- 
cluding Schweinhaut,  William  Powers  Maloney  and  J.  Edgar  Hoover...," 

Powers  topped  off  his  ridiculous  story  with  this:  "...Mr,  Schweinhaut  is'one  of  the 

messenger  boys  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League... he  is  not  assigned  to  any  particular 
job... his  job  is  to  go  around  the  country  and  prosecute  anybody  that  the  Anti-Defa- 
mation League  happens  to  want  to  put  away...." 

(NOTE:  The  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  a few  days  later  approved  Schweinhaut  and 
his  nomination  was  promptly  confirmed  by  the  Senate.  . .) 

SWAN  SONGS 

Year's  end  saw  departure  of  many  defeated  members  of  Congress,  some  in  good  grace, 
others  in  bitterness  unconvinced  by  election  returns... 

Although  more  than  47,000,000  votes  were  cast  in  November,  Representative  Richard 
Kleberg  (Dem. , Tex.)  who  lost  out  in  primary,  presented  the  fantastic  view  that 
"some  mysterious  arrangement"  has  so  operated  in  the  last  three  elections  that  "the 
sovereign  people  have  been  prevented  from  expressing  themselves..."  on  fundamental 
questions... He  said  Landon  in  '36,  Willkie  in  '40  and  Dewey  in  '44  were  all  "me  too" 
candidates  because  they  failed  to  mia^e  "domestic  Marxism"  the  chief  issue. ..The 
vigor  and  venom  of  Kleberg's  fina^peech  (occuping  5-1/2  pages  in  the  Congressional 
Record,  Dec.  4)  exceeded  anythi^  heard' in  the  House  during  the  campaign.

"fronting"  for  the  German  Government  in  the  purchase  of  the  New  York  Daily  Mail.... 
sentenced  to  a year  in  prison. . .later  commuted  to  one  month...* 


IMMIGRATION  AND  CONGRESS 

To  inquire  into  allegations  of  wholesale  infiltration  of  immigrants  from  Nazi-domi- 
nated countries,  a sub-committee  of  the  House  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Com- 
mittee convened  in  solemn  hearing. . .Action  was  based  on  a resolution  sponsored  by 
Representative  Clare  E.  Hoffman  (Rep.,  Mich.)  to  determine  the  number  of  "refugees 
and  of  what  nationality  and  from  what  countries"  who  have  entered  the  U.  S.  by  air 
since  June  1943.... In  parlance  of  Capitol  newsmen  who  covered  it,  the  hearing  was  a 
"flop",  the  charges  shown  to  be  loose  and  ill-founded. . .What  the  Committee  learned 
from  official  figures  submitted  by  Attorney  General  Biddle:  Of  39,664  aliens  who 
flew  here  in  the  period  July  1,  1943-May  30,  1944  (including  foreign  diplomats  and 
members  of  special  missions)  only  2,489  came  from  Nazi-dominated  countries  and  of 
that  number  only  698  were  granted  permanent  residence..... 

Fact  is  all  talk  of  "refugees  flooding  the  country"  is  gross  exaggeration. .. .Latest 
reports  of  Department  of  Justice  show  only  28,551  alien  immigrants  were  admitted  for 
permanent  residence  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1944,  that  Europe,  once 
source  of  the  heaviest  migrations  to  U.  S. , accounted  for  only  8,694. ..and  only  one- 
twentieth  of  the  total  quota  allowed  for  countries  outside  the  Western  hemisphere 
was  used  in  past- year. .. . .....

Jwhich  are  filled  with  inflammatory  and  prejudiced 
^statements.  He  has  regularly  attacked  the  Anti- 
gDefamation  League  and  the  American  Jewish 
^Committee,  though  in  deference,  to  the  Federal 
ICommunications  Commission  rules,  his  bigotry  is 
Camouflaged  while  he  broadcasts. 

Close  is  using  Rickenbacker1 s contribution,  as  a 
ever  to  pry  money  from  other  airlines.  In  a let-

At  22,  Jesse  B.  Stoner,  the  boy  wonder  of  hate 
circles,  is  out  to  make  Hitler  look,  like  a sissy  in  , 
his  persecution,  of  the  Jews.  Jesse,  a pimply-faced 
Chattanooga  youth  Who  rubber-stamps  all  hisdet- ; 
ters  “Down  With  the  Jews,"  is  the  Kle'agle  of  the  % 
Tennessee  Ku  Klux  Klan.  While  his  fellow  mem- 
bers of  the  hooded  order  gape  in  admiration,  Jesse 
-who  likes  to  think  he  resembles  the  late  Dr. 
Goebbels-declares  that  the  Fuehrer  was  too  “mod- 
erate" in  his  anti-Semitic  program. 

“We  will  be  modern  in  solving  our  Jewish  prob- 
lem," Jesse  asserts.  “Gas,  electric  chairs,  shooting, 
hanging-whichever  is  most  appropriate-will  be 
used  in  eliminating  all  Semites  except  Christian 
Jews.  The  latter  well  settle  in  another  land-but 
not  Palestine!" 

The  career  of  this  intense,  unprepossessing  can- 
didate for  Hitler's  mantle  began  in  1942  when 
Imperial  Wizard  Colescott  of  the  KKK  awarded 
him  the  title  of  V Kleagle."  Today,  the  pudgy  little 
Jew-hater  has  ambitions  for  creating  a third  po- 
litical party  with  a Klan  philosophy,  the  core  of 
which  is  his  intention  “to  make  being  a Jew  a 
crime  punishable  by  death."

An  unidentified 
Chattanooga  businessman  has  underwritten  all 
costs  of  advertising  and  printing  the  volume,  which 
will  sell  for  f 3,  according  to  the  undersized,  over- 
weight youth  who  hopes  to  lead  the  Jews  of  Amer- 
ica to  slaughter  stockades.  Meanwhile,  Stoner, 
who  has  a shrewd  animal  cunning  despite  his  Horst 
Wessel-ish  posing  and  utterances,  has. veteran  Klan 
politicoes  worried  by  his  meteoric  rise  in  the  south- 
ern hate  camp.

It  is  necessary  to  expose  the  dangers  of  the  Com- 
munists, but  it  is  just  as  necessary  to  know  whether 
this  kind  of  expose,  is  being  made  from  a reaction- 
ary  or  from  a progressive  point  of  view.

A Great  Soul  in  a Simple  Man 


Since  the  last  issue  of  this  Bulletin,  there  passed 
from  this  mortal  scene  the  venerated  Sigmund 
Livingston,  founder  and  Chairman  of  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League.  For  40  years,"  defense  of  the 
good  name  of  the  Jewish  people-and  an  -intense 
interest  in  the  democratic  way  of  life  engrossed 
the  major  part  of  his  thinking  and  of  his  energy. 
With  a far-sightedness  denied  to  most,  Sigmund 
Livingston  foresaw  many  of  the  developments  of 
our  time  long  before,  they  were  apparent  to  the 
average  person,  and  strove  to  build  up  the  de- 
fenses of  the  American  Jewish  community. 

As  far  back  as  July,  1912,  in  an  official  report 
on  the  activities  of  the  then  youthful  Anti-Defa-* 
mation  League,  occurs  this  language: 

“In  the  matter  of  malefactors  named  as  Jews 
by  various  papers,  we  recommend  the  facsim- 
. ilies  of  the  correspondence  with  the  Associated 
Press  be  made  and  distributed  throughout  the 
district  to  the  various  editors  and  publishers  of 
the  daily  press,  accompanied  by  a letter  callings 
attention  to  it.  We  believe  this  will,  in  a great 
measure,  prevent  frequent  occurrences  of  this 
same  error.” 

The  effectiveness  of  the  regulation  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  in  this  connection  has  been  evidenced 
in  the  intervening  years,  for  only  on  rarest  occa- 
sion do  the  newspapers  indulge  in  the  inexcusable 
procedure  of  identifying  by  religion,  race  or  na- 
tionality those  who  are  in  difficulty  with  the  law. 

In  4913,  Sigmund  Livingston  wrote  with  ref- 
erence to:  the  program  of  the  Anti-Defamation 
League:  . 


“It  is  not  only  for  our  own  security  and  for  | 
our  own  benefit,  but  the  work  that  we  do  along 
these  lines  will  bless'posterity.  We  may  not  be 
able  to  eradicate  the  prejudice  and  antipathy 
against  the  Jew.  We  cannot  administer  an  antfj 
dote  to  kill  the  poison  which  seems  respoi 
for  the  ill-feeling  against  the  Jew.  We  can,  how  ^ 
ever/assert  our  manhood  whenever  the  goocj 
name  of  the  Jew  is  traduced,  and  thereby 
strengthen  the  character  of  the  Jewish  body  anc| 
receive  the  approval  of  all  men  who  cheris 
equal  rights  for  all.” 

In  1920,  Mr.  Livingston  reported  the  ant! 
Semitic  demonstrations  which  had  occurred  i 
Vienna  in  September  of  1919.  He  reported  likj 
wise  on  the  quantity  of  violently  prejudiced  m;|| 
terial  being  distributed  on  Unter  den  Linden,  f 
Berlin.  He  issued  a call  to  justify  concern  here  ij 
America  for  what  might  be  portended  by  thei 
events  in  foreign  lands.  Mr.  Livingston  said  th 
that  his  warning  was  not  in  tended^m^^ 
against  , the  German  people.  It;  was  ^employ 
solely  to  disclose  that  the  mainspring  sactuatil 
our  enemies  had,  in  .1919,  the  power  to  functfa 
as  dynamically  as  when  its  energy  first  was  loofd 
many  centuries  ago.

Near  the  Tennessee  border  in 
the  quiet  - of  the  North  Georgia 
hill  country,  an  intense,  pimply- 
faced young  man  is  systematically 
planning  the  mass  murder  of  hu- 
man beings  on  a scale  which 
makes  Nazi  Germany  seem  a ha- 
ven for  the  oppressed  by  compari- 
son 

Although  only  22  years  old, 
Jesse  B.  Stoner,  the  Kleagle  for 
the  Ku  Klux  Klan  in  Tennessee, 
is  considered  no  crackpot  by  fel- 
low Klansmen  who  admire  him*  as 
a prodigy  for  his  amazing  feat  of 
■ organizing  the  hooded  order 
throughout  the  State.'  , 

’ Admitting  he  thinks  Hitler  was 
: too  moderate,  Stoner,  with  a quick 
little  laugh,  explains  that  he  and 
his  men  plan  to  be  “more  modern 
about  it,”  using  gas,  electric 
chairs,  shooting,  hanging— “what- 
ever, way  seems  most  appropriate” 
— in  eliminating  all  , Semitic 
peoples  except  Christian  Jews. 
These  he  would  settle  in  another 
land~not  Palestine.  . 

BEGAN  CAREER  IN  1942 

Stoner’s  career  as  a -Klan  hero 
began  in  1942  when  he  was' given 
the  title  of  Kleagle  by  Imperial 
Wizard  James  Colescott,  head  of 
.the  organization  for  the  United 
States,  The  young  man  relates 
that  he  joined  the  Klan  since  it 
seemed  imprudent  during  the  war 
to  associate  himself  with  some  of 
the  other  organizations  whose 
leaders  then  were  being  arrested 
for  sedition. 

Interviewed  at  his  home,  Stoner, 
a pudgy  little  man  with  close- 
cropped  hair  and  red-rimmed  eyes, 
spoke  freely  of  his.  dream  for  a 
new  America,  He  explained  that 
the  Republican  and  Democratic 
‘ parties  were  poor  places  for  a man 
who  is  attempting  to  work  with 
prejudice, 

“Look  what  happened  to  Ham 
Fish  in  New  York,  The  first  thing 
he  knew,  the  leaders  of  both  par- 
ties were  after  bim/?  - ' 


As  a consequence,  Stoner  plans 
to  form  a third  political  party  with 
a nucleus  of  Klansmen  which  will 
deal  with  what  he  calls  racial  and 
religious  problems  in  a wholesale, 
if ^ruthless,  manner.  He  will  ad- 
mit women  because  they  are 
“more  gullible,  easier  to  fool.” 

ESSENCE  OF  NEW  PARTY 

The  essence  of  the  new  party 
will  be  “to  make  being  a Jew  a 
crime,'  punishable  by'  death  ” 

. “We’ll  just  take  them  out  and 
kill  them,”  he  grinned.  “That  may 
sound  a little  extreme  but  other 
countries  have  done  it.”  ■ 

. In  furtherance  of  these  aims, 
Stoner  has  had  a stamp  made 
marked  “Down  with  the  Jews," 
which  he  prints  on  all  letters,  ex- 
cept when  I’m  writing  to  Govern- 
ment officers,  of  course.”  He  also' 
hopes  to  substitute  this  stamp  for 
“sincerely  yours”  in  all  corres- 
pondence by  members  of  his  party. 

The  country  as  it  is  now  is  not 
much  to  Stoner’s  liking.  He  sees 
President  Truman  as  a traitor  to 
the  principles  for  which  he,  Ston- 
er stands.  In  a letter  to  Stetson 
Kennedy,  author  of  a.  soon-to-be- 
published  book  oh  Fascistic  or- 
ganizations entitled  “Southern  Ex- 
posure,” Stoner  went  so1  far  as  to 
write: 

“Congress  should  impe&ch  Pres- 
ident Truman  for  betraying  Amer- 
ica to  the  Jews.”  ' 

HITS  SUPREME  COURT 
He  has  similar  things  to  say. 
about  the  Supreme  Court,  particu- 
larly- Charles  Evans  Hughes, 
whom  he  pictures  in  most  uncom- 
plimentary terms  for  his  attempts 
to  alleviate  racial  tensions/:  The 
Nation’s  sedition  trials*  during  the 
war  also  are  indicative  of  how  the 
country  is  being  run.  Stoner  opin- 
ed. In  -this  connection  he : later 
mentioned  that  his  idea  of  the 
greatest  living  ' American'  is;  Col. 
Eugene  Nelson  Sanctuary,-  ■now' 
under  a double  indictment  for  se- 
dition in  Washington.  ♦ . . 


At  the  moment,  Stoner  is  engag- 
ed in ‘selling  copies  of  “The  Pro 
tocols  of  Zion,”  a bitterly  anti-  , 
Semitic  pamphlet  which  received 
great  currency  in  Europe  through 
the  efforts  of  the  late  Adolph  Hit- 
ler. The  fact  that  he  charges  $2 , 
for  this  brochure  and  has  stamped 
his  favorite  epithet  against  the  * 
Jews  on  the  inside  of  each  enve- 
lope in  which  the  pamphlet  is 
mailed  may  have /laid  him  open 
to  action1  by  the  Department  of 
Justice... 

CHATTANOOGA  COMPLAINS 
In  Chattanooga,  for,  example, 
local  citizens  complained  to  the 
Post  Office  Department  and  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Jus- 
tice Department  in  Washington  in 
May  for  a, decision  on  the  legality 
of  Stoner’s  use  of  the  mails.  • 
Undaunted,  Stoner  soon  will 
have  another  book  available  for 
distribution  which  he 'himself  has 
written,- He  described  it  as  his  ef- 
fort to -disprove' certain  theses  on 
racial  matters  by  reference  to  the 
Bible.  The  book,  to  be  printed  in 
Chattanooga  through  the  auspices 
of  .an  unidentified  Chattanooga 
businessman  who  will  underwrite 
all  costs  of  printing  and  advertis- 
ing, will  sell  for  $3,  Stoner  added. 

The  new  book'  is  an  integral 
part  of  his  new  party,  he  said, 
both  of  which  will  be  pushed  from  . 
an  undercover  office,  As  . far  as 
help  goes,  he  has  recruited  a book- 
keeper and  several  Klansmen  to 
assist  with  advertising  and ‘mail-, 
ing.  Plans. to  run  a candidate  for 
Congress  in  the  Third  Tennessee 
District,  however,  have  been  de- 
ferred until  1948,  he  said.  /

Since  our  last  report  on  this  group  (The  Facts,  May,  1946),  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  Federation  has  intensified  and  extended  its  activities. 


A three-day  conference,  September  6-8,  1946,  comprised  the  first  national 
convention  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  Federation  of  America  held  in  five  years  at  the 
George  Brown  Hall  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  It  attracted  350  persons  coming 
from  ASF  branches  in  Detroit,  Los  Angeles,  Chicago,  Boston,  Oakland,  Birmingham, 
San  Francisco,  Mendota(lll.),  and  Portland  (Ore.).  Speakers  were  Howard  B.  RAND, 
national  commissioner  and  treasurer  of  the  ASF;  Harold  E.  STOUGH,  secretary  of 
the  British  Israel  World  Federation  of  London,  England;  Henry  P.  PORTER,  presi- 
dent of  the  ASF;  Hiss  Nolle  SIMONS,  ASF  field  secretary;  Rev.  E.  J.  SPRINGETT, 
national  commissioner  of  the  British  Israel  World  Federation  of  Canada;  and 
Charles  M.  NEWCOMB  of  Delaware,  Ohio. 

Keynoter  for  the  convention  was  Rand,  who,  besides  being  national  com- 
missioner, is  also  the  editor  of  the  house  organ,  Destiny  magazine.*  In  a 
fluent  and  effective  manner,  Rand  made  repeated  references  to  the  Jews  as  being 
not  of  the  House  of  Israel,  but  of  the  House  of  Judah,  He  dwelt  on  the 
Palestine  situation,  declaring  that  it  was  Britain’s  problem  alone  and  that 
America  should  not  intervene;  that  the  Jews  had  no  claim  to  Palestine  because

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it  belonged  to  rthe  Israelites  who,  according  to  ASF  doctrines,  are  not  Jews; 
that  the  Christian  church  was  at  fault  for  having  accepted  the  notion  that  the 
Jews  do  have  a claim  to  Palestine;  that  the  Jew  is  headed  for  a veil  of  tombs 
because  he  has  rejected -Christ# 

Stough  made  no  references  to  the  Jews  as  such,  but  uttered  several  anti- 
Catholic  remarks  in  his  discussion  of  the  poverty  among  the  Italian  people  which 
he  compared  with  the  wealth  of  the  Italian  church# 

Rev#  Springett  proved  an  eloquent  speaker  in  his  review  of  the  beliefs 
of  ’’British-Israel”.  He  condemned  Communists  and  all  others  who  were  anti* 
Christ.  He  said  the  time  was  soon  coming  when  Christ  would  return  to  lead  his 
legions  in  battle  against  those  who  had  not  accepted  him#  He  stated  that  the 
J9ws  had  no  rights  to  Palestine;  that  as  a result  of  their  present  efforts  to 
make  it  their  homeland,  their  House  would  eventually  crumble  and  fall  upon  them# 

A large  room  was  given  over  to  the  display  of  literature,  most  of  which 
emanated  from  the  presses  of  the  Destiny  Publishers.  100  different  volumes, 
flyers  and  pamphlets  were  on  display.  Many  full  length  books  were  sold,  despite 
high  prices# 

Of  special  interest  was  a free  pamphlet  published  by  the  British  Israel 
Association  of  Greater  Vancouver,  entitled  ’’Comfort  Ye,  Comfort  Ye,  Ny  People, 
Saith  Your  God”,  This  publication  contains  direct  quotes  from  the  ’’Protocols 
of, the  Learned  Elders  of  Zion”, 

A basket  collection  was  made  at  each  session  and  there  were  repeated 
announcements  that  public  meetings  would  be  held  in  the  same  hall  twice  each 
month  during  the  fall  and  winter.  At  the  close  of  the  conference,  Rand  called 
attention  to  the  September  issue  of'  Destiny  magazine  and  an  article  entitled 
’’Crucifying  the  Kingdom”  which  is  definitely  anti-Semitic, 
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/Bible  Research  Library 

The  convention  was  highlighted  by  dedication  services  of  the  Federations 
Bible  Research  Library,  25  Exeter  Street,  Boston,  which  was  opened  on  June  22 
and  has  been  attracting  approximately  50  persons  a week.  Cards  announced  that 
the  library  project  had  been  undertaken  to  acquaint  the  public  with  authorita- 
tive information  regarding  the  people  of  Israel. 

The  library,  quartered  in  space  donated  by  a Mrs.  M.  L.  Drumheller,  is 
simply  but  expensively  furnished  and  represents  an  outlay  of  #4000  collected  by 
the  Federation  through  donations  over  a period  of  five  months.  Issues  of 
Destiny  are  on  display,  as  well,  as  the  National  Forecast  magazine  and  the 
National  Message  magaz ine . 


National  Forecast  Magazine 

The  National  Forecast  magazine  is  among  the  most  widely  circulated  pub- 
lications at  the  Anglo-Saxon  Bible  Research  Library  in  Boston.  It  is  published 
by  National  Forecast  publications,  Post  Office  Box  2,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Charles  0.  Bonham,  D*  D,,  is  editor  of  this  pocket-size  15^  magazine,  which 
describes  itself  as  patriotic,  non-sectarian,  non-political  and  Christian. 
Parallelling  the  orientation  of  Destiny,  it  deals  primarily  with  economic  and 
international  affairs,  and  contains  many  advertisements  for  religious  publica- 
tions, all  of  which  attempt  to  sell  the  Anglo-Saxon  - British  Israel  prophecies 
and  beliefs.

Indicative  of  the  anti-Semitic  content  of  this  publication  is  a leading 
article  which  appeared  in  the  November  6,  1946  issue,  headed  "The  Giant 
Masquerade".  Therein  the  Jews  are  characterized  as  "Pseudo-Jewry,  a section  of 
Jewry  masquerading  as  Israel,  called,  in  terms  of  Bible  language,  'the  synagogue 
of  Satan,  which  say  they  are  Jews  and  are  not'".

Major  Fre^oort 

On  October  10,  1946,  the  ASF  introduced  a new  speaker  in  the  New  England 
area  in  the  person  of  Major  Fred  Foort,  retired  British  Army  officer  from 
Vancouver,  B.  C.  Approximately  400  people  attended  this  meeting. 

Foort’ s theme  was  "British  Israel  Truth",  and  his  remarks  dealt  for  the 
most  part  with  Palestine.  He  claimed  that  the  Balfour  Declaration  was  null  and 
void  because  at  the  time  the  document  was  drawn,  Britain  had  not  yet  conquered 
Palestine  from  the  Turks;  it. could  not  give  away  something  it  did  not  yet  have. 
He  claimed  that  President  Truman  had  refused  to  give  Prime  Minister  Atlee  a 
store  of  atom  bombs  because  Truman  feared  one  of  these  bombs  would  be  dropped 
on  the.  Jews  in  Palestine.  There  was  deep  disapproval  from  the  audience  when 
Major  Foort  stated  that  "some  of  my  best  friends  are  Jewish".  Foort  went  on  to 
say  that  there  were  many  good  God-fearing  Jews  in  the  United  States,  even  though 
they  hadn’t  yet  become  Christians.  His  discussion  included  the  usual  ASF  claim 
that  "the  Jews  are  not  the  chosen  children  of  God  and  not  a pure  race  as  they

claim". 


y/j{ecent  Developments 

In  the  November  1946  elections  Howard  B.  Rand  was  a oondidate  for  the 
office  of  Attorney-General  in  Massachusetts  on  the  Prohibition  Party  ticket.  He 
received  5,766  out  of  1,700,000  votes  cast.  Rand's  vote,  significantly  neglig- 
ible, was  larger  than  other  Prohibition  Party  candidates'. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year  plans  were  announced  to  extend  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Bible  Research  Library  to  arrange  classes  for  young  people,  lectures 
and  round-table  discussions. 

On  January  14th,  1947,  Judge  David  A.  Rose,  of  the  Boston  Jewish  Community 
Council,  in  a special  report  to  the  Americanism  Committee  of  the  Council,  urged 
a probe  by  the  Massachusetts  Attorney  General,  of  the  anti-Catholic  and  anti-\ 
Semitic  activities  and  publicationsoof  the  ASP.  Rand  retaliated  with  paid 
newspaper  advertisements  charging  that  the  Anti-Defamation  League  is  a "Jewish 
Gestapo". 


Conclusion 

Divisive  propaganda  spread  under  the  guise  of  Christianity  is  far  more 
dangerous  than  when  propagated  by  openly  anti-Semitic  rabble-rousers.  An  out- 
standing example  of  pseudo-religious  anti-Semitism,  only  rarely  does  the  ASP 
make  a direct  attack  upon  the  Jews  or  Judaism.  Rather,  it  limits  itself  to 
speeches  and  writings,  virtually  all  of  which  are  subtly  anti-Semitic  and  anti- 
Catholio.  Its  leaders'  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures  is  extensive;  they  exhibit 
an  intense  religious  fanaticism;  maintain  a widely  circulated,  imposing  monthly 
magazine;  are  most  meticulous  in  arraigning  Judaism  and  Catholicism.  All  this, 
coupled  with  a pretended  but  disarming  gentility,  makes  the  Anglo-Saxon  Federa- 
tion a real  force  for  evil.  -

This  group  was  organized  in  Nevy  York  last  month  by  Mrs.  Catherine  P, 

BALDWIN,  who,  prior  to  the  war,  was  active  on  behalf  of  the  Christian  Front  and 
other  similar  movements.  A promoter  of  "Mothers*  groups  of  long-standing, 

Mrs.  Baldwin  was  a leader  of  the  anti-Semitic  United  Mothers  of  America;  was  a 
close  associate  of  Elizabeth  Dilling#  a defendant  in  the  mass  sedition  case; 
was  a leading  figure  at  many  rallies  which  protested  action  against  Father 
Coughlin;  participated  with  her  followers  in  a march  on  Washington  of  "outraged  ^ 
Mothers"  to  protest  and  prevent  the  passage  of  the  military  conscription  bill. 

The  first  public  meeting  of  the  new  group,  attended  by  500  persons,  at 
the  Henry  Hudson  Hotel  in  New  York,  December  2,  1946,  announced  as  the  topic  of 
the  evenings  "What  Next  for  America".  Mrs.  Baldwin  disclosed  the  appointments  ^JM 
of  Marie  LOHLE,  of  Pittsburgh,  as  Vice-President,  Bertha  E.  WEBER  of  Philadelphia  ! 
as  recording  secretary,  Dorothy  T.  FAL33S  of  New  York  as  chairman  of  the  board, 
and  Katherine  R.  PUEGMET  of  Bronxville,  N.  Y.  as  treasurer. 

In  order  to  adequately  appraise  the  meaning  of  this  meeting,  it  is 
necessary  to  review  the  records  of  the  personalities  responsible  for  the 
arrangement  of  the  meeting. 

Mrs.  LOHLE,  a publisher  of  such  anti-Semitic  literature  as  "Made  in 
Germany", "Aid  To  The  Enemy",  etc.,  shared  the  platform  with  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith 
at  his  Pittsburgh  rally  last  August,  and  presided  at  a meeting  in  Smith1 s honor 
in  the  same  city  last  February.  A witness  before  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations  / 
Committee  in  1945,  she  told  the  Committee  that  the  United  Nations  charter  should 
be  rejected  because  it  represented  an  international  conspiracy  to  deliver  the 
United  States  to  the  Bolsheviks.  She  is  also  head  of  thfe  Defenders  of 


George  Washington’s  Principles  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  a pseudo-patriotic 
organization  which  sponsored  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith  meetings  and  distributed 
thousands  of  undemocratic  pamphlets. 

Mrs.  WEBER  was  a frequent  speaker  at  meetings  of  the  National  Legion  of 
Mothers  and  Women  of  America  in  1941,  and  during  the  war  spoke  before  the 
Crusading  Mothers,  all  outspoken  anti-Semitic  and  isolationist  groups}  while 
posing  as  pacifist  associations,  they  actually  were  dominated  by  Coughlinites . 
The  National  Legion  of  Mothers  welcomed  women  members  of  the  German-American 
Bund  to  its  activities  and  boasted  of  its  affiliation  with  the  America  First 
Committee, 

On  the  speakers’  platform  of  the  group's  first  meeting  (12/2/46),  were 
Hamilton  FISH#  former  New  York  Congressman#  and  John  J.  HENIHAN,  pre-war  leader 
of  the  Christian  Front  in  the  Bronx  and  once  assistant  chief  of  sales1  in  the 
East  for  Father  Coughlin’s  Social  Justice, 

HENIHAN,  a 39-year-old  elevator  operatorTvspoke  frequently  for  the 
America  First  Committee  before  the  war  and  addressed  such  un-American  groups  as 
"The  Crusading  Mothers"  and  "Crusaders  of  Social  Justice"  in  Philadelphia  in 
November#  1941.  In  May,  1945,  at  a meeting  of  the  Patriotic  Citizenship 
Association,  a similar  group  in  Brooklyn,  Henihan  said  that  Columbus’  trip  to 
America  had  been  financed  by  the  Spanish  King  and  Queen#  who  were  both  good 
Christian  monarchs  and  that  therefore  this  was  and  should  remain  a Christian 

country;  he  further  called  for  the  immediate  removal  from  public  office  of  any 

! 

official  or  judge  who  had  in  any  way  proclaimed  his  belief  in  the  principle  of 
the  United  Nations*  At  various  protest  rallies#  Henihan  has  been  a vigorous 
supporter  of  Tyler  Kent.  (See  The  Facts  of  June,  1946,  p.  20)  Henihan  was  also 
a warm  defender  of  May  Quinn#  New  York  City  school  teacher,  who  was  sharply 
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reprimanded  by  the  Board  of  Education  for  using  an  anti-Semitic  poem  in  her 
classroom,  last  year.  He  has  repeatedly  urged  that  Franco  be  allowed  a seat  at 
the  United  Nations  table  and  reportedly  plans  to  reyive  the  Christian  Front 
soon, 


* 

The  reoent  meeting  (l/3/47)  was  attended  by  about  400  persons,  including 
Conrad  GRIEB,  who  in  1938  was  assistant  to  Seward  COLLINS,  a large-scale 
distributor  of  Nazi  literature  in  New  York,  Last  June  the  New  York  Supreme 
Court  refused  a corporate  charter  to  the  Grieb-led  Voters'  Alliance  of  Amerioans 
of  German  Ancestry,  a racial  political  bloc. 

The  first  speaker  was  Henihan,  who  stated  that  "Roosevelt  had  the  nation 
celebrate  his  birthday,  but  we  ought  to  celebrate  his  death.  His  family  is 
carrying  out  his  program".  He  vehemently  attacked  Great  Britain  and  accused 
Winston  Churchill  and  his  son  of  conspiring  to  snare  the  United  States  for  their 
selfish  schemes.  Regarding  the  United  Nations,  Henihan  declared  that  America 
is  on  the  d 06 line  j leading  an  anti-Christian  way  of  life  j enslaving  the  world 
by  destroying  Hitler  and  extending  Communism.  He  stated  that  Russia  and  Great 
Britain  used  us  for  what  they  could  get  out  of  us  during  the  war,  and  to  finish 
the  job,  organized  the  United  Nations;  no  city  wanted  the  UN,  but  our  precious 
mayor  invited  them;  we  consider  it  no  honor  to  house  murderers  as  our  guests; 
it  is  a oheap  price  for  Rookefeller  to  donate  eight  million  dollars  if  the  UN 
protects  his  oil  wells  all  over  the  world. 

Henihan  then  closed  with  a sly  innuendo:  "The  same  people  who  crucified/- 
Christ  are  at  work  now;  they  want  no  part  of  the  guilt,  but  will  take  the  gelt". 

The  speakers  after  Henihan  were  former  Senator  Rush  D.  HOLT,  of  West

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Virginia  and  Father  Edward  Lodge  Curran  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 
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CURRAN,  as  far  back  as  the  Spanish  Civil  War,  organized  Franco  victory 
rallies;  as  early  as  October,  1939,  delivered  an  anti-Semitic  address  before  an 
audience  at  the  Nashua  (New  Hampshire)  High  School;  the  same  earlier 4 that  year 
at  meetings  of  the  American  Citizens  Committee  and  the  Defense  of  American 
Constitutional  Rights  in  Brooklyn,  In  1940,  he  was  the  leading  speaker  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Christian  Front  at  the  Hotel  Astor,  For  many  years  prior  to  the 
war,  Curran  was  a writer  for  Social  Justice  and  now  contributes  regularly  to  the 
Gaelio-American,  a publication  whose  editorial  policy  continues  the  racial 
bigotry  promoted  by  Coughlin* s defunct  periodical,  Curran  defended  Tyler  Kent 
and  May  Quinn  at  assemblies;  has  been  denounced  by  many  important  Christian 
leaders,  including  William  Cardinal  O'Connell,  Archbishop  of  Boston, 

Curran  delivered  an  isolationist  address  and  warned  against  closer  ties 
between  Britain  and  the  United  States  and  described  twenty  “undemocratic  actions^ 
*by  the  Soviets",  following  each  with:  "This  was  done  by  Stalin  and  not  by 
Franco". 

John  Roy  Carlson,  author  of  "Under  Cover"  and  "The  Plotters",  was  pointed 
out  to  the  audience  by  a woman  who  spat  at  him;  was  booed  and  hissed  by  the 
audience  and  denounced  by  Mrs.  Catherine  P,  Baldwin.  (Shortly  after  leaving  the 
meeting,  Carlson  was  set  upon  by  three  unidentified  men,  and, severely  beaten), 
Bx-Senatpr  HOLT,  the  next  speaker,  who  attacked  the  New  Peal  and  the  OPA, 
challenged  Carlson  to  a debate,  boastfully  pointing  to  his  own  family's  long 
residence  in  the  United  States  as  compared  to  the  author's  Armenian  birth.  He 
bemoaned  the  fact  that  a great  number  of  aliens  with  unpronounceable  names  were 
settling  in  Hollywood  and  particularly  singled  out  Edward  0*  Robinson,  as  a 
Jewish  actor. 

Known  as  a boy  -wonder  of  the  Senate  when  he  was  elected  to  that  body  in 
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1935,  at  the  age  of  29,  Holt  rapidly  changed  from. a liberal,  who  had  been  backed 
by  progressive  and  labor  elements,  to  a reactionary  whose  activities  annoyed 
even  his  most  conservative  colleagues.  Throughout  most  of  his  Senate  term,  he 
voted  consistently  as  an  isolationist.  Shortly  before  the  war,  he  worked 
closely  with  George  Sylvester  VIERECK,  convicted  Nazi  agent,  and  Senator  Robert 
Rice  REYNOLDS,  leader  of  the  defunct  Nationalist  movement.  Holt  * s book, 
’’Financial  Interests  Behind' the  War-Mongers”,  blaming  ’’international  Jewish 
bankers”  for  inciting  Americans  against  Hitler,  was  hailed  in  Germany.  Holt  was 
a frequent  speaker  at  Christian  Front  meetings  and  was  Keynoter  of  Father 
Coughlin’s  National  Union  for  Social  Justice  in  1936.  He  spoke  with  Gerald  LX 
Smith  at  Cleveland  in  1941. 

Literature  was  distributed  at  the  Brooklyn  meeting:  a pamphlet  flaying 
the  Mann  Act  because  it  is  used  to  crucify  sincere  patriots  for  unfortunate  _ 
escapades  in  wild  moments;  reprints  of  a strong  anti-British  speech  protesting 
the  British  loan,  by  Senator  William  Longer  of  North  Dakota,  America  Firster 
and  warm  friend  of  organized  anti-Semitic  groups;  a diatribe  by  Mrs.  Baldwin 
which  ’’reveals”  that  the  Jews  are  involved  in  a conspiracy  of  unpatriotic 
elements  in  America  and  Great  Britain  to  rule  the  world;  pamphlets  defending 
Tyler  Kent  and  autographed  books  by  Hamilton  Fish, 

Although  the  speakers  refrained  from  overtly  attacking  the  Jew,  they 
left  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  audience  that  their  repeated  innuendoes  were 
aimed  at  Jews. 

The  significance  of  this  affair:  This  meeting  was  the  first  real  attempt, 
in  New  York  City,  since  the  end  of  the  war,  to  organize  into  one  group  all  the 
remnants  of  the  old  Christian  Front,  the  America. First  Committee,  and  other 
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fringe  groups  that  operated  in  the  metropolitan  area  during  the  last  decade. 
Those  who  arranged  the  affair  considered  it  a success,  but  whether  the  organi- 
zation will  measure  their  hopes  remains  to.  be  seen.

Formerly  a clerk  in  the  employ  of  the  Rev*  Walter  A*  Maier*,  Lawrence  P. 
Reilly  founded  the  Lutheran  Research  Society  in  Detroit  early  in  1946*  His 
monthly  publication,  The  Eleventh  Hour,  discontinued  in  June,  1945,  was  resumed 
again  with  the  formation  of  the  Society  in  1946*  (Subscription  rates  15^  per 
copy  or  $1.50  per  year). 


ThyEleventh  Hour 

In  the  columns  of  his  magazine,  Reilly  challenges  German  atrocity  stories 
by  questioning  the  authenticity  of  Allied  accounts  and  photographs  from  German 
prison  camps*  He  suggests  that  ’’some  of  the  dead  we  saw  Tin  photographs!  may 
have  been  the  victims  of  our  bombings  of  civilians".  Reilly  prefaced  this 
article  with  the  observation  that 

"The  reports  [of  atrocitiesj  have  been  so  one-sided  that 
it  behooves  us  as  Christians  to  stop  and  think*  The  stories 
have  no  other  purpose  but  to  make  the  Allies  hate  and  hate  and 
hate  - so  bitterly  that  there  is  no  opportunity  for  a Christian 
peace,  but  only  an  immoral,  godless  slaughter  of  peace  filled 
with  thoughts  of  retaliation,  revenge,  and  ’making  the  damned 
Germans  suffer  like  they  made  us  suffer’." 

This  apologia  for  Nazi  Germany  is  understood  when  projected  against  the 
views  expressed  in  the  magazine  prior  to  V-E  Day,  In  an  article,  signed .by 


* Dr.  Maier  is  a Lutheran  Fundamentalist  minister  in  St*  Louis,  Missouri,  and 
professor  of  Concordia  Seminary*  He  is  a staunch  isolationist  and  anti-Semite. 
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Dr.  Maier,  it  is  declared  that 

"When  Germany’s  defeat  comes,  and  about  90,000,000  people 
who,  despite  Hitlerism,  have  formed  a human  defense  of  the 
Christian  faith  and  a bulwark  against  Communism  are  driven  into 
the  arms  of  Russia,  we  well  may  expect  that  the  land  of  the 
Reformation  will  be  caught  in  the  grips  of  godlessness,  such  as 
its  entire  history  ever  has  witnessed."  (March  1945) 

In  addition  to  reprinting  the  "news  dispatohes"  of  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith’s 

/^Nationalist  News  Service,  a full  page  of  The  Eleventh  Hour  is  devoted  to  a 

• reprint  of  a religious  message  from  Smith’s  The  Cross  and  the  Flagt  Reilly  is 

"well-acquainted"  with  Smith,  of  whom  he  said  in  1945?  "I’m  a great  admirer  of 

his  work.  Mr.  Smith  is  the  most  smeared  man  in  America  today,  but  I know  him 

for  what  he  is  - a fine  Christian  gentleman," 

President  Truman  is  acclaimed  by  Reilly  because 

"We  like  his  getting  rid  of  the  unelected  ’presidents’ 
that  have  surrounded  the  throne  the  past  12  years,  and  hope 
that  he  will  continue  it  with  Sammy  Rosenman,  Morgenthau,  and 
a few  others", 

Shortly  thereafter,  this  praise  was  repeated  in  a crude  anti-Semitic

attack: 

"President  Truman  seems  to  have  kicked  Bernard  Baruch 
in  the  teeth.  Ha  trusts  his  old  Missouri  neighbors  and 
typical  American  politicians  more  than  he  does  the  inter- 
national Jewish  advisors  who  stuck  so  close  to  Hr.  Roosevelt," 

Finally,  on  June  27,  1945,  the  Concordia  Theological  Seminary  in 

St.  Louis,  where  Dr.  Maier  is  professor,  and  from  which  Reilly  graduated  in 

January,  1945,  unequivocally  denounced  the  paper  and  its  publisher.  Dr*  Louis 

J.  Sieck,  the  president  of  the  Seminary,  declared: 

"The  administration  of  Concordia  Seminary  has  no  sym- 
pathy with  the  views,  interests,  or  activities  pf  Gerald  L.K, 

Smith  or  the  views  of  the  Eleventh  Hour.  When  the  first  issue 
of  Reilly’s  publication  appeared,  the  faculty  of  the  seminary 
requested  him  pot  to  publish  any  subsequent  issues," 
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"Reilly  is  not  enrolled  as  a student  of  the  seminary 
and,  therefore,  is  not  under  the  discipline  of  our  institu- 
tion. His  residence  was  terminated  with  his  graduation 
last  January.11 

Dr.  Sieck  amplified  his  statement  by  explaining  that  Reilly  had  been 
living  ’'clandestinely11  in  the  rooms  of  friends  on  the  campus. 


Th/lutheran  Research  Society 

\ Ostensibly,  thg  primary  purpose  of  this  Society  is  to  hold  lecture 
classes  for  small  groups  of  individuals  interested  in  combating  communism.  Its 
first  session  was  held  on  October  23,  1946  at  Reilly's  business  office#  At  this 
meeting,  Reilly  discussed  the  beginnings  of  communism  and  violently  condemned 
the  Roosevelts  and  the  New  Deal#  Similar  sessions  are  held  every  Wednesday 


evening# 

In  addition  to  lecturing,  Reilly  has  been  busily  engaged  in  the  activi- 
ties of  other  organizations.  On  Hay  17,  1946,  he  attended  the  Gerald  L.  K. 
Smith  meeting  held  at  the  Fort  Wayne  Hotel,  Detroit,  Michigan,  sponsored  by  the 
Christian  Veterans  Intelligence  Bureau.  Thereafter,  Reilly  and  Larry  Asman 
(See  The  Facts,  Hay,  1946,  pp.  23,  24),  collaborated  in  the  promotion  of  small 
informal  gatherings.  During  August  of  1946,  Reilly,  as  one  of  its  officers, 
addressed  the  National  Youth  Convention,  called  by  Kenneth  Goff  and  sponsored 
by  ^Gerald  L.  K#  Smith.  At  about  that  time,  Reilly  also  spoke  at  a Smith  meet- 
ing in  Denver,  Colorado#  In  the  October,  1946  issue  of  The  Gross  and  the  Flag, 
Don  Lohbeck,  a lieutenant  of  Gerald  L#  K.  Smith,  announced  that  Reilly  was  a 
member  of  the  Nationalist  League  Central  Committee. 
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Conolusion 

Although  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  anti-Semitism  on  the  part  of  the 
Lutheran  Research  Society,  in  view  of  Reilly's  associations  and  writings,  his 
organization's  bona  fide  character  are  open  to  question.  It  may  well  be  that 
the  primary  reason  for  the  formation  of  the  Society  is  not  merely  to  combat 
communism.  Its  activities  are  really  a one-man  operation.

During  the  war,  this  former  radio  commentator  was  reduced  to  obscurity. 
Recently,  however,  he  has  been  attempting  to  make  a come-back  in  the  anti-Jewish 
world  by  becoming  an  active  orator  in  Los  Angeles  at  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith  meetings, 
Ham  and  Egg  meetings,  and  Anglo-Saxon  Federation  meetings,  as  well  as  by  organ- 
izing his  own  group  known  as  USAmerioans,  in  January  1946, 

During  1945,  his  anti-Semitic  speeches  were  marked  by  name-oalling, 
distortions  and  pretensions  to  patriotisms  on  July  22nd,  1945,  at  an  Anglo- 
Saxon  Federation  meeting,  he  displayed  his  thinking  by  speaking  on  the  subject 
of  "Jewish  lust,  perversion,  Jewish  lesbianism,  and  Communism"  and  their  effects 
upon  our  youth.  On  December  16,  1945,  at  a Ham  and  Egg  meeting,  he  stated, 

"I  have  nothing  against  the  Jews  — I am  not  anti-Semitic,  but  will  fight  anyone 
who  is  un-American.  Maybe,  if  you  call  yourself  "gefuelte  fish  and  eggs"  you 
won't  meet  so  much  opposition". 

The  first  meeting  of  his  USAmerioans  was  held  on  January  28,  1946  in 
Convention  Hall,  Los  Angeles,  at  which  time  500  persons  were  in  attendance, 
including  Meade  McClanahan  (a  former  Los  Angeles  city  counoilman  and  an  active 
supporter  of  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith.  In  Maroh,  1946,  he  was  recalled  from  office.), 
Rev.  Roy  Gillespie,  (an  army  ohaplain  in  Glendale,  California)  and  Rev,  Roy  D. 
Parsons,  who  opened  the  meeting.  On  this  occasion,  Phelps  referred  to  the 
Anti-Defamation  League  as  "Liars  on  the  Loose"  and  identified  Judaism  and 
Communism  as  synonymous}  called  for  a reinstatement  of  Upton  Close  on  the  radio 
networks j and  read  a letter  from  ex-Senator  Robert  R.  Reynolds,  who  congratu- 
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lated  him  on  the  founding  oft  his  new  organization* 
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At  following  meetings  in  March  and  April,  1946,  Phelps  continued  his 
attacks  on  the  Anti-Defamation  League,  his  Jew-baiting,  and  his  praises  for 
Gerald  L.  K.  Smith  and  Robert  R.  Reynolds.  On  April  15,  1946,  the  Mobilization 
for  Democracy  demanded  an  investigation  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  by  Attfy  GenU 
Robert  W#  Kenny  of  California,  and  included  Phelps  in  the  list  of  those  affili- 
ated with  the  KKK#  Retaliating  at  the  April  22nd  meeting  of  USAmericans,  Phelps 
attacked  both  the  Mobilization  for  Democracy  and  Att'y  Genfl  Kenny,  charging 
that  Kenny  was  affiliated  with  the  Jew-Communist sM  and  was  catering  to  minority 
groups  for  his  gubernatorial  campaign*  At  this  meeting,  too,  he  argued  against 
the.U.  S.  loan  to  Great  Britain  and  distributed  a mimeographed  letter  he  had 
sent  to  Senators  and  Congressmen  who  opposed  the  loan. 

On  May  3,  1946,  Phelps  sent  out  postal  cards  to  the  membership  of 
USAmericans,  advising  that  lack  of  sufficient  funds  and  pressing  personal 
matters  made  it  necessary  to  discontinue  regular  meetings.  Thereafter,  Phelps 
confined  himself  to  written  propaganda:  had  10,000  reprints  made  of  his 
pamphlet  "The  Filth  Column  of  Hollywood",  originally  published  in  1941,  contain- 
ing "proof  that  the  Russian  born  Jews  in  Hollywood  have  ignored  all  rules  of 
human  decency".  Hot  long  ago  he  announced  a new  book,  similar  to  the  pamphlet 
and  incorporating  an  "expose"  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League;  to  be  published  in 
the  near  future. 

In  December,  1946,  Phelps  sent  a letter  to  his  members  headed,  "Are  the 
Zionists  Brewing  World  War  III?".  In  it  he  charged  that  the  Zionists  are  pre- 
paring a third  world  war;  are  out  "to  destroy  our  protective  immigration  laws... 
to  further  their  dangerous  anti-American,  anti-Christian  ideologies";  the  DP*s 
in  Europe  are  a danger  to  America  and  contrast  with  the  "true  displaced  people 
of  the  world,  our  own  American  Veterans  and  their  wives  and  children".

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Conclusion 

0.  Allison  Phelps  is  a frustrated  failure  who  seeks  satisfaction  and 
notoriety  in  anti-Semitic  antics.  Blaming  his  lack  of  sucoess  in  Hollywood  on 
’’Jews",  he  launched  a new  "career1'  as  a professional  hate-monger.  Today  he  has 
gone  the  whole  way,  indulging  in  the  uniform  practice  of  the  most  rabid  anti- 
Semites  attaok  Zionism  and  link  it  with  different  nefarious  world  schemes.

Among  the  numerous  political  parties  in  Canada  which  have  advocated  a 
new  monetary  system  to  combat  the  alleged  power  of  the  "international  bankers", 
the  Social  Credit  Movement  is  marked  by  a curious  political  alliance  between 
fundamentalists  in  the  north  and  dissident  elements  among  the  French  Canadians 
of  the  Province  of  Quebec, 

The  history  of  Social  Credit  shows  that  it  always  has  had  overtones  of 
anti-Semitism#  Its  founder,  Major  C,  H,  Douglas,  in  one  of  his  early  tracts, 
(1922)  "The  Control  and  Distribution  of  Production",  wrote  that  he  was  impressed 
with  the  "curiously  circumstantial  evidence"  which,  to  his  thinking,  seemed  to 
confirm  the  authenticity  of  the  "Protocols",  Years  later,  in  1934,  when  the 
forged  character  of  the  documents  had  been  established  beyond  question,  Major 
Douglas  wrote  in  Sooial  Credit,  the  official  party  organ,  that  the  "authenticity 
of  the  document  is  of  little  importance;  what  is  interesting  about  it  is  the 
fidelity  with  the  methods  by  which  such  enslavement  !of  the  world  by  the  Jews! 
might  be  brought  about,,, and  which  can  be  seen  reflected  in  the  facts  of  every- 
day experience",  (This  was  also  the  position  taken  by  Lt*  Col,  Ulrich 
Fleischhauer,  the  Nazi  "expert"  on  the  "Protocols",  at  the  famous  "Berne  Trial",) 
The  principal  symbol  of  Social  Credit  is  the  cross  and  circle;  members 
form  it  with  their  hands  at  public  meetings, 


\ 
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One  of  the  Social  Credit  members  in  Parliament,  Norman  JAQUES,  from  ' 
northern  Alberta,  is  an  active,  vocal,  explicit  anti-Semite,  Last  May  17th, 
Jaques  addressed  a meeting  arranged  by  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith  and  held  under  the 
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auspices  of  the  Christians  Veterans  Intelligence  Bureau  in  Detroit,  The  address 

was  "so  enthusiastically  received"  that  Smith's  The  Cross  and  the  Flag  "decided 

to  run  it  in  full  in  two  installments".  It  is  noteworthy  how  Jaques,  as  usual, 

played  upon  the  word  "communism"  and  how  he  connected  it  with  Jew;  how  he 

insinuated  that  because  Harold  Laski  is  an  international  figure,  he  is,  there** 

fore,  a Jew;  how  he  emphasized  that  Fred  Rose,  a Labor-Progressive  member  of 

the  Canadian  House  of  Commons  from  Montreal  "is  neither  French  nor  English  - 

he  hails  from  Russian  Poland,  where  he  was  born  with  a somewhat  different  name". 

Significantly  enough,  the  second  installment's  sub-title  was  "the  Lehman, 

Morgenthau,  Kuhn-Loeb  clique  - Lest  We  Forget  - Zionism  and  the  Soviet  - Truth 

and  Freedom  Indivisible  - Zionism  and  the  UHO". 

As  an  outgrowth  of  this  meeting,  an  organization  was  formed  in  St,  Louis 

by  Lorence  Asman  (see  The  Facts  May,  1946,  p,  23),  under  the  guidance  of  Gerald 

L,  K*  Smith,  and  known  as  the  Western  Hemisphere  Committee  Against  Communism, 

Its  first  meeting,  held  on  June  28th,  1946,  in  St,  Louis,  was  also  addressed  by 

Jaques,  and  other  speakers,  including  Jeremiah  Stokes,  the  leader  of  the 

"Pro-American  Vigilantes"  and  Maximilian  St,  George,  the  attorney  for  Joe 

McWilliams  in  the  Washington  sedition  trial.  The  topic  of  Jaques'  discourse 

was  "The  Red  Plot  to  Destroy  Christian  Civilization",  He  ascribed  "all  the 

terrible  convulsions  and  upheavals  in  the  world"  to  "aliens";  and  he  pointed 

to  the  "sinister  motives"  of  the  U,  S,  Atomic  Energy  Commission  as  evidenced 

by  the  chairmanship  of  Barnard  Baruch;  and  concluded  regarding  the  Jew  that  he' 

",..must  earn  his  own  salvation  - he  must  work  for  his  living. 

Hence  his  fanatical  belief  in  the  policy  of  full  employment. 

The  fact  that  a power  age  could  largely  displace  human  labor, 
and  that  therefore  full  employment  is  not  a reasonable  policy, 
does  not  affect  the  Jew  since  it  agrees  with  his  religious 
faith,  The  Christian,  on  the  contrary,  denies  his  faith  when 
he  applies  it  to  the  economic  plane  and,  by  supporting  the

policy  of  full  employment,  adopts  that  of  the  Jew,  and 
submits  himself  to  the  servitude  which  it  entails.  By  so 
doing  he  denies  his  Christian  heritage  of  freedom,  and 
violates  at  once  his  reason  and  faith." 


The  audience  of  about  500,  among  whom  were  Ellis  Jones  and  Elisabeth 
Billing,  warmly  applauded  Jaques. 

Following  this  appearance,  Jaques  was  featured  speaker  at  another  anti- 
Semitic  meeting  in  Chicago  on  July  29,  1946,  at  which  the  chairman  was  Frederick 
Kister.  (See  The  Facts  of  May,  1946,  p.  22)  After  that,  he  was  elevated  to  the 
position  of  keynoter  at  the  G.L.K.  Smith  Nationalist  Convention  in  Los  Angeles 
on  Deoember  10th,  On  his  way  back  to  Canada,  he  stopped  in  Portland,  Oregon, 
and  addressed  on  Deoember  15,  1946,  a meeting  of  the  Neighbors  of  Woodcraft 
Hall,  chaired  by  the  well-known  anti-Semite,  H.  L.  Beach. 

Jaques,  who  had  been  praised  by  Smith  as  an  "outstanding  Crusader  against 
internationalism,  communism  and  Zionism"  and  a "world-famed  Christian  nation- 
alist", has  spread  volumes  of  anti-Semitic  material  upon  the  records  of  the 
Canadian  Parliament's  deliberations. 

Although  the  Social  Credit  Movement  has  been  asked  by  the  leaders  of 
Canadian  Jewry  on  numerous  occasions  to  repudiate  Jaques,  officials  of  Social 
Credit  of  Alberta  have  thus  far  declined  to  dissociate  themselves  from  this 
rabble-rouser.  Jaques  always  refers  to  "Jewish  international  bankers"}  the 
other  leaders  of  Social  Credit  say  "international  bankers".  Implicit  in  the' 
Sooial  Credit  ideology  is  the  distinction  between  "productive  capital"  and 
"predatory  capital",  or,  in  other  words,  "gentile"  and  "Jewish"  capital.  • 

Vers  Domain,  the  offioial  French-language  organ  of  the  movement  has 
referred  to  the  Nuremberg  trials  as  "a  brutal  form  of  Jewish  revenge",  and  has 
argued  that  the  Allies  should  not  "starve  the  Aryan  people  of  Germany".  Copies 
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, of  this  paper,  whioh  has  been  published  for  about  a year  in  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  are  not  available  on  newsstands;  2 years  subscription  is  $2*00, 
Indicative  of  the  paper's  persistently  anti-Semitic  policy  is  the  serial  publi< 
cation  of  the  fabricated  "Protocols  of  the  Learned  Elders  of  Zion". 

In  the  Canadian  Federal  elections  of  1945,  neither  the  Social  Credit 
Party  nor  the  ideologically  cognate  Bloc  Populaire  succeeded  in  eleoting  any 
candidates  in  the  Frovinoe  of  Quebec.  But  leaders  of  both  parties  noted  that 
the  combined  vote  of  their  nominees  was  sufficient  in  some  districts  to  elect 
one  or  more  members  of  Parliament,  When  a by-election  was  scheduled  this  summer, 
neither  of  the  two  groups  proposed  candidates,  but  elements  from  both  parties 
supported  the  nominee  of  a new  movement,  the  Union  des  Electeurs.  The  nominee 
of  the  new  "movement",  Raymond  Caouette,  won  the  election,  and,  once  in 
Parliament,  quickly  announced  that  he  would  vote  with  his  Social  Credit  col- 
leagues from  Alberta. 
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Conclusion 

Norman  Jaques  is  an  alien,  who,  during  his  frequent  visits  to  the  U.  Si

New  impetus  was  given  the  fight  against  anti- 
Semitism  maintained  by  the  Anti-Defamation 
League  of  B’nai  B’rith  and  the  American  Jewish 
Committee  as  a result  of  the  First  National  Con- 
ference of  the  Joint  Defense  Appeal  held  last 
month  in  St.  Louis. 

Playing  a prominent  role  in  the  important  de- 
cisions reached  by  the  conference,  was  the  large 
contingent  of  B’nai  B’rith  leaders  led  by  Henry 
Monsky,  president  of  B’nai  B’rith,  and  Justice 
Meier  Steinbrink,  ADL  national  chairman.  More 
than  350  B’nai  B’rith  members  representing  lodges 
and  communities  from  all  sections  of  the  country, 
participated  in  the  discussions. 

The  three  day  event  attracted  in  all  more  than 
1,000  Jewish  communal  leaders  who  joined  with 
prominent  B’nai  B’rith  members  in  a thorough 
survey  of  the  anti-Semitic  problem  in  the  United 
States.  Mr.  Monsky  and  Justice  Steinbrink  ex- 
pressed high  satisfaction  with  the  steps  taken  to 


strengthel®  Joint  Defense  Appeal  as  the  fund- 
raising bo&y^E  the  ADL  and  the  AJC. 

Taking  their  cues  from  the  message  on  the  huge 
banner  that  lined  the  conference  hall,  “Fighting 
Anti-Semitism-A  Primary  Obligation  of  Amer- 
ican Jewry,”  the  community  leaders  voted  four 
major  decisions:  £» 

1- A  resolution  was  unanimously  passed  calling 
on  the  Joint  Defense  Appeal  to  conduct  a $6,000,- 
000  nation-wide  campaign  to1  finance  the  1947 
defense  program  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League 
of  B’nai  B’rith  and  the  American  Jewish  Com- 
mittee. 

2- The  community  leaders  assembled  agreed 
that  the  “rightful  share”  of  communities  outside 
of  New  York  and  Chicago  was  $3,000,000  of  the 
national  goal. 

3- A  National  Council  was  created  to  strengthen 
the  fund-raising  structure  of  the  Joint  Defense 
Appeal  and  to  provide  the  machinery  for  enlisting 
new  leadership  throughout  the  country  in  behalf 
of  the  national  campaign. 

4- Donald  Oberdorfer,  of  Atlanta  was  elected 
chairman  of  the  JDA  National  Council.

However,  its  pub- 
lisher Tom  Finan,  Jr.,  an  employee  of  the  Knights 
of  Columbus,  stacks  the  cards  against  the  Jews  in 
his  articles  by  omitting  Christian  names  in  his 
pieces  listing  “Communists.”  The  initial  issue 
t (July,  1946)  sold  out  its  first  press  run  of  50,000 
* and  additional  thousands  were  distributed  free 
in  frijnt  of  some  St.  Louis  Catholic  churches,  al- 
though Finan  was  refused  diocesan  permission  for 
circulating  his  magazine. 

THE  INDEPENDENT  WRITER,  a muck- 
raking sheet  professing  to  be  a writers’  journal, 
depends  for  articles  chiefly  on  Jack  Woodford, 
a disgruntled  Hollywood  journalist  who  vigor- 
ously defends  his  concept  of  “Jewtocracy  - the 
World’s  Greatest  Menace.”

Caesar  Songbooks  in 
Chicago  School  System 

Following  the  visit  of  Irving  Caesar  and  the 
presentation  of  his  “Songs  of  Friendship,”  the 
Chicago  Metropolitan  Office  of  ADL,  directed  by 
Milton  A.  Senn,  has  outlined  a book  placement 
project  for  all  B’nai  B’rith  lodges  and  auxiliaries 
in  the  city. 


Chicago’s  430  schools  have 
been  divided  into  groups  and  as- 
signed to  B.B.  units,  which  will 
furnish  the  goodwill  song  books 
to  the  schools  for  use  in  music 
classes.  Approval  of  the  project 
has  been  given  by  Miss  Helen 
Howe,  director  of  music  for  the  Chicago  Board 
of  Education. 


The  project  has  been  presented  to  15  B.B. 
groups  and  more  than  3,000  books  have  been  un- 
derwritten for  presentation  to  Chicago  schools. 
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A forthright  “Ten  Commandments  for  Our 
\ Business,”  which  echoes  the  principles  fostered 
by  the  League’s  Civic  Service  Department,  is  being 
widely  distributed  to  business  and  professional 
leaders,  according  to  Abel  E.  Berland,  director 
of  the  department. 

The  credo  is  the  personal  phi- 
losophy of  Charles  Luckman, 
brilliant  and  progressive  presi- 
dent of  Lever  Brothers  Company. 
In  1946,  the  Junior  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  United  States 
named  Mr.  Luckman  one  of  the 
ten  outstanding  young  men  of 
the  previous  year. 

A graduate  architect,  Mr.  Luckman’s  me- 
teoric business  career  began  when  he  went  to 
work  for  the  Colgate-Palmolive-Peet  Co.  in  1931. 
His  sales  ability  and  vision  propelled  him  to  the 
top  when  he  subsequently  joined  the  Pepsodent 
Co.

Seventh:  Let  us  plan  with  faith  and  courage 
for  our  children.  In  truth,  they  cannot  be  the  ■ f 
hope  of  mankind,  except  as  we  lay  a firm  founda-  !

Eighth:  Let  us  faithfully  follow  in  the  paths  of  - 
our  founding  fathers  who,  uniting  their  own  dif-  1 
ferences,  gave  democracy  to  our  land  in  the  days 
of  its  youth.

‘The  appalling  economic  chaos  of  Europe  has 
provided  a fertile  soil  for  the  revival  of  group 
hatreds."  This  is  the  warning  of  the  noted  English 
clergyman  and  writer,  Dr.  James  W.  Parkes,  who 
has  accepted  many  American  speaking  engage- 
ments under  auspices  of  the  Anti-Defamation 
League. 

The  British  scholar  added  that  the  renascence 
of  hatred  in  Europe  places  an  enormous  respon- 
sibility on  American  Jews  and  Gentiles  who  must 
fight  determinedly  against  the  growth  of  religious 
prejudice. 

The  churchman,  whose  books  on  the  early  his- 
torical development  of  Judeo-Christian  relations 
are  standard  works  in  their  field,  is  devoting  his 
lectures  to  ways  of  overcoming  anti-Semitism,  re- 
ligious and  political. 

Parkes’  books  and  articles  so  enraged  the  Nazis 
that  the  official  German  organization  for  the 
spread  of  mti-$mkim~Des  Antisemitische  Welt- 
dienst- tried  to  murder  the  clergyman  during  his 
stay  in  Geneva  in  1935.  A forthcoming  book  by 
Parkes  will  bring  the  history  of  anti-Semitism  up 
to  date.

* Beechhurst  Press.  This  book  is  a popular  version 
of  the  “History  of  Bigotry  in  the  U.  S ”,  by  Gust- 
avus  Meyers,  and  describes  the  psychology  of  prej- 
udice and  cultural  pluralism.  The  author  ad- 
vances the  theme  that  although  religion  was  first 
used  as  a diverse  force,  the  emergence  of  scientific 
thought  was  accompanied  by  the  development  of 
racism.  Dr.  Tennenbaum  highlights  present  njani- 
festations  of  prejudice  evidenced  by  discrimina- 
tion in  employment,  the  quota  system  in  colleges, 
and  the  hate  movements  in  southern  states. 

22  CELLS  IN  NUREMBERG,  by  Dr.  Doug- 
las M.  Kelley,  to  be  released  by  Greenberg  Pub- 
lishers. The  psychiatrist  to  the  Nuremberg  pris- 
oners presents  a non-technical  psychiatric  profile 
of  each  of  the  condemned  Nazis.  His  thesis  is 
“that  Nazism  was  a socio-cultural  disease  which, 
while  it  had  been  epidemic  only  among  our  en- 
emies, was  endemic  in  all  parts  of  the  world  . . . 
sometime  in  the  future,  it  might  become  epidemic 
in  my  own  nation.'* 

He  maintains  that  all  the  accused,  with  the 
exception  of  Rudolph  Hess,  were  non-psychotic. 
None  would  have  been  institutionalized  in  our 
society,  yet  all  were  unable  to  abide  by  the  accep- 
ted code  of  ethics,  honesty  and  loyalty.  They  sac- 
rificed the  last  shreds  of  integrity  and  convictions 
in  their  degraded  services  to  the  Third  Reich. 

THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  CIVIL 
RIGHTS,  by  Milton  R.  Konvitz,  Columbia  Uni- 
versity Press;  This  book  is  a well-written,  care- 
fully documented  study  of  the  constitutional  pro- 
tection of  civil  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities 
of  American  citizens. 

Appealing  to  the  ideals  of  democracy  founded 
on  principles  of  freedom  and  equality,  Mr.  Kon- 
vitz points  out  the  need  for  congressional  legisla- 
tion and  Supreme  Court  decisions  which  are  based 
not  on  state's  rights  but  rather  on  human  rights 
and  the  rights  of  citizens  in  a free  community.

A JEW'S  BED  FOR  BILBO! 

Senator  Bilbo,  who  is  in  Touro  Infirmary  at 
New  Orleans,  has  a little  object  lesson  in  racial 
and  religious  tolerance  no  farther  from  his  nose 
than  the  four  walls  of  the  institution  which  is  serv- 
ing him. 

The  Senator,  who  replied  to  a Jewish  letter- 
writer  with  the  salutation  “My  dear  kike,”  and 
who  has  practically  called  for  pogroms  in  the 
United  States  (“Jewish  and  Negro  minorities  are 
trying  to  destroy  our  freedom  and  the  American 
way  of  life”)  at  Touro  Infirmary  is  the  beneficiary 
of  a Jew. 

Judah  Touro  gave  of  his  wealth,  and  of  the 
greatness  of  his  spirit,  to  found  this  hospital  106 
years  ago.  He  was  the  son  of  a rabbi  and  a man 
of  culture.  Though  the  hospital  that  bears  his 
name  is  under  Jewish  management,  its  work  is 
non-sectarian.  Its  mercy,  like  the  mercy  of  Judah 
Touro,  knows  no  Jew  and  no  Gentile,  but  only 
mankind. 

Senator  Bilbo  might  ponder  this  as  he  lies  abed 
in  long-dead  Judah  Touro's  hospital.  He  might 
be  grateful  that  Judah  Touro  was  not  the  bigot 
Theodore  Bilbo  is.  For  if  he  had  been,  Theodore 
Bilbo  would  not  at  this  moment  be  receiving  the 
services  of  one  of  the  finest  medical  institutions , 
in  the  South.  He  would,  instead,  be  excluded  as 
a hated  Gentile. 

Let  him  look  about  him  and  see  in  the  memorial 
of  a man  who  was  too  big  for  racial  hatred  the 
most  eloquent  rebuke  to  the  hate-monger.

Marching  Through  Georgia 

The  dramatic  incidents  which  have  recently  Great  throng

Approximately  eighty  years  ago,  the  spirit  of 
emancipation  from  serfdom  made  itself  felt  in  a 
“March  Through  Georgia,”  which  was  drama- 
tized in  a martial  melody  which  has  retained  its 
popularity  down  to  the  present  day.  There  are 
many  who  believe  that  contemporary  events  re- 
veal the  progress  of  a different  spirit  “Marching 
Through  Georgia”  as  of  today.  It  would  be  a 
serious  mistake,  however,  to  reach  the  conclusion 
that  liberalism  and  decency  have  surrendefeefto 
ihtolerance  and  dark  reaction.  ^ 

Many  factors  not  superficially  perceptible  enter 
into  the  unusual  situation  which  has  developed. 
There  are  those  who  argue  that  the  hostility  of 
great  corporations  to  certain  legal  aefins  initiated 
by  former  Governor  Arnall  have  Invested  in- 
terests to  promote  the  claims  of  Herman  Tal- 
mage.  Some  even  indicate  the  belief  that  in  the 
event  that  'Talmage  is  legally  inducted  as  gov- 
ernor, the  State  of  Georgia  will  withdraw  its  suits.

The  Georgia  situation  has  been  complicated  in 
the  public  mind  by  the  truculence  of  such  organ- 
izations as  the  Columbians  and  the  Ku  Rlux  Klan. 


Great  throngs  of  university  students,  large  num- 
bers of  religious  leaders,  and  leaders  of  organized 
labor  have  been  extremely  active  in  condemning 
the  pretensions  of  Herman  Talmage.  Students 
have  burned  him  in  effigy.  The  press  has  quite 
generally  condemned  as  an  unwarranted  usur- 
pation of  power,  his  seizure  of  the  gubernatorial 
office.  Public  pressure  is  being  exerted  from  all 
parts  of  the  State. 

The  courageous  former  Governor,  Ellis  Arnall, 
makes  it  unmistakably  clear  in  his  public  state- 
ments that  this  political  imbroglio  is  important 
far  beyond  the  State  of  Georgia.  Arnall  asserts 
that  miless  the  people  are  vigilant  in  respect  to 
then  liberties,  a similar  state  of  affairs  may  arise 
elsewhere.  Governor  Arnall’s  position  is  made 
unmistakably  clear  in  his  important  book  “The 
Shore  Dimly  Seen.”  In  this  he  gives  considerable 
attention  to  the  methods  for  dealing  with  hate 
organizations  which  he  claims  may  be  eliminated 
only  by  the  eradication  of  those  conditions  which 
give  birth  and  nourishment  to  hate  and  intol- 
erance. 

Truly,  there  may  be  reason  for  some  to  believe 
that  the  current  “March  Through  Georgia”  is 
indicative  of  a partial  triumph  of  the  forces  of 
darkness,  of  those  who  would  retard  or  destroy, 
the  political  progress  which  has  resulted  from  the 
sacrifices  of  far-seeing  men  over  many  generations. 
From  the  others,  however,  more  discerning,  there 
comes  a different  appraisal:  spiritual  strength  and 
optimism  derived  from  the  manifold  manifesta-

by  a mysterious  network  organization  with  vast  funds  and  agents  Available 
to  follow  cases  anywhere.

It  is  high  time,  therefore,  to  reved  this  organization  and  its  money-raising 
ad  money-spending  activities.  It  is  time  to  discover  its  place  in  American 
life  and  its  part  in  Jewish  world  community  trends,  If  some  sinister  force 
is  using  the  tremendous  potentialities  of  this  richly-financed  staff,  its  own ^ 
officials  and  representatives  ought  to  be  coded  to  account,  and  its  supporters 
ought  to  know  such  facts.

WHAT  IS  THE  “ANTI-DEFAMATION” 
LEAGUE? 


What  is  the  Anti-Defamation  League?  Who  is  it?  What  does  it  do? 
these  questions  ate  heard  with  increasing  frequency. 

The  full  name  of  the  group  is  "Anti-Defamation  League  of  B’nai 
B’tith.”  To  start  at  the  end  first,  B’nai  B’rith  (Hebrew  for  "Children  of 
the  Covenant”)  is  the  oldest  and  largest  American  fraternal  lodge  for  Jews 
only.  It  was  founded  in  1843,  called  "purely  an  American  institution," 
although  it  has  branches  in  many  countries.  ("B’nai  B’rith  represents 
Jewry  throughout  the  world”— B’nai  B’rith  Magazine,  July,  1937,  page  352, 
quoting  Ludwig  Lewisohn.)  Many  B'nai  B’rith  lodges  sponsor  forums  or 
other  active  discussion  groups  on  the  problems  of  the  day  and  cultural 
matters.  B’nai  B’rith  claims  to  have,  during  its  century  of  history  (for  the 
most  part),  resisted  attempts  from  within  and  without  to  drag  it  into 
partisan  politics  and  international  controversial  questions  such  as  Zionism. 
But  it  has,  at  times,  been  flavored  with  strong  partisanship.  Leanings  in  its 
lodges  were  recently  frankly  interventionist  and  New  Deal, 

An  organization  of  similar  name  and  purpose  to  the  Anti-Defamation 
league  of  B’nai  B’rith  existed  in  Germany  and  border  European  countries 
during  the  years  following  the  First  World  War.  Its  stated  purpose  was 
8)  stop  and  prevent  the  growth  of  anti-Jewish  feeling  among  the  defeated 
German  people,  who  tended  to  look  for  a scape-goat  for  their  humiliation, 
and  resented  the  activities  of  citizens  of  Jewish  name  and  connections 
during  these  hard  years.  Its  methods  were  such  that  it  probably  aggra- 
vated, instead  of  discouraged,  ill-feeling.  Some  who  are  now  American 
citizens  (refugees  from  Hitler)  say  that  for  this  reason  they  parted  from 
the  Anti-Defamation  League  of  this  period  in  Germany  and  Alsace- 
Lorraine.  They  report  having  suffered  a degree  of  reprisal  for  their 
independent  judgment. 

The  Anti-Defamation  League  of  the  B’nai  B’rith  was  organized  in  1913 
in  Chicago.  Its  heavily  staffed  national  headquarters  there  knits  together 
fifteen  branches  in  large  cities.  I do  not  have  accurate  information  as  to 
the  number  of  its  executives,  clerks,  attorneys  and  informers.  One  spokes- 
man said  "Two  hundred."  This  would  mean  a pro  rata  budget  of  $25,000 
for  each  employee.  However,  according  to  the  appeal  of  the  national 
chairman  for  the  1945  Joint  Defense  Appeal  Campaign  for  Four  Million 
Dollars  for  the  American  Jewish  Committee  and  the  Anti-Defamation 
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League  of  B’nai  B’rith,  (commented  on  in  Closer-Ups  Volume  I,  Number 
6,  August  27, 1945)  “the  Community  Service  Division  consists  of  a 
central  staff,  150  public  relations  committees  in  as  many  cities,  14  (now 
15)  regional  offices  and  2,000  key  men  in  1,000  cities.” 

The  ADL  is  said  to  receive  a regular  budget  from  the  B’nai  B’rith 
lodges.  It  augments  this  with  campaigns  that  raise  millions  of  dollars 
through  public  and  private  subscription.  These  fund-raising  campaigns 
are  conducted  with  great  vigor  and  professional  drive,  aided  by  a degree 
of  hysteria  created  by  picturing  some  fearful  invisible  force  rising  to- 
terrorize  Jews  in  the  United  States.  The  campaign  literature  shows  pictures 
of  lynchings  (although  no  American  Jew  has  been  lynched,  to  my 
knowledge.  Lynchings  of  negroes  are  rare  and  fortunately  growing  rarer). 
The  Nazi  swastika  is  repeatedly  shown  on  page  after  page  of  literature, 
the  implication  being  that  millions  of  non-Jewish  Americans  are  trans- 
planted Nazis,  or  in  league  with  that  evil  movement 

The  results  are  tremendous.  The  League  repotted  raising  $4,000,000  in 
1946.  Its  goal  for  1947  is  $5,000,000. 

Founder  of  the  League  in  1913  was  Sigmund  Livingston,  who  also 
served  as  perennial  chairman  till  last  October  when  he  was  succeeded  by 
Meyer  Steinbrink  of  Brooklyn,  a member  of  the  New  York  State  Supreme 
Court  In  honor  of  the  retiring  chairman  ten  fellowships  were  established 
to  provide  annual  awards  in  colleges  and  universities  for  winners  in  essays 
on  the  study  of  group  prejudice. 

Richard  B.  Gutstadt  is  the  guiding  genius  behind  the  legal  and  investi- 
gative staff. 

But  the  power  behind  the  secret  organization  is  Henry  Monsky,  Omaha, 
Neb.,  attorney,  head  of  B’nai  B’rith  since  1938.  Monsky  is  active  in  a wide 
range  of  welfare  and  educational  organizations,  both  Jewish  and  Gentile. 
He  has  been  a member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Father  Flannagan’s 
Boys  Home  since  1925,  was  a member  of  the  national  board  of  the  Com- 
munity Chest  in  1935,  is  a member  of  the  national  council,  Boy  Scouts 
of  America,  and  served  on  the  voluntary  committee  of  the  Office  of 
Gvilian  Defense  during  the  war.  He  is  honorary  chairman  of  the  United 
Palestine  Appeal  and  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  Samuel  I.  Rosenman, 
adviser  to  the  late  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  both  at  the  governor’s  mansion 
in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  later  at  the  White  House,  writer  of  documents  and 
speeches  for  both  Roosevelt  and  Truman,  was  Monsky’s  New  York  state 
chairman  of  B’nai  B’rith. 

SUPPRESSION  OF  SPEECH 

The  purpose  of  the  remarkable  fund  and  the  unusual  staff  engaged  in 
administering  it  is  generally  given  as:  to  combat  racial  and  religious  in- 
tolerance, specifically  against  Jews.  This  is  done  through:  (1)  a negative 
or  suppressive  program  against  real  and  supposed  opposition,  and  (2) 
a positive  or  propaganda  program  of  great  scope  and  power. 

The  negitke,  suppressive  program  sets  up  a self-constituted  censorship 
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over  public  speech,  fixing  a watchful  eye  on  every  radio,  every  lecture 
platform,  every  publisher,  every  movie  film  producer,  every  school  teacher, 
every  political  party,  every  public  official  and  every  citizen  who  becomes 
conspicuous  or  influential. 

The  surveillance  extends  to  private  clubs  and  drawing  rooms.  The 
directors  of  an  exclusive  club  in  Miami,  Florida,  were  told  by  two  self- 
designated  agents  of  the  ADL  whom  their  club  should  not  permit  to 
address  it.  These  agents  offered  to  provide  the  expenses  of  calling  off  the 
engagement.  The  same  suppressive  attempt  has  been  made  many  times 
in  many  parts  of  the  nation. 

According  to  government  officials  in  investigative  duties,  and  to  my 
own  information  when  on  duty  as  a counter-intelligence  officer,  the 
League  maintains  a large  number  of  investigators  who  gather  information 
on  any  individual  marked  for  surveillance  or  public  disgrace.  Information 
goes  to  a central  file.  From  there  it  is  distributed  to  branches  and  to  an 
interminable  number  of  groups  or  individuals,  either  automatically  or  on 
request. 

Representatives  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League,  according  to  its  own 
"confidential”  letter  of  appeal  in  1945,  have  called  on  thousands  of  editors 
and  publishers  to  persuade  them,  or  hint  to  them,  not  to  publish  material 
which  would  displease  the  League,  such  as  speeches  by  persons  on  the 
ADL  black  list.  The  editor  of  one  of  America’s  great  dailies  told  me  that 
local  ADL  representatives  called  on  him,  bringing  along  an  expen  from 
the  Chicago  headquarters.  Their  request  was  that  the  newspaper  should 
never  mention  certain  men  favorably.  Beyond  that  they  were  vague  as 
to  demands.  In  this  way  they  made  it  plain,  I was  told,  that  they  were 
putting  in  their  presence  to  alert  the  editor  not  to  offend  them-a  kind 
of  hooded  censorship.  The  editor  recognized  that  they  could  withhold 
enough  advertising  to  cut  deeply  into  the  paper’s  revenues,  perhaps  bank- 
rupt it,  and  that  they  could  smear  him  till  he  would  have  to  leave  town. 

A careful  study  shows  that  the  persons  singled  out  as  ADL  victims  are 
seldom  anti-Semitic  but  are  always  anti-Communist 

Here  is  an  illustration  of  how  the  smear  works.  A lecturer,  John  Blank, 
talking  against  Communists  and  upholding  Jeffersonian  principles  of  our 
Constitution,  but  never  having  said  a disparaging  word  against  a Jew 
as  a Jew,  is  booked  to  lecture  at  a convention,  a forum  or  dub— perhaps 
a Republican  club.  As  soon  as  the  lecture  engagement  is  announced,  some 
prominent  citizens — Jewish  or  Gentile  or  both — call  on  the  booking 
committee  to  urge  cancellation  of  the  lecture.  In  a confidential  manner 
they  "inform"  the  committee  that  John  Blank  is  anti-Semitic  Anti- 
Semitism  is  an  ugly  word  in  America.  It  is  apt  to  frighten  the  men  or 
women  of  the  program  committee  who  booked  the  lecturer.  Likely  they 
are  handed  some  typed  or  printed  material,  nearly  always  anonymous  but 
in  some  instances  bearing  the  stamp  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League  or 
group  friendly  to  it,  which  is  deverly  put  together  to  show  what  a vicious, 
un-American  character  is  this  man  Blank.  The  dub  can  see  that  it  is  going 
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to  be  intimidated  and  harassed  locally  and,  if  it  is  a political  dub,  that 
it  may  lose  some  support  for  its  candidates  at  the  polls  and  jimcid 
support  for  election  cmpdpts  if  it  refuses  to  cancel  the  scheduled  lecture. 

Often  the  local  citizens— usually  merchants— who  make  the  contact 
with  the  dub  officers  are  gullible  innocents.  They  have  been  approached 
by  unseen  figures  who  have  sold  them  a bill  of  goods.  They  do  not  always 
think  to  demand  proof.  The  dub  officers  likewise  may  not  think  of  that. 

They  do  not  always  investigate  to  learn  what  John  Blank  is  really  saying. 

They  may  not  examine  the  literature  dosely  to  see  that  it  is  a clever  fraud-'- 
Blank  is  never  given  a chance  to  face  his  original  accusers  and  demand 
to  see  their  defamatory  evidence;  he  is  never  given  the  chance  to  defend 
himself. 

The  press  carries  a sensational  story  that  Blank’s  engagement  was 
cancelled,  due  to  something  mysterious  in  his  past  or  present  connections; 
the  public  does  not  understand,  and  Blank’s  reputation  is  injured  The 
word  goes  around  that  he  is  "a  Fascist  or  anti-Semite  or  something,”  His 
chance  to  continue  earning  a living  in  his  profession  is  damaged,  as  is 
his  opportunity  to  serve  his  country. 

Big  names  often  are  used  further  to  condemn  the  anti-Communist 
speaker.  For  example,  when  a certain  lecturer  in  a Pennsylvania  dty  last 
year  revealed  that  Communists  are  plotting  to  throw  Jew  against  Gentile, 
he  was  reported  instead  as  having  delivered  an  anti-Jewish  speech  and  a 
newspaper  asked  the  Governor  to  comment  The  Governor  condemned 
anti-Semitism,  as  was  proper;  but  when  he  learned  the  true  text  instead  ^ • 
of  distorted  version  of  the  lecture  he  had  not  himself  heard,  he  issued  X 
another  statement  correcting  the  erroneous  impression  made  by  his  former 
statement.  The  defamation  press  was  loath  to  carry  the  correction  or 
played  it  down  so  that  it  was  not  widely  read,  until  the  governor  became 
insistent. 

The  following  is  a typical  example  of  the  way  private  secret  police  are 
working:  A young  man  placed  in  the  files  of  the  ADL  for  his  intense 
opposition  to  intervention  in  the  war,  but  in  no  way  guilty  of  attacking 
persons  as  Jews,  returned  from  the  service  to  find  himself  the  object  of  a 
smear  campaign.  Pressure  was  put  on  his  employer  to  get  rid  of  him.  The 
manager  said  he  liked  the  man’s  work  and  saw  no  jurisdiction  for  firing 
him.  But  the  firm  had  many  Jewish  customers  who  could  be  made  to 
believe  it  was  their  enemy.  The  threat  of  great  loss  of  business  was  too 
much.  "With  regrets"  the  ex-GI  was  cut  off  from  his  source  of  livelihood. 

Such  an  act  is  a violation  of  Section  51,  Title  18  of  the  U.  S.  Criminal 
code,  being  a conspiracy  to  bar  a citizen  from  the  full  enjoyment  of  his 
Constitutional  rights.  Maximum  penalty  is  15,000  fine  and  ten  years 
imprisonment.  But  the  victim  may  not  have  had  sufficient  proof  of  the 
identity  of  the  guilty  organization  or  individual  Perhaps  his  employer 
would  be  threatened  with  bankruptcy  if  he  should  testify  in  court  on 
behalf  of  the  victim.  Perhaps  the  prosecuting  attorney  would  feel  it 
politically  unwise  to  take  up  the  case,  or  perhaps  the  court  itself  could

be  influenced  or  selected  for  its  known  friendliness.  There  are  indications 
that  these  things  have  happened.  There  seems  to  be  evidence  that  some 
courts  are  favorable  to  certain  organizations  which  operate  in  the  manner 
of  Hitler’s  early  secret  police. 

I do  not  accuse  the  Anti-Defamation  League  of  having  inspired  this 
particular  act,  but  I am  sure  that  as  long  the  ADL  works  in  secret  and 
commits  such  acts  of  defamation  as  are  well  known,  it  is  going  to  be 
suspect, 

THE  QUALITY  OF  ADL  INFORMATION 

Some  flies  made  available  to  government  agencies  by  ADL  representa- 
tives during  the  war  were  helpful  in  checking  on  the  activities  and  records 
of  certain  pro-Nazi  suspects.  However,  I am  informed,  and  I think 
reliably,  that  much  of  the  material  collected  shows  a lack  of  understanding 
—or  willful  ignoring — of  what  constitutes  treason  and  other  crime,  under 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States.  Much  of  die  information 
deals  with  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  individual  loves  all  of  his 
neighbors  or  just  some  of  them.  I do  not  know  that  it  is  ever  stated  in 
any  of  these  files  whether  or  not  the  accused  may  have  been  given  reason 
to  dislike  or  suspect  or  fear  some  of  his  neighbors.  The  tenor  of  much  of 
the  reports,  I believe,  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  anti-Semitism  is 
a crime  and  should  be  severely  punished,  and  on  the  further  assumption 
that  opposition  to  the  aims  and  purposes  of  the  ADL  itself  constitutes 
anti-Semitism.  That  is,  that  anyone  opposed  or  believed  to  be  opposed 
to  the  aims  and  activities  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League  should  be 
punished.  Which  puts  the  ADL— in  its  own  private  interpretation  of  what 
is  punishable-above  the  law. 

It  is  the  intent  to  "improve”  the  law,  in  order  to  take  the  prejudice 
out  of  people  by  law— to  make  them  love  others  through  fear.  If  you 
do  not  believe  that  men  in  this  free  America  can  spend  millions  of  dollars 
pursuing  such  an  idea,  let  me  remind  you  that  Russia  and  all  its  puppet 
guillotine  regimes  have  made  anti-Semitism  a crime,  subject  to  severe 
punishment, 

But  this  subject  will  be  dealt  with  more  at  length  in  the  second  section. 

The  Anti-Defamation  League  urges  a so-called  Fair  Employment  Prac- 
tices Commission  (FEPC),  which  as  finally  established  by  law  in  New 
York  state  (with  the  active  help  of  Governor  Thomas  E.  Dewey)  and  as 
proposed  in  many  another  state,  requires  an  employer  to  hire  and  promote 
personnel  according  to  the  dictates  of  an  appointive  board  which  may 
fine  and  imprison  any  employer.  The  employer  must  hire  and  promote 
negroes,  Jews  and  other  minorities  as  the  board  may  direct— which 
amounts  to  forcing  the  employer  to  discriminate  racially  and  religiously 
according  to  another’s  preference  or  prejudice. 

Let  me  quote  for  you  a statement  from  a Jewish  publication,  The  Day, 
on  the  advantage  the  Jews  are  told  they  may  expea  wherever  an  FEPC 
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law  is  enacted.  Dr.  S.  Margoshes,  in  his  regular  column  in  that  publication, 
issue  of  July  11, 1946,  said;  "FEPC  is  as  much  a Jewish  issue  as  anyone 
can  think  of. . . , It  must  be  evident  that  the  sooner  we  get  such  agency 
established  and  in  working  order  the  sooner  we  shall  be  ready  to  stand 
the  impact  of  the  economic  depression.”  I cannot  believe  this  represents 
the  true  sentiments  of  the  wiser  Jewish  leaders,  but  the  fact  remains  that  ■ 
few  Jews  have  raised  their  voices  against  this  measure  which  would  be 
a sure  way  to  set  in  motion  a wave  of  anti-Semitism. 

There  is  another  law  closely  associated  with  the  FEPC  in  political'll,^ 
circles,  championed  by  many  people  who  support  the  FEPC,  which  should 
be  mentioned  here  to  show  the  direction  in  which  the  FEPC  would  lead. 

This  is  a law  to  make  any  derogatory  reference  to  a Jew  a criminal  offense. 

This  would  give  much  immunity  to  criminals  and  schemers  willing  to  hide 
behind  it  It  would  tempt  Communists  and  the  criminal  underworld  to  go 
into  the  Jewish  community  en  mm! 

Yet  a Congressman  had  the  supreme  stupidity  to  introduce  such  a pro- 
posal into  Congress  last  June.  Ordinances  thus  discriminating  racially 
between  citizens  have  been  proposed  to  city  councils  to  accomplish  the 
same  anti-Constitutional  ends.  It  was  former  Representative  Patterson  of 
Los  Angeles  who  introduced  the  bill  in  the  House.  The  bill  mentioned 
only  Jews— "Jews  as  a nation,  people  or  religious  group.”  It  did  not  offer 
equal  protection  to  negroes,  Swedes,  Danes,  Spanish,  Russian,  German, 

Polish  or  British  Americans,  Under  its  provisions  you  could  be  jailed  for 
defending  yourself  against  viciousness  on  the  part  of  one  or  more  mem-  ^ 
bers  of  the  Jewish  community.  The  Communist  Party  championed  it  with 
daily  headlines  in  its  press,  and  would  make  dastardly  use  of  it  In  the 
section  of  this  article  dealing  with  Russia  you  will  see  to  what  use  this 
law  has  been  put  there. 

As  stated,  this  is  a companion  piece  to  the  FEPC  At  the  time  being 
the  Communist  Party  is  letting  the  New  York  state  FEPC  law  alone  except 
perhaps  for  subtle  planting  of  their  agents  in  desired  positions  by  the 
ruse  of  demanding  racial  "fairness.”  They  need  not  be  expected  seriously 
to  abuse  this  law  till  they  have  "sold”  it  to  many  other  states  and  the 
federal  government.  Then  we  may  look  out. 

The  suppressive  program  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League  appears  to 
have  wide  ramifications.  The  League  is  generally  accused  of  cooperating 
with  many  other  groups.  We  should  be  given  die  full  fans.  It  certainly 
is  known  to  have  had  a hand  in  defaming  certain  persons  who  opposed 
the  New  Deal,  some  whose  only  "sin”  was  to  fight  to  keep  America  from 
becoming  embroiled  in  war,  some  whose  "crime”  has  been  that  of  attack- 
ing Communism  and  trying  to  preserve  Americanism. 

An  organization  such  as  the  League,  set  up  to  spy  on  the  whole  country 
and  unhampered  for  funds,  naturally  would  become  a prime  objective  for 
Communist  infiltration,  And  Communists  have  not  overlooked  the  oppor- 
tunity. 
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Officials  of  the  League  must  be  given  credit  for  recognizing  the  likeli- 
hood of  Marxist  infiltration.  A League  official  recently  admitted  they  had 
failed  to  prevent  it,  but  said  they  were  trying  to  keep  Reds  out.  At  the 
same  time  he  said  the  League  could  not  enter  a campaign  against 
Communism— that  would  be  "taking  political  sides.”  League  officials  point 
to  several  self-proclaimed  Republicans  among  their  officials.  Yet  some 
„of  the  literature  they  send  out  is  written  by  men  long  identified  with  pro- 
Communist  activities,  such  men  as  Carey  McWilliams. 

The  League  does  not  appear  shame-faced  that  it  hired,  as  an  undercover 
man  to  snoop  on  honorable  American  citizens  for  nearly  two  years,  the 
now-convicted  defamer  and  dealer  in  trash,  untruth  and  "twaddle,”  John 
Roy  Carlson,  whose  real  name  is  Avedis  Boghos  Derounian.  This  Arme- 
nian by  race,  born  in  Greece,  helped  to  crush  the  anti-Communists  of  his 
own  race.  He  now  mildly  disavows  Communism,  but  he  passes  ammuni- 
tion to  the  Reds  who  fire  the  guns,  and  therefore  must  share  their  guilt. 
He  was,  in  fact— despite  his  cheapness  of  method  or  perhaps  because 
of  it— one  of  the  most  valuable  contributors  to  Communism  during  the 
war  years,  because  he  successfully  smeared  for  a time  a number  of  promi- 
nent American  leaders  exposing  Communism. 

I confess,  not  without  chagrin,  that— though  I was  engaged  in  Intelli- 
gence work  at  this  time— when  the  Derounian  smear  volume  Undercover 
came  out,  I thought  perhaps  Derounian  really  had  something  on  the 
victims.  His  method  was  to  associate  in  one  way  or  another  an  honorable 
man  with  one  or  two  persons  either  in  disgrace  or  suspected  of  being  pro- 
Nazi  It  now  is  clear  that  many  of  the  victims,  if  not  in  fact  all,  were 
innocent  of  any  connection  with  Nazi  bund  activities  and  with  the 
persons  with  whom  Derounian  cleverly  contrived  to  associate  them. 
A federal  court  has  so  ruled,  shaming  the  would-be  prosecutors.  The  men 
chosen  for  this  character  assassination,  I eventually  became  convinced, 
were  so  attacked  solely  because  they  opposed  Communism,  the  war  and 
the  devices  of  the  New  Deal  which  were  tending  to  involve  us  in  war. 
1 am  not  debating  here  the  wisdom  of  our  having  so  involved  ourselves; 
I am  frank  to  defend,  however,  the  right  of  an  honorable  and  loyal  Amer- 
ican citizen  to  speak  up  whenever  he  thinks  we  are  heading  in  the  wrong 
direction. 

As  you  perhaps  know  by  now,  three  federal  court  verdicts  have  found 
Derounian  guilty  of  libel,  and  Federal  Judge  Barnes  of  Chicago  said  of 
Undercover,  after  many  days  of  hearings,  "I  find  this  book  500  pages  of 
twaddle — mere  twaddle. ...  1 would  not  believe  this  author  if  he  were 
on  oath I believe  he  would  do  anything  for  a dollar.” 

• The  Chicago  Tribune  reported  that  a libel  suit  for  $1,000,000  damages 
against  Walter  Winchell  was  filed  in  the  same  federal  court,  charging 
this  keyhole  reporter  with  having  plugged  the  smear  book  over  his  net- 
work. Derounian— who  has  operated  under  fifteen  aliases  and  who  was 
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accused  by  Judge  Barnes  of  having  distributed  anti-Semitic  literature 
himself  at  one  time  for  particular  purposes  and  who  boasts  of  duplicity 
and  lying— now  has  a book  on  sale  called  Me  Flitters,  attempting  to 
continue  his  money-making  graft  at  the  expense  of  reputations  of  men 
promoting  Americanism  and  fighting  Communism. 

Such  is  the  man  the  Anti-Defamation  League  hired  for  nearly  two 
years  as  an  investigator.  The  League  now  says  Derounian  was  satisfactory 
for  its  purposes.  I quote  from  the  Chicago  Tribune  of  January  16, 194? : 
"A  spokesman  for  the  Anti-Defamation  League  said  today  that  services" 
of  Avedis  Boghos  Derounian  had  been  found  'satisfactory  and  reliable’ 
while  he  was  in  the  League's  employ  between  1939  and  1941.”  If  the 
Derounian  standard  is  the  standard  for  the  "Anti-Defamation"  League  in 
its  work  of  def motion  and  its  self-designated  job  of  educating  our  chil- 
dren, I should  say  a Congressional  investigation  of  the  League  is  urgently 
needed. 

One  of  the  most  active  operations  of  Communism  in  America  is  that 
of  attacking  anti-Communists  on  the  charge,  often  false,  of  anti-Semitism. 
For  many  years  the  Communist  interpretation  of  anti-Semitism,  however, 
has  been  onti-Communism,  The  purpose  of  this  device  is  to  frighten  Jews 
into  the  Party  (and  to  have  them  bring  along  the  friends  they  have 
created  among  other  minorities  by  their  sympathetic  activities).  In  this 
vastly  significant  activity— that  of  attacking  anti-Communists  as  anti- 
Semitic— the  ADL  is  extremely  active.  The  similarity  to  the  work  of  the 
Communists  on  this  theme  is  inescapable. 

New  York's  largest  pro-Marxist  daily,  PM,  issue  of  August  21, 1946, 
carried  an  article  quoting  a spokesman  of  the  ADL  demanding  that  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission  investigate  a certain  radio  com- 
mentator accused  of  being  anti-Semitic.  (The  accusation  is  false,  I am 
prepared  to  say,  since  I bow  the  accused  intimately.)  Specifically  he  was 
charged  with  being  "a  transmission  belt  for  nationalist  propaganda.”  The 
implication  is  plain,  and  it  is  important  that  more  Americans  understand 
it:  That  if  you  are  for  "nationalism”  (which  I have  always  understood 'to 
mean  loyalty  to  country),  you  are  anti-Semitic.  According  to  this  reason- 
ing, anybody  for  his  own  country  first  instead  of  for  the  International, 
is  anti-Semitic.  Meaning  to  say  that  all  Jews  are  Internationalists  (which 
is,  of  course,  ridiculously  false). 

By  this  logic  the  ADL  places  itself  in  the  position  of  siding  with  the 
Communist-Internationalists.  This  is  self-accusation,  not  my  accusadoa 
It  is  my  belief  that  you  cannot  be  loyal  to  country  and  also  to  some  outside 
power  which  would  dominate  your  country. 

This  spokesman  may  have  thought  his  organization  still  had  power 
enough  over  the  FCC  to  get  the  accused  radio  commentator  ruled  off  the 
air— because  many  a pro-American  commentator  has  suffered  that  dis- 
crimination. The  FCC  could  not  oblige,  for  it  is  itself  under  Congressional 
suspicion  and  the  face  of  the  FCC  itself  is  a guilty  Red.  But  even  an  invesd- 


gation  of  the  accused  commentator  would  have  served  (as  PM  and  Maoist 
publications  would  have  played  it  up)  to  discredit  him. . 

PARASITES  OR  OFFSPRING? 

The  League’s  activities  are  largely  behind  the  scenes.  More  open  in 
"checking  up"  and  making  charges  and  interfering  with  citizens’  rights 
are  groups  officially  described  as  Communist-fronts.  Some  of  these  have 
made  use  of  ADL  literature,  but  we  naturally  suspect  that  a great  deal 
' of  this  kind  of  activity  has  been  accomplished  without  the  League's 
identity  becoming  known  to  the  public  or  the  victims,  some  of  it  perhaps 
without  the  League's  knowledge. 

''Check-up’’  and  secret-police  activities  parallel  to  those  of  the  ADL 
are  carried  on  widely  by  the  Non-Sectarian  Anti-Nazi  League  and  the 
"Friends  of  Democracy,”  recently  dragged  out  into  the  light  of  day  by 
John  T.  Flynn  in  his  historic  pamphlet,  "The  Smear  Terror,”  (published 
by  the  author  at  15  East  40th  St.,  New  York  16,  New  York,  February,' 
1947). 

In  many  cities  throughout  the  country  the  American  Veterans  Com- 
mittee, well  known  for  its  heavy  Communist  infiltration  and  its  cham- 
pioning of  Communist  legislative  objectives,  sends  out  goon  squads  to 
harass  and  intimidate  speakers  and  to  intimidate  audiences  to  prevent 
them  from  hearing  speakers  who  oppose  Communism. 

The  national  commander  of  the  Jewish  War  Veterans  of  America  last 
- year  stated  in  a press  conference  before  several  newsmen  that  his  organi- 
zation was  "fighting  Fascism.”  Specifically,  he  told  of  an  instance  in  Chi- 
cago where  his  squads  had  caused  a neat  riot  in  order  to  deny  a speaker 
the  right  to  speak  and  an  audience  the  right  to  hear  its  own  privately 
chosen  speaker. 

These  are  a few  of  the  groups  which  cluster  about  the  ADL— either 
through  community  of  interest  and  method  or  in  spite  of  its  lack— inter- 
fering with  the  right  of  free  speech  and  peaceful  assembly.  They  bear  a 
striking  resemblance  in  technique  and  objectives  to  Communist  gangs 
wherever  the  scourge  of  Marxism  has  risen.  Their  methods  are  not  unlike 
those  employed  by  Hitler’s  underground  before  he  took  over  in  Germany. 

Americans  have  a right  to  know  what  relationship  these  groups  have 
to  each  other.  After  all,  probably  a good  hundred  million  Americans  are 
nationalists,  and  proud  of  it,  though  this  fact  has  been  too  often  scorned 
these  fifteen  years. 

It  is  asked,  also,  what  connection,  if  any,  the  League  has  with  some 
extremely  loud,  but  effective,  Sunday  afternoon  and  evening  radio  propa- 
gandists. It  is  asked  whether  or  not  any  of  the  League's  funds  have  aided 
periodicals  which  stir  animosity  between  Protestant  and  Catholic  as  an 
aid  to  the  Communist  attack  on  Christianity.  It  is  suggested  that  if  the 
' League  is  such  a good  thing  that  it  deserves  five  million  dollars  from  the 
public  to  spend  in  one  year— to  augment  four  million  dollars  worth  of 
free  propaganda— why  cannot  its  operations  and  boob  be  thrown  wide 
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open  to  everybody?  Why  does  it  work  secretly,  and  why  must  its  reports 
be  confidential?  What  is  it  hiding,  and  why? 

ADL  IN  POLITICS 

The  charge  of  anti-Semitism  has  become  perhaps  the  most  potent 
weapon  in  the  Communist  arsenal  as  well  as  in  League  operations.  It  has 
been  used  with  telling  effect  by  individuals  and  groups  in  political  cam- 
paigns, in  the  internal  politics  of  organizations  and  even  in  connection^ 
with  religion  in  public  schools.  Senator  Ives  of  New  York  was  viciously 
attacked  as  anti-Semitic  by  the  Communist  press  and  also  by  some  Jewish 
organs  in  his  campaign  last  fall,  although  actually  Ives  has  gone  so  far 
toward  favoring  special  privilege  for  minorities  as  to  champion  an  FEPC. 
Apparently  the  purpose  of  the  smear  in  this  instance  was  not  so  much 
to  defeat  Ives  as  to  elect  his  Jewish  opponent,  former  Governor  Lehman. 

• Congressman  Stratton  of  Illinois  suffered  a similar  smear  attack. 

One  of  the  most  vicious  and  unjustified  smears  of  our  political  history, 
of  course,  was  that  which  defeated  veteran  Senator  Burton  K.  Wheeler  for 
re-election  in  the  1946  campaign  Much  of  the  filth  thrown  at  this  true 
liberal  cannot  be  printed  here,  but  it  included  anti-Semitism— despite 
Wheeler’s  record  of  friendliness  toward  the  Jewish  community  and  his 
support  of  legislation  favorable  to  that  community,  Wheeler  opposed 
our  entry  into  the  war,  and  therefore  was  an  enemy  of  the  Left.  He  also 
once  dared  to  urge  that  such  activities  as  the  Anti-Defamation  League  be 
abandoned,  pointing  out  that  they  create  more  anti-Semitism  than  does 
the  output  of  all  the  crackpots  and  bigots  of  the  American  scene,  filling 
Gentiles  with  suspicion  and  fear,  making  the  Jew  super-sensitive  and 
perhaps  bitter. 

Among  the  revealed  contributors  to  Wheeler’s  defamation  were:  Arthur 
J.  Goldsmith,  Albert  Lasker  and  Edmund  Waterman,  all  New  Yorkers, 
the  last  named  being  "a  leader  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League,"  as  revealed 
by  George  E.  Sokolsky  in  his  column  in  the  Washington  iimes-tierdd  of 
October  11, 1946.  Sokolsky  also  exposed  the  Anti-Defamation  League  and 
the  American  Jewish  Congress  for  having  attacked  Wheeler  as  an  anti- 
Semite,  saying,  "I  was  ashamed  of  their  infamy  and  called  upon  him 
(Wheeler)  to  tell  him  so.  I found  that  he  was  deeply  hurt  by  die  unfair- 
ness and  untruthfulness  of  the  charge.” 

The  columnist  commented,  "It  is  growing  increasingly  difficult  for 
outstanding  men  to  run  for  public  office  and  to  debate  important  issues 
because  of  the  smear  tactics  employed  by  the  vicious  groups  centering 
in  New  York  and  operating  out  of  Hollywood  and  Chicago.” 

Smear  activities  may  have  played  a part  in  the  defeat  last  fall  of  Con- 
gressman Dean  Gillespie  of  Denver,  who  lost  his  seat  to  a Democrat  in 
a year  of  Republican  landslides.  Gillespie  covered  up  local  pressure  and 
intimidation  which,  exposed  to  his  electorate,  might  have  returned  him 
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How  many  times  a Senator  or  Congressman  or  other  public  servant  has 
been  pressured  or  intimidated,  how  much  support  has  been  forced  for 
political  measures  under  threat  or.  fear  of  intimidation,  we  will  never 
know;  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  many  public  officials  would  like  to  have 
done  with  the  league  and  other  secretly  operating  groups  which  always 
carry  the  implied  threat  of  defamation. 

The  accusation  of  anti-Semitism,  accompanied  by  the  dissemination  of 
"information  sheets"  from  the  files  of  the  ADL  and  kindred  groups 
becomes  a racket  in  the  politics  of  private  organizations  for  selfish 
purposes.  It  also  gets  into  national,  state,  county  and  district  school  politics. 

A recent  incident  is  significant:  A woman  lawyer  who  had  rendered 
signal  service  in  obtaining  woman’s  rights  and  other  anti-discrimination 
accomplishments  in  some  states  was  in  line  for  election  to  the  presidency 
of  the  Woman’s  Bar  Association  at  the  recent  National  Bar  Association 
convention  at  Atlantic  City.  Suddenly  a delegation  supporting  a dark 
horse  candidate  of  their  own  background  arrived  on  the  scene  from  New 
York  City,  making  the  utterly  false  charge  that  the  prominent  candidate 
was  anti-Semitic.  They  distributed  surreptitiously  some  so-called  infor- 
mation sheets.  The  intimidation  frightened  even  some  of  the  main  candi- 
date’s intimate  friends,  including  a prominent  Jewish  woman  attorney, 
who  told  the  now  falsely  maligned  woman  that  they  could  do  nothing 
in  the  face  of  such  charges — since  that  would  bring  down  the  smear  on 
them  also! 

The  dark  horse  candidate  who  used,  or  permitted  to  be  used,  such  tactics 
won  by  five  votes,  but  hundreds  of  delegates,  influential  persons  in  their 
communities,  went  back  to  every  part  of  the  United  States  to  spread  their 
resentment  of  the  smear  conspiracy, 

It  should  be  well  understood  that  Communism  makes  Christianity  its 
number  one  enemy  (though  some  of  my  Protestant  denomination  do  not 
appear  to  understand  this  fully)  and  that  it  wants  Jews  also  to  attack  the 
Christian  religion.  Many  Jewish  leaders  make  it  plain  that  they  understand 
this  false  leadership.  Nevertheless,  the  Reds  make  progress.  The  New  York 
Times  of  January  15, 1947,  carried  a dispatch  under  a Davenport,  Iowa, 
date  line,  revealing  that  Jewish  protests  had  stopped  a religious  society 
from  giving  New  Testaments  to  school  children,  even  though  the  dona- 
tions were  purely  on  a voluntary -basis.  The  dispatch  quoted  Rabbi  Abram 
Vossen  Goodman  as  saying: 

"Subsequent  to  the  distribution  of  these  New  Testaments  many  Jewish 
parents— members  of  Temple  Emanuel— approached  me  concerning  the 
propriety  of  this  innovation.  I have  brought  the  matter  before  the  board 
of  the  congregation  which,  after  obtaining  legal  advice,  has  authorized 
me  to  protest.” 

The  Rabbi’s  protest  was  successful  The  school  board  of  Davenport, 
Iowa,  permitted  one  religious  sea  to  intimidate  it  and  prevent  the  children 
of  Davenport  schools  from  accepting  New  Testaments. 

Rabbi  Goodman  may  not  have  known  that  this  attack  on  Christianity 
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was  Communist-inspired,  but  a reliable  informant  has  given  me  infor- 
mation which  makes  such  inspiration  seem  highly  probable. 

THE  POSITIVE  APPROACH  OF  THE  ADL 

The  positive  program  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League  is  described  by 
one  of  its  own  officials  as  follows:  "To  send  literature  to  various  groups, 
work  through  the  radio,  the  motion  picture  industry  and  other  media;  to 
subsidize  speakers  bureaus  and  suggest  speakers  to  schools,  forums  and 
clubs;  to  subsidize  and  publish  periodicals,  pamphlets  and  boob  (from' 
comic  strip  boob  to  literature)  fostering  good  will  and  condemning  dis- 
crimination, whether  social,  political  or  economic;  to  encourage  move- 
ments, meetings,  programs  of  all  kinds,  use  every  advertising  media  from 
newspaper  ads  to  billboards.” 

The  solicitation  letter  of  the  National  Chairman  for  the  1945  appeal 
claims:  "This  is  a high-powered  educational  program  geared  to  reach 
every  man,  woman  and  child  every  day  of  the  year— through  the  press- 
over  the  radio-through  advertising— comic  — speakers — 

information — community  service-wowr— churches— labor — and  special 
groups."  It  claimed  216  individud  station  broadcasts  a day  in  1945  and 
a goal  of  65/100  for  1946.  (For  this  it  received  a special  award  from 
Variety,  notoriously  left-wing  paper  of  the  amusement  trade.)  It  listed 
26  full  page  ads  run  in  397  newspapers,  2,000  insertions  reaching 

100.000. 000  readers  (space  free),  a series  of  12  posters  displayed  on 

1.000  billboards  in  130  cities  costing  a quarter  million  dollars,  16,000 
cards  in  24  cities,  space  on  payroll  envelopes,  blotters  and  millions  of 
match  covers.  It  claimed  to  influence  1,900  daily  newspapers  with 

43.000. 000  emulation,  plus  the  rural  press,  the  foreign  language  press, 
the  negro  press,  and  the  labor  press  with  10,000,000  readers.  It  recorded 

330.000  books  placed  in  libraries  during  the  year,  9,000,000  pamphlets 
"tailored  to  fit  the  audiences,”  and  40,000,000  propaganda-laden  books  of 
comic  strips  to  children  and  men  in  the  armed  forces.  It  "presented  the 
most  noted  names  on  the  lecture  platform”  to  more  than  30,000,000  people 
by  subsidized  lecture  bureaus.  It  arranged  for  and  aided  special  movie 
shorts  and  radio  programs  by  stars  in  the  amusement  world. 

The  Jewish  Year  Book  for  1945-46,  page  700,  says,  in  a chapter  on 
Domestic  Public  Relations  Activities  in  1944:  "Our  message  has  been 
included  in  every  variety  of  radio  program  from  'soap  operasi  to  news  and 
sports  commentaries.  Ike  value  of  commercial  rates  of  the  radio  time 
available  to  us  without  cost  in  1944  is  estimated  at  close  to  four  million 
dollars." 

A special  project  is  the  production  and  circulation  of  "educational”  films 
and  comic  strips,  to  various  audiences  including  labor  unions  and  school 
children. 

An  example  of  the  ADL-indoctrinated  motion  picture  film,  one  of  the 
ADL  officials  stated,  is  a picture  called  fill  the  End  of  Time.  A typical 
scene  from  die  usual  indoctrinated  motion  picture  is  one  in  which  a 
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handsome  young  ex-service  man  bocks  down  another  (who  is  cast  as' 
a "pug  ugly”  to  be  instantly  disliked)  because  the  second  veteran  invites 
the  first  to  join  a veterans  group  which  accepts  only  Christian  Gentiles. 

SOME  EFFECTS  OF  THE  POSITIVE  PROGRAM 

* Such  movies,  however  well  meant,  create  race  consciousness,  suspicion 
and  eventually  hatred.  The  movie  goer  begins  to  wonder  why  this  grossly 
exaggerated  theme  is  being  thrown  at  him  week  after  week.  He  would 
resent  with  nausea  a picture  which  reversed  the  situation:  In  which,  for 
instance,  one  Jew  knocked  down  another  because,  the  second  invited  the 
first  to  join  the  exclusive  Jewish  War  Veterans  of  America  or  the  equally 
exclusive  Young  Men’s  Hebrew  Assodation.  He  begins  to  notice  that  the 
Jews  have  hundreds  of  dubs  which  he,  as  a Gentile,  could  not  get  into 
or  in  which  he  would  not  be  wanted.  I am  sure  he  does  not  begrudge 
them  their  exdusiveness;  he  wishes  them  no  harm,  and  would  actively 
oppose  any  imposition  on  the  rights  of  Jews  as  American  citizens. 

But  he  wonders  more  end  more  why  dl  the  one-sided  propaganda, 

The  example  of  violence  over  the  race  question  is  a dangerous  preach- 
ment. It  is  precisely  the  method  of  the  Communists,  who  organize  violence 
on  a wide  scale,  sponsor  gang  warfare  and  eternally  pit  one  race  against 
another.  Violence  on  the  race  issue  also  was  encouraged  by  the  Ku  Klux 
Klan  in  its  heyday. 

The  ADL  program  makes  the  Jew  frightfully  race  conscious,  jumpy 
at  die  slightest  shadow  (or  appearance  of  a shadow)  of  feeling  against 
his  race.  Marxists  take  advantage,  stimulating  his  fear.  The  cry  of  "anti- 
Semitism”  hurled  against  men  whose  only  public  activity  has  been  to 
oppose  Communism,  is  the  same  cry  the  Communists  raise.  It  is  well 
known  in  investigative  offices  that  Communists  are  instructed  to  brand 
dl  opposition  as  anti-Semitic.  This  frightens  the  Jews  and  tends  to  make 
them  run  to  the  Communist-fronts  for  protection. 

Who  are  the  speakers  the  ADL  sends  to  talk  to  our  children  in  the 
schools?  And  by  what  right  does  the  Anti-Defamation  League  presume 
to  "educate”  our  children? 

In  Denver  last  year  one  of  their  speakers,  Dr.  Carl  Herman  Voss,  a paid 
executive  of  the  American  Jewish  Committee  which  jointly  with  the  ADL 
raises  and  spends  the  Joint  Defense  Fund,  was  strongly  pro-Soviet  He 
said,  for  example,  "My  only  fear  is  that  the  Russians  will  withdraw  their 
troops  from  the  Balkans  too  soon —before  those  people  become  democra- 
tized." The  statement  was  quoted  in  the  Denver  Post.  Dr,  Voss  addressed 
every  high  school  and  junior  high  school  in  the  city  and  county  of  Denver. 
In  January,  1947,  he  told  the  Daytona  Beach,  Florida,  Forum  in  the  high 
school  that,  "Russia  wants  more  buffer  states  for  her  security”;  that  he  is 
not  an  "anti-Communist”;  that  certain  anti-Communist  radio  commenta- 
tors and  Senator  Wheeler— 'all  of  these  must  go.”  I repeat:  Dr.  Voss  is 
one  of  the  prominent  officials  of  the  committee  which  helps  the  ADL 
raise  and  spend  the  funds. 
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Also  addressing  Denver  and  other  public  schools  was  Ethel  Alpenfels, 
who  openly  ridicules  Americanism  and  subtly  undermines  racial  traditions 
and  pride.  Here  is  a quotation  from  a recent  article  of  hers:  "Ralph 
Linton  has  summarized  the  day  of  a 100  per  cent  American.’  Dawn  finds 
him  in  pajamas,  a garment  of  East  Indian  origin.  He  glances  at  the  clock 
(medieval  European  invention)  and  goes  into  the  bathroom  (porcelain  1 
from  China,  toothbrush  from  18th-century  Europe,  soap  from  ancient 
Gaul,  toilet  from  Roman  original,  razor  an  iron-carbon  alloy  from  India), 

...  Very  likely  as  he  scans  the  news  of  the  day  be  thanks  GoA  ( a Hebrew  ~ > 

Aiety)  in  an  Indo-European  language  that  he  is  a 100  per  cent  (decimal 
system  invented  by  Greeks)  American  (named  after  Amerigo  Vespucci, 

Italian  geographer).” 

You  would  dismiss  this  prattle  with  no  more  thought  than  brushing 
off  a green  fly  if  it  were  said  once  and  in  the  spirit  of  fun.  But  when 
it  is  said  viciously  over  and  over,  from  school  to  school,  by  a paid  lecturer, 
it  is  time  to  find  out  the  aims  and  purposes  of  all  organizations  sponsor- 
ing her  and  her  ilk. 

Shortly  after  Hiroshima,  Miss  Alpenfels  began  urging,  before  school 
children  and  other  audiences,  that  we  give  our  atomic  secrets  to  all  nations, 

"not  to  Russia  alone,"  she  hastened  to  explain— but  it  is  noted  that  Russia 
was  one  of  the  United  Nations,  the  only  one  who  really  appeared  to  want 
the  bomb. 

Miss  Alpenfels  has  written  a book  called  A Race  with  Time— the  title 
punning  on  the  word  "race,”  she  says.  Her  contribution  is  to  soften  the  . 
foundations  of  Anglo-Saxon  type  tradition,  the  traditions  on  which 
Western  civilization  largely  lifted  itself  out  of  serfdom.  I observe  that 
she  is  addressing  Gentile  audiences  on  the  theme  that  in  effect  says  we 
should  be  ashamed  to  think  of  race  pride.  I contend  that  people  of  any 
race  surely  should  cherish  the  memory  of  its  leaders  who  helped  establish 
great  ideals  and  tradition.  Her  words  appear  to  apply  to  all  minorities  who 
may  happen  to  be  in  the  audience,  shaming  them  too  for  pride  in  their 
ancestry  and  the  efforts  of  their  race  to  set  up  for  itself  ideals  and  patterns 
of  conduct.  But  the  effect  of  her  line  is  unmistakably  against  the 
"majority”  and,  by  maudlin  crying  on  the  shoulders  of  minorities,  tends 
to  sharpen  their  race  consciousness  and  to  make  them  suspicious,  fearful 
and  bitter  toward  the  supposedly  arrogant  majority.  Discrediting  Nazi- 
like  racial  arrogance  is  one  thing;  ridiculing  and  breaking  down  racial 
priAe  is  quite  something  else, 

It  cannot  be  overlooked  that  the  same  people  who  support  such  attacks 
on  the  Anglo-Saxons  ate  at  the  same  time  stirring  the  Jew  to  extreme 
race  pride. 

HOW  THE  FLAME  IS  FANNED 

Here  we  come  back  to  the  very  heart  of  the  positive  program  of  the 
Anti-Defamation  League.  The  League  pours  a constant  stream  of  this  kind 
of  propaganda  into  America,  especially  designed  to  influence  children  and 
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youth.  The  repetition  of  this  theme  makes  it  effective.  If  children  repeatedly 
see  pictures  and  hear  stories  which  exaggerate  cruelty  to  minorities  at  the 
expense  of  Anglo-Saxon  traditions— the  effect  is  to  take  advantage  of  our 
natural  good-will  and  sympathy,  to  establish  a feeling  that  we  are  vicious 
toward  minorities. 

Meanwhile,  such  activity  drives  older  people  to  fear  and  suspect  evil 
in  this  program  of  propaganda.  This  is  a subtle  campaign  It  is  hard  to  put 
your  finger  on  any  one  item.  But  the  effect  is  enormous  on  the  school 
■ children.  Some  tend  to  identify  themselves  with  the  rabid,  outspoken 
element  among  minorities,  who  get  their  inspiration  from  the  Marxist 
movement,  After  the  softening-up  process  by  the  delicate  touch  of  the 
League,  Communist  Party  propaganda— which  champions  precisely  the 
same  line  and  uses  the  same  methods,  only  more  violently— takes  the 
"sympathetic”  youngster  and  teaches  him  to  hate  opposition  or  supposed 
opposition  and  creates  a preferential  status  for  Jews.  Presently  some  of 
these  young  men  and  women  have  become  active  in  goon  squads,  under- 
ground gangs  and  Communist-fronts.  And  here  again  the  status  of  the  Jew 
is  exalted  above  all  others.  A Communist  can  be  violently  anti-Anglo-Saxon, 
anti-Italian,  anti-Spanish;  but  he  will  be  crucified  if  he  is  anti-Jewish. 

Meanwhile,  those  who  become  suspicious  and  wary  of  propaganda  which 
seems  conspicuous  for  its  undue  emphasis  on  the  race  theme,  tend  to  react 
defensively.  And  thus  begins  the  flame-enraging  Gentile  against  Gen- 
tile, Jew  against  Gentile,  Negro  against  Anglo-Saxon— which  the  Red 
\ strategists  hope  they  can  fan  into  a nation-wide  conflagration  at  a time 
/ favorable  to  them, 

Whatever  the  motives  of  the  men  steering  ^e  Anti-Defamation  League, 
it  is  apparent  that  they  are  ill-advised  and  that  their  millions  of  dollars 
are  tending  to  soften  up  our' youth  for  the  march  of  Communism „ 

The  race  theme  amounts  to  an  attack  on  the  Anglo-Saxon-type  freedom 
(much  of  that,  in  turn,  stemming  from  ancient  Jewish  law)— the  idealism 
which  has  spearheaded  the  upward  drive  for  freedom  for  many  centuries, 
benefitting  all  peoples  the  world  over.  It  is  precisely  this  Anglo-Saxon 
idealism  which  the  Communist  International  most  violently  hates  and 
must  destroy  to  succeed.  This  culture  springs  from  the  innate  tempera- 
ment of  Western  peoples— the  sturdy  individualists  who  will  not  be 
slaves— as  well  as  from  other  Jewish-Greek-Christian  cultural  and  legal 
heritage. 

1 In  its  championing  Internationalism,  the  League  again  plays  into  the 
hands  of  the  Communists.  Internationalism  is  a One  World  philosophy 
j which  insists  on  giving  up  sovereignty  to  a super  government,  one  that 

i:  must— if  it  is  to  accomplish  any  of  the  things  the  Internationalists  expect 

of  it— be  more  powerful  than  our  own  government.  Our  President,  then, 
and  our  Congress,  would  be  subordinate  to  the  One  World  administration. 
In  such  a government  we  would  be  only  one  nation  among  many;  we  would 
have  only  one  vote  among  a dozen  votes  as  to  what  is  good  for  America 
and  American  people.  All  the  other  nations  could  regularly  day  after  day 
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combine  to  exploit  us,  to  take  our  wealth  and  ship  it  to  other  countries 
through  a super-UNElA  bureau.  We  are  the  "have”  nation,  of  whom 
there  is  much  jealousy  and  perhaps  some  fear.  Our  millions  of  free  men 
have  taken  wealth  out  of  the  earth  and  made  it  usefuL  It  is  America  which 
certain  other  nations  want  to  whittle  down.  We  would  be  helpless  to  check 
the  spoliatioa  Our  individual  freedom  would  disappear  like  ice  in  a kettle. 

The  curtain  would  come  down  on  the  age  of  the  Constitution  and  the 
Rights  of  Man,  . 

But  we  must  remember  that  certain  people  would  stand  to  gain— people  ^ 
who  control  the  One  World  power  machine  in  the  government  behind 
the  government  of  which  Disraeli  and  many  another  political  leader  has 
spoken.  In  all  countries,  including  America,  friends  of  the  invisible  power 
group  would  stand  to  gain  through  exploitation.  Men  would  presently 
have  to  work  where  and  when  so  directed,  or  go  without  a job.  Secret 
police  would  soon  take  care  of  them  if  they  tried  to  make  trouble. 

This  is  the  future  the  Internationalist  champions,  however  badly  he 
may  be  deceived  about  it.  No  doubt  that  most  of  our  Internationalists  have 
been  sold  this  bill  of  goods  by  clever  propagandists  who  appealed  to  their 
Utopian  idealism.  Some  of  our  most  hopelessly  idealistic  men  and  women 
have  been  the  most  dangerously  taken  in  by  the  propagandists.  These  men 
and  women  ordinarily  do  not  realize  that  behind  the  entire  One  World 
movement  is  the  vast,  world-wide  "educational  program"  of  the  Com- 
munist International  You  cannot  separate  Internationalism  and  Com- 
munism; both  lead  directly  to  the  same  thing— absolute  dictatorship  over  v 
the  world  and  enslavement  and  exploitation  of  men  and  machines. 

Now  back  to  the  Anti-Defamation  League:  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the 
majority  of  the  men  steering  the  League  are  Internationalists.  It  would 
be  hard  to  find  one  who  would  admit  he  was  a "nationalist."  League 
spokesmen  want  you  to  think  of  a nationalist  as  something  vicious,  a ■ 
Nazi  or  Fascist,  Yet  we  are  all  nationalists  who  love  our  country  and 
repudiate  the  totalitarian  foreign  "isms”— Nazism,  Fascism,  Communism 
and  Internationalism.  The  League,  as  you  have  seen,  attach  men  as  "anti- 
Semitic”  on  the  grounds  that  they  are  nationalists,  This  is  another  self- 
accusation of  the  League  that  it  is  siding  with  the  pro-Communist  move- 
ment. Their  logic,  which  says  that  the  nationalist  is  against  all  Jews 
("anti-Semitic”)  is  an  arrogant  and  false  assumption,  accusing  all  Jews 
of  being  Internationalists.  , 

A brief  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League  shows 
that— regardless  of  its  intentions — it  is  of  inestimable  aid  to  the  march  * 
of  Communism,  especially  among  our  young  people:  ! - 

1.  The  League  is  Internationalist,  violently  anti-nationalist.  It  tends 
to  condition  the  mind  of  youth  for  the  program  of  the  Communist  Inter- 
national, in  its  various  deceptive  disguises. 

2.  The  League  is  a secret-police.  Communism  always  builds  its  oper- 
ations through  such  machines. 
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3.  The  League  defames  all  who  actively  and  aggressively  oppose  Com* 
munism,  I know  of  no  instance  of  its  defaming  and  trying  to  suppress 
a Communist. 

4.  The  League  makes  use  of  pro-Communist  writers  and  speakers. 

5.  The  principal  themes  of  the  League’s  propaganda  coincide  with 
the  principal  themes  of  Communism,  The  League’s  program  is  a subtle, 
but  continuous  and  effective  undermining  of  our  unity  and  traditions.  The 
race  propaganda  tends  strongly  to  divide  the  "majority”  and  to  pit  minori- 

''  ties  against  the  majority.  The  Communist  Party  drives  this  wedge  hard, 
obviously  aiming  at  open  warfare  at  the  propitious  moment,  The  League 
bends  the  twig;  Communist  organs  bend  the  tree.  Also  does  not  the 
League  violate  that  section  of  the  U.  S.  Criminal  Code  which  provides 
a maximum  fine  of  $3,000  and  ten  years  imprisonment  for  conspiring 
to  deprive  any  American  citizen  of  his  Constitutional  rights? 

6.  The  League  indicates  that  it  has  a foreign  program.  What  is  this 
foreign  program  and  by  what  right  does  a private,  secret  organization 
presume  to  carry  on  operations  abroad? 

7.  The  League  uses  techniques  identical  with  those  of  the  Communists 
in  all  countries.  Character  assassination,  for  instance,  to  keep  down  oppo- 
sition to  Internationalism  and  Communism. 

8.  The  effect  of  the  League’s  work  is  to  set  up  Jews  in  a preferential 
status — a "chosen  people”  in  this  modern  age  when  dl  people  are  equal, 
The  League  seeks  to  bring  other  minorities  under  its  leadership  in  a race 

\ rivalry  fanned  by  its  propaganda.  This  is  entirely  parallel  to  one  of  the 
major  activities  of  Communism.  Both  the  League  and  the  Communists 
champion  FEPC  and  either  demand  outright  a law  making  anti-Semitism 
a crime  or  lend  backward  support  to  such  a measure. 

Thus  the  Anti-Defamation  League  is  an  atom-powered  Communist- 
front,  whether  it  means  to  be  so  used  or  not. 

A better  way  to  prevent  anti-Semitism  would  be,  as  former  Senator 
Burton  K Wheeler  implied,  first  to  quit  the  exclusive  secretive  organ- 
izing and  propagandizing  on  the  race  question,  and  its  defaming  of  Amer- 
ican citizens  who  happen  to  disagree.  Doubtless  in  a society  as  in  the 
human  body,  an  organ  is  healthiest  when  we  are  least  conscious  of  its 
existence.  Many  of  us  have  Jewish  friends  with  whom  we  got  along 
normally  until  the  propaganda  flood  gates  were  thrown  open;  now  they 
and  we  often  are  self-conscious  in  our  conversation  and.  deals.  For  this 
miserable  condition  you  can  thank  the  Anti-Defamation  League  perhaps 
as  much  as  the  Communist  Party. 

'j  Short  of  taking  itself  apart— which  we  would  be  naive  to  expect— the 
League  should  be  quickly  and  thoroughly  suppressed  by  Congress  and 
the  Chief  Executive.

THE  ADL  IN  THE  WORLD  COMMUNIST 
OFFENSIVE 

I do  not  wish  to  condemn  the  Jewish  community.  The  Anti-Defamation 
league  is  but  a part  of  that  community.  I do  not  wish  to  condemn  the 
Anti-Defamation  League  for  activities  for  which  it  may  not  be  responsible. 

1 do  know,  however,  that  to  get  a true  perspective  of  the  results  of  the 
League’s  activities  it  is  necessary  to  look  at  the  whole  disturbed  world. 

It  is  necessary  to  read  the  Jewish  press  to  see  what  is  being  put  into  the 
minds  of  the  Jewish  people,  for  whom  the  B’nai  B’rith,  the  League’s 
parent,  claims  wide  representation  in  America.  It  is  necessary  to  estimate 
how  much  of  that  press  is  frankly  Marxist  and  Zionist  and  pro-Russian.  It 
is  necessary  to  see  what  foreign  influences  attract  Jews  in  America,  and  , 

what  their  more  radical  leaders  are  trying  to  do  for  and  to  them.  Then  * 

you  can  form  your  own  estimate  of  the  activities  of  the  ADL, 

Such  a survey  reveals  information  of  such  extreme  importance  to  , 
America  that  it  would  be  marked  "Top  Secret”  in  the  files  of  the  Army  ' < 
or  the  State  Department  if  reported  by  one  of  its  officials. 

No  thoughtful  American  can  read  the  Jewish  press  today  without 
becoming  alarmed.  Too  many  Jewish  periodicals  are  pouring  a stream  of 
pro-Communist,  Marxist,  pro-Russian  sentiment  into  the  Jewish  people.  , 

I became  aware  of  this  shocking  fact  while  on  active  duty  as  a counter-  j 

intelligence  officer  in  the  Army.  In  that  capacity  I also  was  astounded  j 

to  see  that  so  many  of  our  younger  Jews  had  gone  pro-Communist— that 
so  many  of  our  Communists  were  Jews.  These  facts  may  shock  conservative  1 

American  Jews  who  will  pay  heed  as  much  as  they  shock  non-Jews.  The  j 

remark  that  "all  Jews  are  Communists”  is  an  irresponsible  and  assinine  i 

statement.  This  is  the  mistake  more  and  more  Americans  are  making  j 

today.  The  rigidly  Orthodox  Jew  I believe  to  be  a loyal  American  citizen,  1 

opposed  to  Fascism,  Communism  and  Political  Zionism,  adhering  only  to  j 

religious  Zionism,  a spiritual  concept,  Jews  who  belong  to,  or  agree  with,  1 

the  American  Council  for  Judaism  likewise  acknowledge  only  one  flag,  f 
the  Stars  and  Stripes;  They,  too,  oppose  being  used  by  radicals  in  a revo-  '<j 

lutionary  movement  which  they  regard  as  certain  to  end  in  terror  and 
bloodshed  for  Jew  and  Gentile  alike,  j 

In  my  own  experience  in  Intelligence  I found  Jewish  officers  and  J 

soldiers  whose  Americanism  could  not  be  questioned  But  I am  forced  j 

to  admit,  not  without  foreboding,  that  those  Jewish  officers  and  soldiers  • j 
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who  did  not  show  a preference  for  Communism  and  who  were  not 
fanatically  pro-Soviet  were  the  fewer  in  number.  Among  Intelligence 
officers  and  CIC  investigators,  it  was  a common  saying— and  I bow 
Communist-fronts  will  denounce  me  as  anti-Semitic  and  a Fascist  for 
reporting  this— that  "seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  Jews  in  the  army  are 
pro-Communist.” 

I am  sure  this  percentage  does  not  hold  true  of  the  old  people;  but 
among  those  in  their  thirties  and  younger,  I think  it  conservative. 

An  energetic  young  Jewish  reporter  on  a leading  American  daily,  with 
whom  I have  conversed  many  times,  admits  frankly  his  pro-Communist 
sentiments— for  which  1 have  tried  to  shame  him.  Asked  if  he  knew  any 
Jewish  people  who  were  anti-Communist,  he  said,  "Sure.  My  old  man 
jumps  on  me  all  the  time,  just  as  you  do.”  Asked  if  he  knew  any  Jewish 
young  people  who  were  not  pro-Communist,  he  said,  "Very  few.” 

My  own  investigative  staff  and  I in  the  army  reviewed  or  processed 
thousands  of  pro-Communist  cases.  The  percentage  of  Jews  among  them 
was  disproportionately  high.  The  “heat”  is  put  on  any  person,  Jew  or 
Gentile,  who  mentions  these  facts.  An  official  of  the  ADL  said  to  a friend 
of  mine,  "Why  talk  about  them?  We  want  you  not  to  mention  them.” 
I am  not  talking  with  the  intent  to  create  prejudice.  I am  reporting  facts 
of  the  greatest  importance  to  our  future  security,  internal  and  external 

ATTACK  GROWS  VICIOUS 

The  responsibility  for  this  strong  Communist  trend  among  the  young 
Jews  is  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  left-wing  leaders  in  the  Jewish  com- 
munity. These  people  have  managed  virtually  to  control  the  Jewish  press 
—which  I urge  you  to  read. 

Here  are  just  a few  quotations:  ■ 

Dr.  Louis  G.  Reynolds,  in  the  July  5, 1946  issue  of  California  Jewish 
Voice:  "I  cannot  conceive  of  any  Jew  in  the  role  of  an  enemy  of  the  Soviet 
Union.  To  me,  such  a Jew  is  an  unnatural  monstrosity,  a travesty  on  every- 
thing that  is  decent  and  right.” 

J.  L Fishbein  in  the  Sentinel  (sub-titled  "Devoted  to  Unity  in  Jewish 
Life"),  issue  of  June  20,  1946  (under  caption,  "The  Editor  Views  the 
News”):  "The  fascist-minded  scum  and  Naziphiles  of  this  country  are 
threatening  Russia  with  everything  from  atom  bombs  to  'democratic 
elections.’ ...  We  recognize  that  in  this  country  the  ’Hate-Russia’  element 

is  also  the  ’Hate-the-Jews’  element Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  anti- 

Semites  anywhere  in  the  world  who  were  not  also  anti-Soviet? ...  We 
recognize  our  foes.  Let  us  recognize  our  friends,  the  Soviet  people.” 

The  Jewish  Opinion  Publishing  Company,  as  long  ago  as  1937,  awarded 
prizes  to  six  essayists  on  “How  to  Combat  Anti-Semitism  in  America.” 
All  prize  winners  expressed  sentiments  hardly  compatible  with  the  Amer- 
ican tradition  of  freedom,  some' of  them  attacking  the  Christian  religion 
as  causing  anti-Semitism.  Judges  were:  George  Gordon  Battle,  John 
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Haynes  Holmes,  Everett  R.  Clinchy,  Ludwig  Lewisohn  and  Stephen  S. 

Wise.  Dr.  Clinchy  is  the  present  director  (non-Jewish)  of  the  National 
Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews.  Rabbi  Stephen  S,  Wise  is  too  well 
bown  as  a leader  of  Zionist  and  other  Jewish  groups  to  need  introduction. 

Here  is  a quotation  from  one  of  the  prize  winners,  Joshua  Trachtenberg, 
a Rabbi  of  Easton,  Pennsylvania:  "Were  this  essay  entitled  'How  to  * 
Iradhate  Anti-Semitism  in  America'  it  should  have  to  open  with  the 
grim  admission:  It  can’t  be  done!  Not  short  of  demolishing  the  America 
m live  in  and  building  a new  one,  at  any  rate.  Even  outside  Marxist^’-, 
circles  it  is  a commonplace  that  anti-Semitism  ...is  a disease  indigenous 
to  om  economic  spent,  which  goads  the  underprivileged ...  to  exact 
payment  of  the  eternal  scapegoat,  the  Jew,  for  the  iniquities  of  the 
system  itself. . . . Anti-Semitism  is  a potent  buckler  in  the  defensive  armor 
of  Capitalism.  In  the  degree  that  the  various  secondary  factors  that  make 
for  the  victimization  of  the  Jew  lose  their  force,  the  inchoate  rebellion 
of  the  masses  can  be  less  readily  diverted  from  the  real  oppressors  and 
the  doom  of  the  Capitalist  system  draws  near!'  This  frank  anti-Capitalist 
does  add:  "Nor  is  it  politic  to  press  an  argument  which  might  alienate 
p great  many  of  those  non-Jews  who  would  cOme  to  our  aid  on  less 
controversial  ground.” 

It  is  the  frequency  of  such  sentiments  which  today  makes  Americans 
suspicious  of  all  secretive  organized  movements,  What,  they  ask,  is  the 
Anti-Defamation  League  up  to,  and  why  does  it  need  to  spend  $5,000,000 
trying  to  persuade  our  children  and  young  people  to  some  end  it  has 
conceived  to  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Jewish  community?  Why  are 
so  many  of  our  own  neighbors  here  in  America  highly  organized  and 
financed  and  saying  the  same  things  that  the  agents  of  the  Communist 
Revolution  are  saying  all  over  the  world,  while  western  civilization,  the 
so-called  Christian  world,  is  crumbling  nation  by  nation  under  the  on- 
slaught? 

Mote  and  more  intemperate  language  is  used,  as  one  writer  stimulates 
another.  Here  is  a statement,  the  sentiments  of  which  are  coming  more 
and  more  into  prominence  in  the  Jewish  press: 

Rabbi  Leon  Spitz,  a sermon  quoted  in  the  American  Hebrew  of  March 
1, 1946:  "Perhaps  the  time  has  come  when  roles  should  be  changed.  Let 
Esau  whine  and  wail  and  protest  to  the  civilized  world,  and  let  Jacob 
raise  his  hand  to  fight  the  good  fight.  The  anti-Semite . . . understands  but 
one  language,  and  he  must  be  dealt  with  on  his  own  leveL  The  Purim 
Jews  stood  up  for  their  lives.  (Note:  Reference  is  to  the  Book  of  Esther 
in  the  Old  Testament)  American  Jews,  too,  must  come  to  grips  with 
our  contemporary  anti-Semites.  We  must  fill  om  jails  with  anti-Semitic 
gangsters.  We  must  fill  our  insane  asylums  with  anti-Semitic  lunatics. 

We  must  combat  every  alien  }ew-hater,  We  must  harass  and  prosecute 
our  ]ew-baiters  to  the  extreme  limits  of  the  laws.  We  must  humble  and 
shame  our  anti-Semitic  hoodlums  to  such  an  extern  that  none  will  wish 
or  dare  to  become  (their)  fellow-travelers'." 
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This  from  a Rabbi  to  his  flock!  This  in  a land  which  has  shown  greater 
tolerance  for  all  races,  Jews  included,  than  an y in  history! 

To  understand  the  full  import  of  the  above  sermon  by  Rabbi  Spitz 
it  is  necessary  to  remember  that  any  man  or  woman  who  actively  opposes 
Communism  is  immediately  branded  by  Communist-fronts  as  anti-Semitic 
If  a law  can  be  passed  making  "anti-Semitism”  a crime,  the  Communists 
can  hail  their  enemies  into  court— as  in  the  now  infamous  "Sedition 
-Trial” 

Who  decides  what  citizens  are  "anti-Semitic”  gangsters,  lunatics  and 
Jew-baiters?  Courts  recently  have  assessed  libel  judgments  against  self- 
appointed  prosecutors  of  innocent  victims  of  this  fury.  Derounian,  for 
instance,  (alias  Carlson)  author  of  Undercover  and  The  Plotters,  has 
been  found  guilty  on  numerous  counts  of  libeling  American  citizens  with 
this  false  smear.  A federal  judge,  presiding  at  one  of  the  suits  against 
Derounian,  said  he  found  no  evidence  of  anti-Semitism  in  the  speech,  the 
writings  and  the  activities  of  the  libeled  smear  victim.  Yet  700,000  copies 
of  Undercover  had  been  sold,  with  the  assistance  of  Walter  Winchell, 
spreading  false  defamation  from  coast  to  coast. 

The  above  statement  of  the  Rabbi  need  not  necessarily  imply  that  he  is 
himself  pro-Communist.  He  may  have  been  taken  in  by  the  fear  hysteria 
spread  by  Communist  leaders,  including  both  Jews  and  Gentiles.  But  he 
is  stirring  his  Jewish  flock  almost  to  the  point  of  violent  eruption. 

I am  sure  there  is  no  organized  Fascist  movement  in  America  worth 
all  the  scare.  Such  a movement  is  not  what  the  Reds  are  talking  about 
It  is  the  anti-Communist  movement  they  are  fighting  and  they  brand  it 
Fascist— and  anti-Semitic.  It  is  the  pro-Americanism  "reaction”  they  are 
fighting,  Of  all  times  and  places  in  history  when  the  Jew  could  settle 
down  to  a normal  relationship  with  his  Gentile  neighbors,  the  time  is 
now,  the  place  is  America.  I see  signs  that  the  activity  of  the  Communist 
crusade  to  brand  the  opposition  as  anti-Semitic,  coupled  with  the  activity 
of  many  secret  Gestapos,  including  the  ADL,  is  setting  in  motion  a wave 
of  anti-Semitism.  The  burning  of  a fiery  cross  where  never  a Klansman 
is  found,  simply  to  frighten  negroes  and  Jews,  the  writing  of  anti- 
Semitic  phrases  on  a synagogue — ^these  tricks,  exposed  in  several  places 
as  done  by  young  Communists  to  fan  race  friction,  ate  beginning  to  take 
effect. 


WHY  DO  SO  MANY  LOVE  RUSSIA? 


Many  a Gentile  is  completely  stumped  by  this  question.  He  is  confused 
because,  knowing  the  extreme  brutality  of  the  Bolsheviks  and  their 
successors,  sympathizing  deeply  with  the  enslaved  Russian  people,  (for 
whom  Victor  Kravchenko  appeals  eloquently  to  us  in  his  remarkable 
historic  document,  I Chose  freedom)  he  cannot  understand  why  many 
of  his  Jewish  acquaintances  are  pro-Soviet  He  has  a right  to  ask  the 
question,  and  he  is  entitled  to  an  honest  answer.  We  are  in  a precarious 
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position  today,  our  leaders  and  publishers  afraid  to  tell  the  people  the 
real  answer,  afraid  of  the  smear  or  loss  of  business,  because  we  have 
blacked  it  out  of  the  news  for  thirty  years.  Our  sin  is  catching  up  with  us. 
Many  an  editor  himself  now  does  not  know  the  red  secret  behind  the 
Iron  Curtain. 

Let  Louis  Levine,  national  chairman  of  the  Jewish  Council  of  Russian 
Relief,  tell  you.  Levine  paid  an  extended  visit  to  Russia  last  summer  and 
'came  back  hysterical  in  his  enthusiasm  for  the  Soviet  regime.  He  re-- 
ported  before  an  audience  provided  by,  and  I believe  sponsored  by, 
leading  Jewish  organizations  and  publicists  of  Chicago.  The  heart  of 
these  group  gatherings  appears  to  be  the  ADL.  In  an  article  in  the 
November,  1946,  issue  of  Soviet  Russia  Today,  Levine  (billed  as  "Out- 
standing leader  of  American  Jewry")  wrote:  "Special  concern  for  the 
Jewish  people  has  characterized  the  Soviet  Union  since  its  birth  in  the 
1917  Revolution,  A week  after  tsarism  was  overthrown,  the  infant  Socialist 
government,  headed  by  Lenin,  legally  abolished  national  oppression, 
making  it  the  first  country  in  the  world  to  declare  anti-Semitism  a crime. 

. . . Every  manifestation  of  anti-Semitism  was  fought  openly  and  sternly.” 

He  makes  the  amazing  statement,  "Many  American  Jews  did  not  quite 
believe  that  the  anti-Semitic  scourge  of  several  thousand  years  could  be 
wiped  out  within  one  generation  and  certainly  not  in  a country  in  which 
it  had  been  an  official  part  of  the  state  apparatus  for  many  hundred  years." 

I don’t  know  where  in  all  literature  I have  read  such  an  appalling 
statement.  Considering  that  there  must  have  been  millions  of  Russians 
adjudged  anti-Semitic,  especially  by  Communist  standards,  it  does  not 
seem  possible  that  "anti-Semitism”  could  have  been  wiped  out  in  one 
generation  short  of  killing  and  exiling  countless  hordes  of  Gentile 
Russians.  Was  it,  then,  the  suspicion  of  anti-Semitism  as  much  as 
property  considerations  which  caused  the  Communist  regime  to  destroy 
20,000,000  Russians?  Levine  continues:  "And  there  were  some  (American 
Jews)  who  believed  the  'miracle’  had  taken  place,  but  frankly  wondered 
whether  it  was  accomplished  at  the  cost  of  a loss  of  a distinct  Jewish 
life,  of  a decline  in  religious  observances  and  of  a deterioration  of  Jewish 
culture." 

Levine  then  describes  expansively  his  6-000-mile  trip  inside  the  Soviet 
Union,  going  wherever  and  whenever  he  pleased  without  surveillance— 
a rare  concession,  made  not  even  to  our  ambassadors.  And  everywhere, 
he  says,  he  encountered  a Jewish  culture.  He  tells  that  "more  than  in  any 
other  country  in  the  world,  Jewish  literature,  theater,  poetry  is  considered 
basic  to  a full  cultural  life.  I met  many  non-Jews  who  had  read  Sholem 
Sleichem  in  the  original  Yiddish.  Many  non-Jews,  including  the  Ubainim 
leader , Dmitri  Manudsky,  were  brought  up  in  Jewish  surroundings , and 
retain  great  interest  and  pride  in  their  background"  (Manuilsky  is  often 
mentioned  as  a possible  successor  to  Stalin.)  He  says  that  the  "center  of 
Jewish  life  in  the  Soviet  Union  is  the  extremely  active  and  influential 
Jewish  Anti-Fascist  Committee. . . . When  I spoke  to  government  officids 
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about  the  Jewish  Council  or  the  Soviet  Jews,  l was  generally  asked,  'What 
does  Mikhoels  (head  of  the  Committee)  think  about  it?’  or  I was  told 
that  'If  it  is  OK  with  the  Committee,  it  is  OK  with  us’." 

In  my  Intelligence  research  I had  learned  from  documents  and  authentic 
excerpts  from  documents  gathered  from  numerous  sources,  that  the 
Russian  Communist  government  was  still  under  powerful  Jewish  influ- 
ence; also  Jewish  soldiers  from  Russia  and  Poland  in  the  U.  S.  Army 
, told  me  something  of  this  power.  (I  don’t  think  they  themselves  realized 
its  magnitude.)  But  here  it  is  again,  from  one  who  ought  to  bow. 

Levine  wrote  of  meeting  world-famous  Jewish  surgeons,  a Jewish 
general,  and  many  other  high  government  officials  of  Jewish  origin.  "It 
was  apparent— and  even  the  sketchiest  of  observations  would  have  dis- 
closed it— that  the  Soviet  Jews  participate  fully  and  freely  on  every  level 
of  government  activity." 

He  went  much  stronger  than  that  in  Chicago,  (on  the  12th  floor  at 
32  West  Randolph  street)  on  the  night  of  October  30, 1946,  saying  that 
many  of  the  high  ranking  government  officials  were  Jewish,  and  explain- 
ing one  of  the  devices  which,  I believe,  has  kept  the  Russian  people  them- 
selves much  in  the  dark  as  to  the  extent  of  Jewish  control  over  them: 
Many  of  the  Jewish  officials  "did  not  look  Jewish,  hut  they  spoke  to  me 
privately  in  Hebrew  or  Yiddish" 

He  clearly  implied  what  we  find  confirmed  from  other  sources,  that 
the  "miracle”  by  which  all  anti-Semitism  had  been  "wiped  out"  in  Russia 
in  one  generation  was  the  weapon  of  Liquidation  or  exile  to  Siberia 
"One  does  not  dare  be  anti-Semitic  in  Russia,”  he  wrote. 

This  undoubtedly  is  the  real  secret  behind  the  iron  curtain— the  power 
of  the  highly  organized,  utterly  ruthless  Marxist  wing  of  Russian  Jewry. 
It  terrorized  anti-Communist  Jews,  the  same  as  anti-Communist  Gentiles, 
for  a time;  but  Levine,  in  the  article  previously  quoted,  relates  how  they 
have  opened  their  synagogues  again  and  the  Jewish  people  again  enjoy 
complete  religious  freedom.  Now  that  the  Christian  church  has  been 
virtually  exterminated,  it  may  be  the  intent  of  the  Russian  government 
to  permit  religious  freedom.  How  can  we  bow  for  sure? 

THE  PRIVILEGED  CLASS 

This  reminds  me  of  Kravchenko’s  pitiful  story  of  the  complete  and 
utter  degradation  of  the  Russian  family,  the  closing  of  their  Christian 
churches,  the  killing  and  deporting  of  the  Kulaks— the  farmers.  Nowhere 
in  all  the  articles  and  reports  I have  read  of  the  Russian  scene  have  I 
found  any  indication  that  the  non-Jewish  peoples  enjoyed  or  now  enjoy 
any  such  privileges  as  Levine  reports  for  the  Jewish  people  there.  Krav- 
chenko writes  a pitiful  chapter  in  l Chose  Freedom  on  seeing  the 
privileged  persons  evacuated  in  Packard  automobiles  with  their  families 
or  mistresses  as  the  Hitler  armies  approached,  and  of  how  other  people 
were  forced  at  bayonet  point  to  remain  behind,  to  let  the  Nazi  armies 
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pass  and  then  harass  them  with  underground  activities  at  great  personal 
risk.  He  describes  the  bitterness  as  intense. 

Levine  wrote,  "And  at  the  outset  of  the  war,  as  we  all  bow,  Jews  were 
among  the  first  evacuated  from  the  western  regions  threatened  by  the 
Hitlerite  invaders,  and  shipped  to  safety  east  of  the  Urals,”  Thus  Levine 
tells  us  the  privileged  persons  saved  from  the  Nazis  were  Jewish.  He  said 
2,000,000  of  them  were  thus  saved. 

(Were  the  privileged  class  of  whom  Kravchenko  wrote  among  these?)  „ 

Another  observer  writes  of  seeing  Jews  vacationing  in  luxury  at  resorts 
on  the  Black  Sea,  while  Gentiles  starved  in  Russian  mills.  This  was  just 
before  the  War. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  Jews  the  world  over  are  interested  in  the  Soviet 
Union?  Even  if  we  had  no  other  documentary  evidence  to  substantiate 
Levine’s  report— even  if  he  were  manufacturing  considerable  of  it  to  swing 
American  Jewry  into  the  Marxist  movement— their  inclination  in  that 
direction  would  be  understandable — except  those  who  were  sickened  at 
the  mass  killings. 

W.  L White,  in  his  new  book,  Refort  on  the  Roles,  (condensed  in  the 
December,  1946  issue  of  Renders  Digest)  estimates  that  only  about  50 
per  cent  of  the  Polish  Communist  government  are  Jewish.  An  official 
representative  of  that  government  has  told  me  that  he  believes  White’s 
estimate  "conservative." 

Sokolsky  reports  that  anti-Semitism  is  raging  in  Poland  worse  than 
anywhere  else  at  any  time  in  history.  The  Poles  understand  Communism. 

Reports  on  Roumania  and  Hungary  indicate  great  bitterness  among  the 
Christians,  the  same  as  in  Poland,  because  of  their  fathomless  fear  of  the 
radical  Jewish  element  in  their  government. 

White  states  that  many  Jews  in  Poland,  before  Russia  took  over, 
opposed  the  march  of  Communism.  He  says  that  the  Polish  Communist 
Party  was  dominated  by  Jews,  who  comprised  about  70  per  cent  of  the 
total  Party  membership;  but  the  Party  itself  was  small.  I have  reputable 
Jewish  magazines  and  other  publications  issued  during  the  war  stating 
that  many  a Catholic  and  Protestant  in  Poland,  including  some  Catholic 
priests,  risked  their  lives  to  hide  Jews  from  the  Nazis.  It  may  be  there 
was  much  firm  friendship  and  not  very  widespread  Communism  among 
the  Polish  peoples,  Jews  and  Gentiles,  before  Russia  took  over.  In  the 
army  I found  very  little  pto-Communist  sentiment  among  our  Gentile 
Poles;  I did  find  considerable  among  the  Jewish  Poles. 

I have  statements  from  trusted  sources  that  many  of  the  richest  Jews  in 
the  Baltic  states  turned  Communist  overnight  when  the  Red  army  came  in 
But  this  is  not  proof  that  they  would  have  been  Communist  had  the 
Baltics  remained  "free.”  They  had  little  choice;  embracing  Communism 
for  them  was  easy.  Resistance  meant  punishment,  while  as  converts  they 
would  expect  favored  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  Russian  government. 

Eye  witnesses  say  they  immediately  began  helping  the  Reds  liquidate 
Christians. 
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Our  own  government  and  all  governments  understood  that  it  was  the 
Bolshevik  element  among  the  Jewish  people  who  largely  took  over  Russia 
in  the  October  Revolution  of  1917.  A report  by  our  own  American  In- 
telligence Service  in  1919,  never  released  in  America  but  published  in 
Paris  (Documentation  Catholique,  issue  of  March  6, 1920),  listed  the 
names  of  the  25  leading  Bolshevik  officials,  24  of  whom  were  shown  as 
Jewish,  the  25th,  Lenin,  married  to  a Jewess.  (Some  authorities  insist 
that  Lenin  was  half  Jewish.)  Heading  the  list  of  the  24  was,  of  course, 
L Trotsky  (Bornstein  of  New  York). 

Broadly,  this  report  was  confirmed  in  a British  white  paper  "Presented 
to  Parliament  by  Command  of  His  Majesty,  April,  1919,"  now  a rare 
document,  a photographed  copy  of  which  I have  in  safe  keeping.  This 
document  was  suppressed  almost  immediately  after  it  was  presented  to 
Parliament,  and  when  it  reappeared  the  entire  reference  to  the  Jewish 
influence  had  been  deleted.  I will  presently  have  a copy  of  the  censored 
edition  also.  Originals  are  in  safekeeping  in  several  English  and  Irish 
university  libraries. 

The  Jewish  Transcript  of  Seattle,  Washington,  of  May  29, 1956  said: 
"The  Communists  are  Jewish  controlled.’’ 

Winston  Churchill,  in  a speech  on  the  floor  of  Parliament  in  1919, 
reviewing  the  Revolution,  also  brought  out  the  fact  of  Jewish  Bolshevik 
domination.  "The  Last  Days  of  the  Romanoffs"  by  Robert  Wilton,  an 
Englishman  who  served  as  an  officer  in  the  Russian  army  and  was  in  an 
excellent  position  to  observe;  official  reports  made  to  President  Woodrow 
Wilson  and  to  the  British  government,  and  many  reports  by  individuals, 
substantiate  the  fact  that  the  power  was  seized  by  Jewish  elements  of  the 
Bolshevik  Party  in  the  October  Revolution  of  1917.  The  money  which 
went  from  New  York  City  to  finance  the  Revolution  was  raised  and  sent 
by  American  Jewish  bankers,  some  of  them  not  likely  Bolsheviks  them- 
selves but  rather  anxious  for  revenge  against  a Czarist  government  which 
had  committed  pogroms  against  the  Jews  of  Russia.  This  money,  never- 
theless, was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Jewish  element  of  the  Bolshevik 
Communist  Party  in  Russia— not  in  the  hands  of  Gentile  Bolsheviks— and 
it  made  possible  the  buying  of  arms  and  ammunition,  the  printing  and 
distribution  of  seditious  revolutionary  literature  among  soldiers  of  the 
Russian  armies,  the  feeding  and  financing  of  Communist  agents,  the  setting 
up  of  governmental  machinery.  It  was  supplemented,  to  be  sure,  by  funds 
stolen  and  seized  in  Russia, 

THEY  CAPTURED  THE  NKVD 

Douglas  Reed,  in  his  Insarnty  Fdr,  published  in  1938  in  England,  told 
of  his  official  visit  to  Moscow  accompanying  Anthony  Eden,  and  of  finding 
the  entire  press  censorship  service  in  the  hands  of  Jews.  Other  observers 
confirm  his  statements. 

The  terror,  however,  was  more  directly  due,  I think,  to  the  fact  that 
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much  of  the  NKVD  was  staffed  by  Bolshevik  Jews— cruel  to  all  religious 
peoples,  anti-Communist  Jews  and  Gentiles  alike,  but  particularly  bent 
on  annihilation  of  Christians.  The  GPU  (NKVD)  and  its  successors  have 
been  virtually  the  government  since  the  Revolution.  This  terroristic  secret 
police  throws  fear  into  every  man  in  Russia  except  possibly  Stalin.  It  is 
now  in  command  of  an  estimated  20,000,000  slaves  in  work  and  prison 
camps,  and  in  recent  years  has  developed  all  Russian  heavy  industry  with 
slave  labor.  It  apparently  no  longer  waits  for  workers  to  commit  offenses 
or  even  to  be  suspected  of  sabotage  or  anti-Semitism,  but  deliberately 
impresses  workmen  by  the  million.  It  is  at  last  the  full  realization  of 
Marx’s  dream  of  complete  enslavement  of  "enemy"  peoples. 

Henry  Jagoda  (or  Yagoda),  "merciless  head  of  the  NKVD,”  as  Krav- 
chenko described  him,  is  reported  in  numerous  references  to  have  been 
Jewish,  and  I have  not  seen  the  statement  denied.  But  whether  true  or 
not,  the  control  was  nonetheless  in  the  hands  of  Bolshevik  Jews,  the 
bloodiest  people  in  history.  Succeeding  Jagoda,  after  he  himself  was 
liquidated  in  1937  for  reasons  we  may  never  bow— but  most  likely 
jealousy— Yezhov  took  over.  He  too  was  reputedly  Jewish;  and  here  my 
limited  files  are  not  conclusive.  It  still  does  not  matter.  Whoever  was  head 
of  this  machine  for  annihilation,  the  results  were  sure  to  be  the  same; 
he  would  have  to  be  a prime  hater  of  Christians  and  of  all  anti-Com- 
munists,  and  above  all  of  anyone  accused  of  being  anti-Semitic. 

Beria,  present  head  of  the  successor  to  the  NKVD  (now  split  into 
internal  and  external  branches  of  secret  police),  is  an  Armenian. 

All  through  the  great  liquidation  of  the  officers  of  the  Red  army,  of 
the  Old  Bolshevik  (including  the  original,  largely  Jewish  Politburo)  and 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  others  in  Stalin’s  domain  in  the  middle  and  late 
1930s,  we  were  completely  mystified  as  to  the  true  reason  for  the  purge. 
We  have  been  told  repeatedly  by  supposedly  our  best  authorities  that 
the  accusations  were  false.  Perhaps  an  anti-Semitic  plot  was  suspected — 
though  this  reason  would  not  answer  for  all  cases,  because  many  promi- 
nent Jews  were  liquidated  too. 

In  the  trials  and  brutal  “investigations"  as  described  by  many  a writer, 
seldom  was  it  possible  even  for  the  accused  to  discover  any  cause  for  his 
persecution.  Most  often  the  charge  was  sabotage.  It  is  clear,  on  reflection, 
that  if  the  victim  was  suspected  of  being  anti-Semitic,  the  NKVD  could 
not  afford  to  say  so,  because  millions  of  liquidations  on  charges  of  anti- 
Semitism  would  engender  eternal  anti-Semitism,  This  is  the  only  plausible 
explanation  I have  found,  Our  government  could  doubtless  enlighten  us 
on  these  facts  of  history.  It  is  to  its  eternal  discredit  that  it  has  not  seen 
fit  to  do  so;  and  for  concealing  a truth  of  such  significance  we  may  all 
suffer.  _ . 

Many  Jews  have  repudiated  Marxism,  The  correspondent  who  got  the 
first  interview  with  Stalin,  a second  writer  who  was  married  to  a lady 
assistant  commissar,  and  a third  who  was  pro-Communist  and  in  Moscow 
during  the  Revolution,  today  are  in  the  battle  against  Communism. 
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Here  is  what  Dr.  Oscar  Levy  wrote  in  1920  in  a letter  used  as  the 
preface  to  a book,  The  World  Significance  of  the  Russian  Revolution , by 
G.  Pitt  Rivers: 

"Jewish  elements  provide  the  driving  force  for  both  Communism  and 
Capitalism  for  the  material  as  well  as  the  spiritual  ruin  of  this  world . . . 
to  the  intense  idealism  of  the  Jew."  He  pointed  out,  however,  that  not  all 
Jews  are  financiers,  Zionists  or  Bolsheviks.  He  continued,  "We  who  have 
promised  to  lead  you  to  a new  Heaven,  we  have  finally  succeeded  in 
landing  you  in  a new  Hell. ...  I look  at  this  world  and  I shudder  all  the 
more  as  I bow  the  spiritual  authors  of  all  this  ghastliness, . . . But  its 
authors  themselves  are  unconscious  in  this  as  in  all  they  are  doing.”  I do 
not  have  the  original  of  this  statement,  but  reprint  it  from  a well-docu- 
mented compilation,  in  which  I have  not  found  an  error. 

I am  sure  that  if  the  average  idealistic  young  American  of  any  race  who 
has  become  innoculated  with  the  hate  hypnosis,  and  therefore  has  become 
a captive  and  tool  of  these  rulers  of  the  Marxist  world,  could  open  his 
eyes  and  accept  the  facts  he  would  abandon  Communism.  If  he  could  look 
back  into  undeniable  source  boob  of  facts  and  see  that  Communism  from 
the  very  outset  was  invented  as  a vehicle  to  sell  to  gullible  peoples, 
wrapped  up  in  a package  to  appeal  to  both  Jew  and  Gentile,  for  the  one 
purpose  of  elevating  the  Marxist  radicals  to  world  power  over  their  fellow 
men— nobody  but  the  power  seekers  themselves  would  be  Marxists; 

But  the  pitiable,  misled  petty  Communist  soon  becomes  so  intense  in 
his  hatred  of  all  and-Communists  and  is  so  thoroughly  grounded  and 
goaded,  he  rejects  historical  facts  as  propaganda. 

WHAT  IS  COMMUNISM? 

In  the  matter  of  the  history  of  Marxism,  all  of  us  can  learn  a valuable 
lesson  if  we  will.  We  should  remember  the  story:  Jews  were  at  the  head 
of  the  revolutionary  groups  leading  up  to  and  during  the  Communist 
Revolution  of  Germany  of  1848.  They  were  too  conspicuous.  The  revolu- 
tion failed— for  this  and  other  reasons.  And  the  people  of  Germany  and 
Austria  never  forgot  or  forgave  the  Jewish  people;  they  held  all  Jews 
responsible  for  Communism.  They  seemed  to  believe  that  all  Jews  hated 
Christianity.  Anti-Semitism  never  died  in  those  countries  thereafter.  This 
fact  should  make  American  Jews  rush  to  repudiate  the  radicals  who  are 
trying  to  herd  them  into  the  Red  camp, 

It  was  from  this  lesson,  if  I understand  the  history  of  the  movement 
correctly,  that  the  Communist  Jews  learned  to  conceal  their  identity  and 
put  forward  Gentile  proselytes. 

No  movement  in  history  has  been  so  successfully  deceptive,  so  com- 
plete a fraud  as  Marxism.  Americans  do  not  understand  it.  I hear  it  said 
that  not  fifty  of  us  really  do  understand  it  in  its  entirety.  Marxist  propa- 
ganda agents  are  well  schooled  and  well  financed;  they  create  confusion; 
they  deny  all  facts;  and  the  average  person  will  not  think  the  movement 
through,  even  when  equipped  with  a mass  of  factual  information.  . 
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The  principal  reason  for  this  failure  to  understand  the  core  of  the 
movement  is  that  we  look  at  the  means  rather  than  the  end.  We  are 
thinking  of  business  instead  of  people.  We  think  and  speak  of  Communism 
as  state  ownership  of  all  capital  wealth.  That  is  only  a device  which  helps 
the  planners  accomplish  their  purpose.  Destroy  private  ownership  of 
property  and  every  man,  woman  and  child  is  at  the  mercy  of  the  State 
by  next  meal  time.  The  purpose  for  which  Communism  was  perfected  by 
Karl  Marx  and  his  associates,  largely  radical  Jews,  some  of  them  repudi- 
ated by  their  own  race,  was  to  place  world  political  power  in  their  hands— 
to  give  people  power  over  other  people.  If  this  sounds  ridiculous,  I agree 
with  you;  but  I must  remind  you  that  Napoleon  and  Caesar  and  Alex- 
ander and  Hitler  and  Stalin  all  have  dreamed  of  world  power— to  the 
misery  of  mankind. 

There  is  one  history-making  difference  in  the  Marxist  reach  for  world 
power  and  that  of  the  Caesars.  The  men  on  horseback  were  individuals 
grasping  for  power.  Marxism  (or  Communism)  is  a propram.  It  did  not 
die  with  the  power  seekers  who  carried  it  to  perfection.  It  was  perfected 
if  a small  group  of  haters  and  it  is  the  doctrine  of  hate.  The  greatest 
hater  of  all  time  was  Marx.  He  was  an  atheist.  He  hated  all  religion,  but 
above  all,  he  hated  Christianity.  He  even  hated  Judaism  (the  religion) 
as  the  parent  of  Christianity,  He  seemed  to  feel  that  it  was  the  cause 
of  all  his  own  personal  misery. 

He  and  his  circle  believed  they  could  elevate  themselves  to  power 
principally  by  spreading  hatred,  and  their  main  theme  song,  whispered 
among  Jews  ever  since  by  Red  agents,  was  to  fan  Jewish  hatred  of  Chris- 
tianity, and  promise  Jews  that  through  Marxism  they  would  triumph  over 
their  Biblical  "enemies,”  the  Gentiles.  Prom  its  outset,  the  movement  was 
basicdlf  Marxism  versus  Christianity, 

This  makes  it  all  the  more  urgent  that  we  rush  to  the  support  of 
Rightist , nationalist,  American  Jews  to  help  them  remain  free  of  the 
terrorism  of  the  Reds  who  try  to  scourge  them  into  Communism. 

The  Marx  program  was  broader  than  may  appear  in  the  brief  statement 
above.  It  would  take  a shelf  of  books  to  bring  all  its  facts  into  focus. 
It  offers  the  most  beautiful  idealism,  such  as  world  peace,  but  does  not 
mention  that  the  price  of  a Communist  peace  is  slavery.  It  is  a case  of 
the  spider  and  the  fly.  Marx  and  his  radicals  thought  they  could  rouse 
to  class  hatred,  race  hatred,  religious  hatred,  against  the  existing  otder, 
enough  workers  and  minority  groups  in  one  country  to  seize  power, 
especially  to  seize  all  industry  and  productive  wealth— not  for  themselves, 
mind  you,  but  for  the  little  clique  of  Marxist  conspirators,  who  made 
them  extravagant  promises. 

Meanwhile  his  agents  would  be  organizing  secret  police  and  other 
suppressive  squads  and  propaganda  machines  and  sabotage  cells  in  other 
countries,  especially  industrial  countries.  They  would  organize  the  workers 
into  what  they  termed  trade  unions,  under  strict  discipline  by  dictatorial 
leaders.  Once  a victory  in  one  country,  that  nation’s  men  and  machines 
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would  be  hurled  at  other  countries  in  combined  operations  with  Fifth 
Columns,  Soon  the  world  would  be  a Marx  apple. 

The  plan  put  Marx  and  his  radical  Jewish  circle  in  command  at  the 
outset  of  the  movement,  and  everywhere  Communism  has  traveled,  in 
Russia,  in  Poland,  in  the  Baltics,  the  Balkans,  France,  Italy,  England,  the 
United  States,  Central  and  South  America,  Africa,  and  now  into  Japan, 
it  has  sought  to  deify  the  Jew. 

Marx  published  his  pamphlet  "Communist  Manifesto"  in  1848.  He 
thought  his  crowd  would  win  that  year  in  Germany;  but  the  Communist 
revolution  there  failed  and  he  fled  to  England,  where  abusing  privileges 
of  freedom  he  plotted  for  many  years  to  destroy  freedom. 

Next  year  will  end  a century  of  Marxist  agitation,  labor  union  organ- 
izing for  political  power  and  building  of  Fifth  Columns.  Thirty  years  ago 
the  Marxist  crowd  succeeded  in  seizing  one  potentially  great  military 
power.  They  can  now  hurl  that  against  others.  We  shall  soon  see  whether 
Communism  will  wipe  out  the  age  of  freedom  or  shall  be  turned  back. 

Stalin  is  a Georgian,  though  some  of  our  Jews  have  been  made  to  believe 
him  Jewish.  He  is,  however,  married  to  the  sister  of  Kaganovich,  Jewish 
commissar  of  heavy  industry,  Kaganovich  long  was  considered  Stalin’s 
closest  friend  and  second  in  influence  in  all  the  Russian.  He  still  is 
powerful  Molotov’s  wife  is  widely  reported  to  be  Jewish.  Manuilsky, 
as  Levine  told  us,  was  raised  Jewish.  Manuilsky  is  a power  in  the  Soviet 
Union,  often  mentioned  as  a possible  successor  to  Stalin.  He  is  head  of 
the  government  of  the  Ukraine  and  head  of  the  Communist  International. 

Of  Stalin,  Louis  Levine  had  this  to  say  in  his  article  in  "Soviet  Russia 
Today”: 

"The  Jewish  people  are  unanimous  in  their  love  for  Stalin.  They  regard 
him  as  the  greatest  friend  of  the  Jewish  people.  They  attribute  to  his 
understanding  of  national  minorities  and  to  his  leadership  the  new, 
exalted  status  of  the  Soviet  Jews"  (Emphasis  is  mine.) 

Levine  also  tells  us  that  Stalin’s  daughter,  herself  half  Jewish,  is  to 
marry  a Jew.  "I  need  not  add  that  the  Soviet  Jews  greeted  with  joy  the 
news  that  Stalin  and  the  father  of  his  prospective  Jewish  son-in-law  drank 
Tacbaim'  together  in  the  Kremlin!” 

Any  supposition  that  Jews  are  fleeing  from  Russian  persecution  should 
be  quieted  once  and  for  all  time  by  that  single  statement. 

(The  New  York-Moscow  Red  Axis  is  moving  Jews  out  of  Eastern 
Europe  into  Palestine  to  increase  the  Communist-Zionist  underground 
there,  tightening  the  pressure  on  Britain) 

Elsewhere  in  the  same  article  Levine  said,  “It  is  important  to  point 
out  that  the  Soviet  Jews,  as  the  entire  population,  are  one  with  the  Soviet 
government.  There  is  absolutely  no  distinction  between  themselves  and 
the  government,  as  some  have  tried  to  make  out” 

"All  believed  that  the  final  solution  to  the  Jewish  problem  lies  in  the 
victory  of  full  democracy  throughout  the  world,  in  die  struggle  for  the 
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complete  eradication  of  fascism  whenever  it  threatens  or  wherever  it 
exists/'  To  understand  this  statement  you  must  use  the  word  democracy 
as  Levine  and  the  Soviet  Communists  use  it:  meaning  Communism;  and 
you  must  translate  the  word  fascism  as  meaning  simply  all  forces  opposed 
to  Communism.  This  makes  the  statement  mean,  clearly,  that  the  Jewish 
people  of  Russia  told  Levine  the  solution  to  the  Jewish  problem  through- 
out the  world  lies  in  the  world  wide  victory  for  Communism. 

Rev.  Denis  Fahey  of  the  Holy  Ghost  Missionary  College,  Dublin, 
Ireland,  widely  known  historian,  in  his  well  documented  booklet,  ’The 
Rulers  of  Russia,”  printed  in  1940,  reproduces  excerpts  from  a number 
of  rare  documents,  naming  the  leaders  of  Russia  at  various  periods  since 
the  Revolution,  contending  that  there  has  been  no  diminution  of  Jewish 
Bolshevik  power  in  the  government  Some  of  the  lists  of  leaders  can  be 
cross-checked  by  other  documents,  or  methods.  For  instance,  one  document 
shows  that  fourteen  out  of  seventeen  Soviet  ambassadors  to  foreign 
capitals  in  1935-1936  were  Jewish,  two  of  the  other  three  with -Jewish 
staffs.  Maisky,  ambassador  to  Great  Britain,  headed  the  list.  His  real  name 
is  given  in  the  International  Who's  Who  for  1943-1944  as  I.  M. 
Layakhovetsky.  I am  sure  it  would  not  be  difficult  to  verify  the  racial 
origin  of  all  on  this  list,  since  each  was  well  known  in  the  country  where 
he  was  stationed. 

As  previously  stated,  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  successful 
radical  Jews  to  keep  the  Gentile  world,  on  both  sides  of  the  Iron  Curtain, 
in  the  dark  about  their  power. 

My  information  is  lamentably  limited,  but  I have  evidence  of  the 
use  of  the  following  devices  to  conceal  their  strength: 

1.  Influence  by  Jewish  organizations  (The  Jewish  Anti-Fascist  Com- 
mittee, for  example,  mentioned  by  Levine,  operating  with  greater  influ- 
ence, no  doubt,  than  the  Political  Action  Committee  behind  the  New 
Deal). 

2.  Promotion  to  important  posts  of  Russians  married  to  Jews. 

3.  Changing  of  names  by  Jewish  officials. 

4.  Placing  in  high  position  Jews  who  "do  not  look  Jewish.” 

5.  The  “hidden  director”  device  whereby  one  who  appears  to  be  only 
a clerk  or  petty  aide,  occupying  an  inconspicuous  office,  is  the  real  director 
of  a bureau  or  commission  (as,  for  instance,  the  Soviet  Purchasing  Com- 
mission to  the  United  States  at  one  time  during  the  war.  Kravchenko 
does  not  give  any  reason  for  the  invention  of  this  device,  but  he  states 
that  it  is  frequently  used  in  the  Soviet  Union.  Russia  uses  this  device  in 
directing  the  Communist  Party  of  the  U.S.A.  Gebhard  Eisler  reportedly 
has  been  the  invisible  director-known  to  only  the  top  Communists,  and 
therefore  deceiving  all  the  little  Communist  tools.) 

6.  Placing  responsibility  on  men  who  were  raised  Jewish— as  in  the 
case  of  Manuilsky. 

Kravchenko  (I  Chose  Freedom)  recorded  that  Mekhlis,  the  political 
commissar  over  all  the  Red  armies,  had  to  be  removed  because  he  was 
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Jewish  and  the  Nazi  propaganda  machine  was  striking  telling  blows  at 
the  morale  of  the  Russian  soldiers  by  capitalizing  on  this  fact 

The  position  of  political  director  over  all  the  Red  armies  is  one  of  the 
most  powerful  positions  in  the  Soviet  government. 

Perhaps  the  secret  is  not  too  well  kept.  There  are  conflicting  reports. 
Whereas  Levine  says  there  is  no  such  thing  as  anti-Semitism  in  the  Soviet 
Union,  Rabbi  Benjamin  Schultz,  in  the  Detroit  Times,  August  4, 1946, 
declared  that  racial  feeling  was  running  , high  there.  He  says  that  those 
Polish  Jews  who  cherish  democracy  fear  the  slave  camps  of  Siberia;  they 
will  not  go  to  Russia.  Perhaps  they  sense  the  probability  of  a counter- 
revolution in  the  land  of  the  Soviets.  Little  can  be  known,  however,  by 
asking  what  the  Polish  Jews  want,  because  they  today  are  mercilessly 
herded  and  propagandized  and  torn  by  Jewish  organizations  in  the  United 
States,  England  and  Palestine,  and  Moscow. 

If  anti-Semitism  is  rising  again,  after  20,000,000  Russians  have  been 
killed  or  shipped  off  to  slave  labor  camps  (Kravchenko’s  estimate)— the 
futility  of  the  Revolution  should  speak  eloquently  to  all  peoples,  including 
Jews,  outside  the  blackout  curtain. 

The  peoples  of  Eastern  Europe  all  along  have  been  better  informed 
than  we  on  the  racial  complexion  of  Communism.  That’s  one  reason  why 
they  have  resisted  it  so  desperately.  They  knew  it  would  completely 
devastate  their  civilization.  Spokesmen  of  several  of  these  countries,  men 
of  influence  and  integrity,  from  Poland  and  the  Baltics  have  told  me  that 
their  people,  living  against  the  Iron  Curtain,  were  able  to  "see  through 
holes  in  the  Curtain”  and  understood  what  was  going  on  inside  Russia. 
The  people  of  Hungary  have  not  forgotten  that  it  was  the  Jewish  terrorist, 
Bela  Kun,  Communist  revolutionary  leader,  who  right  after  the  first 
World  War  wrote  his  name  across  Eastern  Europe  in  the  blood  of  millions 
of  Christians.  Our  diplomatic  staffs  in  Finland,  Poland,  the  Baltic  states 
and  Roumania  likewise  must  have  understood  the  racial  theme  which 
liquidated  millions  of  Gentiles.  An  official  of  the  Swiss  government  has 
told  me  how  much  better  informed  are  his  people  than  we  Americans 
on  the  Communist  scourge. 

There  are  several  reasons  why  we  have  so  little  understood  the  basic 
principle  behind  the  Red  terror.  Originally  it  was  kindness  on  the  part 
of  our  editors  which  deleted  any  reference  to  the  fact  that  the  conspirators 
in  Russia  were  largely  Jewish;  it  was  kindness  toward  our  own  Jewish 
community.  Who  could  foresee  that  such  kindness  would  be  so  vasdy 
taken  advantage  of  by  the  Jewish  wing  of  world  Communism,  propagan- 
dizing here  among  us  to  provide  special  immunities  for  the  Jew  in 
preparation  for  Jewish  domination  of  the  Revolution? 

When,  years  ago,  the  Anti-Defamation  League  began  working  on  our 
editors,  including  the  wire  services,  it  was  only  natural  for  the  editors 
to  yield  as  a matter  of  tolerance.  As  far  back  as  the  middle  1930s  the 
League  was  boasting,  in  confidential  communications  not  meant  for 
Gentile  readers,  that  it  had  been  sueeessful  in  "securing  cooperation  of 
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the  Associated  Press  in  eliminating  the  word  'Jew'  in  connection  with 
one  accused  of  crime,”  (Photographic  copy  in  my  possession.)  Under  this 
agreement  the  Jewish  origin  of  Louie  Loepke,  genius  behind  Murder,  Inc, 
was  seldom  if  ever  seen  in  the  daily  press,  Under  this  agreement  the  fact 
that  nearly  all  the  conspirators  behind  the  Red  throne  in  Moscow  were  '■ 
Jewish  rarely  has  been  seen  in  print  here  in  America, 

We  would  all  be  happy  to  forget  these  ugly  facts;  but  because  of  the 
manner  in  which  Communist  agents  have  been  able  to  impose  on  toler-  — 
ance,  it  is  now  of  the  greatest  importance  that  we  understand  the  true  ' 
nature  of  the  Communist  organization  and  the  true  purpose  of  the 
movement. 

One  other  condition  has  contributed  widely  to  our  ignorance  of  the 
racial  involvement  in  the  Soviet  regime:  the  fact  that  since  the  last  war  • 
we  have  received  most  of  our  ''news"  from  Northeastern  Europe— along 
the  path  to  Moscow— from  correspondents  who  were. almost  universally 
pro-Communist  Jews.  They  were  not  Americans.  Few  of  them  ever  saw 
America.  And  seldom  was  there  an  American  correspondent  on  the  scene 
to  verify  ot  correct  or  deny  the  nature  of  the  dispatches.  The  local 
correspondents  sold  their  dispatches,  often  fabricated  or  colored,  to  London 
and  New  York  for  good  pounds  and  dollars;  while  in  Moscow  proper  only 
pro-Communist  dispatches  were  permitted. 

Today,  after  this  long  blackout  of  truth  and  against  the  present  power 
of  intimidation  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League,  it  is  difficult  indeed  to 
get  the  full  facts  before  the  American  public,  The  writer  or  Intelligence  -f 
officer  who  reports  them  immediately  becomes  the  target  of  the  smear 
fury.  He  is  discredited  so  thoroughly  that  his  neighbors  may  refuse  to 
believe  him, 

THE  FREIHEIT  PLAN 

The  glimpse  behind  the  Soviet  blackout  curtain  does  not  complete  the 
scene  of  activities  and  plans  of  the  ambitious,  ruthless  left-wing  of  the 
Jewish  world  community.  Not  long  ago  I came  into  possession  of  some 
pamphlets  issued  by  large,  influential  Marxist-Jewish  groups  in  America, 
which  tie  up  Communism  with  the  Jewish  people  and  with  Political 
Zionism,  (“Political”  as  contrasted  with  “Religious  Zionism,”  the  latter 
purely  a spiritual  concept),  in  a plan  for  world-wide  power.  Before  the 
activities  of  all  propagandizing  organizations  and  defaming  secret  police 
here  at  home  can  be  My  understood,  it  is  important  to  understand  this 
world  political  plaa  Communism  itself  is  a world  political  plan,  but  the 
pamphlets  bring  out  rather  clearly  the  belief  on  the  part  of  the  Jewish 
Marxists  that  it  is  they  who  will  dominate  the  Communist  International 
(their  man,  Manuilsky  is  now  its  head);  and  they  tempt  the  rank  and 
file  Jew  by  picturing  his  race  as  destined  to  triumph,  assuring  him  special 
privilege.  They  have  transferred  the  "chosen  people"  theme  of  the  Old 
Testament  from  the  sphere  of  religion  to  the  sphere  of  temporal  power. 

They  even  proselyte  among  Jewish  religious  groups  by  promising  that 
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while  all  religion  is  ostensibly  to  be  destroyed  by  Communism,  in  fact, 
the  "secret,  solitary  worship  of  the  Jew"  (as  perfected  in  slavery  2500 
years  ago)  will  survive  the  time  of  religious  suppression  and  eventually, 
after  all  other  religion  is  killed,  Judaism  will  flourish  “without  opposition.” 
Much  of  this  program  is  contained  in  a pamphlet  entitled,  "the  Jewish 
People  Face  the  Postwar  World.’’  The  pamphlet  was  published  by  the 
Morning  Freiheit  Association,  35  E,  12th  St,  New  York  3,  N.  Y.,  and 
sub-titled  "Report  to  the  first  yearly  conference  of  the  national  board  of 
directors  of  the  Morning  Freiheit  Association,  Nov.  10  and  11,  1945.” 
The  Morning  Freiheit  Association  publishes  The  Morning  Freiheit,  an 
openly  Communistic  daily  in  the  Yiddish  language,  for  which  it  claims 
a paid  circulation  of  approximately  70,000,  and  reputedly  is  read  by 
about  300,000  persons.  Its  readers  are  principally  in  New  York,  but  the 
paper  circulates  nationally  and  has  distribution  offices,  supported  by 
branch  or  affiliated  "associations,”  in  several  cities. 

The  first  page  of  the  pamphlet — the  official  report  of  this  large,  power- 
ful association— makes  its  pro-Soviet  sentiments  clear.  Speaking  of  the 
"imperialist  reaction  of  American  finance  capital”  of  this  postwar  period, 
it  says:  "This  imperialist  reaction  attacks  and  combats  the  democratic 
forces  of  all  countries,  particularly  the  most  consistent  representative  of 
the  people's  democracy— Fuc  Soviet  Union.” 

I have  italicized  the  words  democratic  and  democracy  because  to 
understand  this  pamphlet,  like  all  Communistic  dialectic  of  today,  you 
must  use  the  words  in  the  sense  in  which  Moscow  uses  them:  simply 
substitute  the  word  Communism  for  people’s  democracy  or  democracy. 
Likewise,  Fascist  and  anti-Semitic  in  this  pamphlet  may  generally  be 
translated  by  substituting  the  word  capitalist  or  anti-Commmist.  Im- 
perialist reaction  refers  to  the  whole  upsurge  of  the  spirit  of  individual 
freedom  and  enterprise. 

The  pamphlet  thoroughly  aligns  itself  with  the  Marxist  movement  here 
at  home.  "Imperialist  reaction  has  begun  an  offensive  against  the  masses 
of  the  American  people  themselves,  against  their  economic  security  (sub- 
stitute government  paternalism ) and  democratic  rights,  and  especially 
against  the  American  working  class  and  the  labor  movement” 

This  is  Karl  Marx  himself  talking— attacking  the  enterprise,  property- 
owning  system,  championing  the  Soviet  system  (wherein  the  state  itself, 
run  by  Communists,  becomes  the  exploiter  of  man's  labor). 

The  author,  Alexander  Bittelman— a member  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  Communist  Party,  USA— sounds  the  alarm  of  rising  anti- 
Semitism,  abuses  the  "new  Dies'  committee  and  its  Red-baiting.”  He  then 
warns  of  the  danger  that  in  the  United  Nations  there  "will  emerge  a 
world  coalition  under  American  imperialist  reaction  ...  for  its  drive 
toward  world  domination.”  He  then  outlines  the  Association  plan  for  the 
Jewish  people,  to  establish  what  appears  to  be  world  power  to  defeat 
the  "American  imperialist . . . world  domination”  above  mentioned 
Before  going  any  further  with  this  article,  let  me  remind  you  that 
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this  Freiheit  thing  is  not  my  plan;  that  in  telling  you  about  it  and  warning 
you  against  it  I am  not  attacking  Jews.  I am  merely  urging  all  of  us  to 
defend  ourselves  against  such  bold  revolutionary  activities  as  Communists 
are  planning.  Does  this  brand  me  as  anti-Semitic?  The  Anti-Defamation 
League  will  say  so,  I have  no  doubt— though  at  the  dubious  honor  of 
siding  with  the  Reds. 

THE  WORLD  REVOLUTION 

Outlining  the  plan  for  "the  Jewish  people,”  first  for  America,  the 
Association’s  report  says  to  tightly  organize  "the  forces  of  the  growing 
labor-demoaatic-anti-fascist  coalition,”  to  "compel  die  Truman  Adminis- 
tration, by  criticism  and  sustained  political  struggle,  to  carry  through  in 
life  a policy  of  democracy , economic  security  and  world  peace,”  to  force 
the  pro-Capitalist  elements  among  the  American  Jews  to  fall  into  line 
by  conducting  "a  systematic  straggle  against  the  reactionary  elements — 
in  the  American  Jewish  Committee  and  in  the  Jewish  Labor  Committee— 
which  are  obstructing  the  struggle  for  Jewish  rights,”  and  to  join  bands 
with  "force  of  similar  coalitions  in  all  farts  of  the  world  and  in  the  world 
as  a whole,  in  which  the  new  'World  Federation  of  Trade  Unions’  is 
destined  to  flay  a decisive  role,  And  the  ultimate  victory  belongs  pre- 
cisely to  these  forces,” 

This  is  a remarkably  plain  statement,  condensed  from  three  pages  of 
the  pamphlet,  This  is  the  World  Revolution,  This  is  the  Moscow  plan, 
as  explained  to  American  Jewish  Communists.  On  page  5 the  report 
points  out  that  "The  American  Jewish  Congress,  with  its  divisions  and 
affiliates,  an  become  a vital  and  decisive  force  in  the  general  labor- 
democratic-anti-fascist  coalition,  for  the  benefit  of  the  American  people 
in  general  and  of  the  American  Jews  in  particular”— if  it  rids  itself  of 
"reactionary  elements”— the  Rosenwalds  and  the  Sulzbergers. 

On  page  7 the  report  endorses  the  action  of  the  American  Communist 
Party  in  condemning  Earl  Browder  because  he  gave  up  Revolution  in 
favor  of  “revisionism,” 

The  domestic  straggle  unfolds  in  a vitally  important  detail  on  page  8: 
"The  democratic  Jewish  forces  will  have  to  bring  forth  especially  the 
fight  against  anti-Semitism,  the  fight  for  identical  legislation  in  each  state 
to  declare  and  punish  anti-Semitism  as  a criminal  offense." 

On  the  same  page  the  report  speaks  of  a "Black  Book”  of  "indictment 
by  the  Jewish  people  against  fascisrrd’— "which  is  now  being  prepared 
jointly,  by  the  Jews  of  all  countries,”  The  names  going  into  this  book  are 
of  men  marked  for  liquidation. 

In  subsequent  pages  the  report  attacks  (with  exceptions)  assimilation, 
or  intermarriage  of  Jews  with  Gentiles,  attacks  "nationalism”  (or  loyalty 
to  country,  as  contrasted  with  loyalty  to  a world  order),  and  insists  on 
a separate  Jewish  life  in  America  "which  is  organically  bound  up  with 
the  further  building  of  the  American  nation  as  a whole  together  with 
all  progressive  forces  of  the  American  people.”  Emphasis  is  on  the  word 
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organic,  which  is  used  in  several  places  in  the  report.  This  apparently 
refers  to  the  cellular  organization  of  the  Communist  Party  by  which  one 
or  two  persons  can  control  a large  number.  It  lends  itself  readily  to  the 
uses  of  persons  who  do  not  wish  to  expose  their  identity  or  racial  origins 
unnecessarily, 

- On  page  16  we  are  shocked  by  the  statement  that . , . "Jewish  life  in 
America  can  be  built  only  in  both  languages— Yiddish  and  English,  and 
for  this  reason  we  have  formulated  as  one  of  our  major  tasks  the  unifica- 
: tion  of  the  Yiddish-speaking  and  English-speaking  Jews  in  one  common 

Jewish  anti-fascist  unity.  We  have  begun  this  work  in  our  own  Association 
' and  in  our  organ,  the  Morning  Ereiheit.”  Substitute  the  word  "pro- 
Communist"  or  "Communist”  for  the  word  "anti-fascist,”  and  you  see 
a picture  of  the  Jewish  Communist  movement  regimenting  its  people 
to  further  and  further  separate  themselves  from  Gentile  America  (except 
Gentile  Communist  tools)  by  learning  a language  understood  only  by 
Jews, 

Louis  Levine  tells  us  they  have  succeeded  in  making  Yiddish  the 
language  of  the  court,  so  to  speak,  in  Russia;  only  the  educated,  largely 
Jewish  people  speak  it  there.  Now  we  see  the  plan  for  the  new  court 
language  and  super-race  in  America,  if  the  designs  of  the  Morning 
Freiheit  Association  succeed. 

A very  special  plan  for  Poland  (p.  22)  calls  for  "a  free,  democratic . 
and  strong  Poland”— but  it  means,  if  you  understand  the  dialectic,  free 
'•  from  capitalist  anti-Communist  forces.  "The  Jews  need  this  kind  of 
Poland, ...  In  addition  we  have  a national  duty  of  squaring  our  accounts 
with  fascism  and  anti-Semitism  in  the  matter  of  Poland”  Published  in 
December,  1945,  this  statement  foretold  the  fate  of  millions  of  Poles, 
since  Poland  is  98  per  cent  Christian.  This  month  (January,  1947)  has 
witnessed  the  "free,  democratic  election,”  and  now  the  curtain  goes  down 
on  pitied  Poland. 

The  Palestine  question  is  understood  by  very  few,  if  any,  Gentiles.  It 
is  confused  by  the  fact  that  several  Jewish  groups  want  Palestine  under 
different  types  of  concessions  or  political  conditions— and  by  the  fact  that 
a small,  wise  group  of  American  Jews  don’t  want  to  be  involved  at  all 
in  the  Palestine  or  other  political  issue  peculiar  to  Jews. 

The  Freiheit  Association  report  makes  unmistakably  dear  what  the 
Communist  wing  of  Jewry  all  over  the  world  wants  in  Palestine.  It  is 
not  simply  a matter  of  relief  for  Jewish  refugees,  "not  a matter  of 
philanthropy,  nor  is  it  just  an  expression  of  human  kindness ...  It  is  a 
sacred  national  duty,  the  duty  of  helping  to  uproot  fascism  and  anti- 
Semitism  (i.e.,  anti-Communism)  and  to  build  up  a free  and  secure 
Jewish  life.”  Thus  Palestine  is  to  be  developed  in  accordance  with  the 
"anti-fascist,”  or  Communist,  plan. 

The  Association  does  not  want  Palestine  just  as  a homeland,  an  exdu- 
sively  Jewish  nation  where  Jews  can  live  apart  from  other  races.  "The 
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Specific  characteristic  of  the  Jewish  people,  which  is  not  a single  nation, 
consists  precisely  in  this,  that  out  of  it  are  growing  two  nationalities, 
one  in  Biro-Bidjan,  the  other  in  Palestine;  and  that  these  two  growing 
Jewish  nations  are  surrounded,  so  to  speak,  by  Jewish  settlements  and 
communities  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  This  is  how  the  Jewish  people 
developed  historically,  and  this  is  how  we  must  continue  the  struggle 
v for  the  culture  and  well-being  of  the  Jewish  people." 

Thus,  the  report  insists  that  its  people  think  not  ever  of  having  a 
separate  country  of  their  own,  but  rather  of  living  always  among  other 
peoples.  But  throughout  the  pamphlet  the  world-wide  unity  of  aU  Jews  of 
all  nations  is  demanded— to  be  had  by  force,  if  necessary— in  the 
"coalition”  which  will  exercise  power  over  the  principal  governments  of 
the  world. 

In  Palestine  the  Jews  must  not  accept  a separate  state,  according  to  this 
Communist  voice;  rather  they  must  have  "a  Jewish  national  homeland  in 
a free  and  democratic  (Communist)  Palestine,  in  collaboration  with  the 
Arabs."  They  want  an  independent  Palestine,  but  they  want  it  complete 
with  Arabs.  There  are  forty  million  Arabs  in  surrounding  states.  The 
Freiheit  Jews  believe  they  can  better  accomplish  their  ends  by  propagan- 
dizing and  regimenting  these  peoples  to  their  will;  and  their  vehicle— as 
they  themselves  claim— is  Communism.  Extremely  confident,  gambling 
with  the  future  of  their  own  people,  win  all  or  lose  all,  these  world  con- 
spirators doubtless  believe  they  can  convert  all  the  Moslem  world  to 
Communism— under  their  leadership,  of  course,  if  they  are  the  mis-  ^ 
sionaries — and  thus  add  another  vast  empire  to  the  Marxist  world.  They 
frankly  state  that  the  Soviet  Union  will  be  thek  pattern  for  "complete 
and  find  solution  of  the  Jewish  question." 

Another  pamphlet,  "Crisis  in  Palestine,”  by  Moses  Miller,  former 
president  of  the  Communist  Jewish  People’s  Committee,  parallels  the 
Freiheit  plan.  Especially  it  calls  for  ousting  of  British  and  American 
"imperialism"  in  Palestine  and  turning  Palestine,  as  an  independent  Arab- 
and-Jewish  state,  to  the  United  Nations— because  the  Soviet  Union,  the 
only  country  which  has  openly  and  forthrightly  condemned  the  terror  in 
Palestine"  would  then  have  a major  voice  in  ruling  Palestine,  (The  terror 
referred  to  does  not  mean  the  terrorism  of  the  Jewish  underground,  which 
these  pamphlets  heroize  in  the  boldest  spirit  of  nationalism;  it  is  rather 
an  accusation  that  the  British  law  enforcement  agencies  are  terrorists  and 
Nazis.)  J 

TO  COMMUNIZE  THE  MOSLEM  WORLD? 

k 

As  to  the  intent  of  the  Jewish  Communists  to  Communize  the  Arabs 
of  Palestine,  Miller  speaks  of  "a  consistent  and  persistent  campaign  for 
the  unity  of  the  Arab  and  Jewish  peoples.”  (p.  31).  In  this  pamphlet, 
as  in  the  Freiheit  plan  and  in  all  Communist  literature  and  the  Red  press, 
it  is  clear  that  the  principal  weapon  to  be  used  is  hatred— spreading  hatred 
of  the  English  and  the  Americans  among  the  Arabs.  Perhaps  this  would 
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indicate  a course  for  us  to  follow  in  the  matter  of  keeping  our  nose  out 
of  other  people’s  business. 

The  report  adopted  by  the  vastly  powerful  Morning  Freiheit  Association 
envisions  a world  power  machine  which  would  dominate  and  subordinate 
this  nation.  It  would  create  a special  privileged  race  replenished  from 
generation  to  generation  in  Palestine  and  Birobidjan  where  Jewish  cul- 
ture would  be  rigidly  cherished;  and  it  scorns  the  government  and  the 
social  and  economic  systems  of  the  United  States.  All  who  subscribe  to 
the  Freiheit  plan  are  guilty  of  disloyalty  to  this  country  by  any  reasonable 
standards  of  Military  Intelligence— and  we  might  be  alarmed  if  we  could 
see  a list  of  famous  people  who  may  privately  favor  the  plan  as 
indicated  by  occasional  statements  in  their  advice  to  their  fellow  Jews, 
or  their  sub-rosa  association  with  Red  fronts. 

Dr.  David  Goldstein,  Jewish  Catholic,  stated  Feb.  2, 1947,  that  Pales- 
tine’s Jews  are  ruled  by  "socialists."  Other  pro-American  Jews  insist  that 
Communism  and  Zionism  now  are  a "double-headed  drive”  for  world-wide 
Jewish  political  power. 

The  intimidation  of  Jewish  people  by  Zionists  and  Communists  to 
force  submission  to  the  plan  was  given  recently  by  a prominent  Canadian 
Orthodox  Rabbi,  Dr.  I,  M.  Rabinowitch,  as  the  reason  so  few  loyal  Jews 
were  speaking  up  against  the  disgrace  of  disloyalty  to  the  Crown.  Explain- 
ing that  Religious  Zionism  was  only  a spiritual  concept  and  repudiating 
Political  Zionism,  and  saying  that  the  Orthodox  Jew  wanted  it  known 
that  he  was  loyal  to  his  country  and  to  no  other  country,  Dr.  Rabinowitch, 
in  an  address  before  the  Canadian  Gub  of  Montreal  carried  in  full  in 
the  December,  1946  issue  of  Destiny,  said  the  silence  "may  be  ascribed  to 
three  reasons:  confusion,  intimidation  and  disgust.  The  confusion  is  not 
difficult  to  understand.  Intimidation,  l refused  to  helm  for  some  time.  I 
now  know  it  to  he  a fact.  In  Palestine . . . there  is  now  the  Havana 
movement  which  reminds  one  of  Hitler’s  youth  Movement . . . Outside 
of  Palestine  the  intimidation  is  not  so  complete,  hut  it  is  hy  no  means 
negligible.’’ 

We  have  seen  the  plan.  We  have  seen  that  there  are  "reactionary  ele- 
ments” in  American  Jewry  who  have  not  been  "sold”  or  coerced  to 
abandon  Americanism  and  join  the  selfish  movement.  We  have  seen  that 
the  Orthodox  Jew  is  terrorized  in  soul  if  not  in  body  at  the  spectacle 
unfolding  before  his  eyes. 

s But  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  month’s  (January,  1947)  issue  of 
i the  National  Jewish  Monthly,  the  official  publication  of  the  B’nai  B’rith, 

‘'S  we  learn  that  support  for  the  United  Jewish  Appeal,  largely  for  Palestine, 

- is  such  that  a god  of  $215,000,000  has  been  set  for  contributions  for  the 

year  1947,  $170,000,000  of  this  to  he  rdsed  in  the  United  States,  the 
balance  in  other  Western  Hemisphere  nations.  I repeat:  Two  Hundred 
Fifteen  Million  dollars. 

Yet  this  vast  sum  indicates  "less  the  extent  of  Jewish  need  than  the 
growing  awareness  of  that  need.” 
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Is  this  just  for  relief?  If  so,  we  will  all  contribute.  But  the  picture  is  so 
confused,  so  appalling  we  do  not  understand  it.  Why  are  the  American 
people  not  better  informed  on  the  great  movements  stalking  the  wotld 
today?  Why  has  our  government  allowed  conspiracies  to  so  confuse  us 
that  often  we  cannot  choose  intelligently?  Given  proper  information  we 
might  understand  whether  to  join  in  with  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  or 
to  insist  that  such  vast  sums  going  out  of  our  country  into  the  hands  of 
other  people  be  handled  exclusively  by  a government  relief  committee 
composed  of  men  whose  philosophy  and  political  connections  are  well 
known 

The  Associated  Press  has  just  published  a breakdown  of  the 
$170,000,000  to  be  raised  in  the  U.  S.  Quoting  Henry  Morgenthau,  Jr, 
one  of  the  fund  raisers,  "More  than  one-half"  of  it  is  to  be  used  for 
Jewish  relief  in  Europe.  "Another  40  per  cent  will  go  to  the  United  Pales- 
tine relief  in  constructive  Activities  in  that  land,  And  the  bdance  for  aid 
of  Jewish  immigrants  who  come  to  this  country!' 

That  which  goes  to  Jewish  relief  surely  nobody  will  begrudge.  But 
what  use  is  to  be  made  of  the  $68,000,000  for  "constructive  activities” 
in  Palestine?  Will  any  of  this  vast  sum  go  to  support  the  Freiheit  plan? 
Will  it  get  into  the-  bands  of  the  Palestine  Communist  Party  or  its 
infiltrating  agents?  Will  any  of  these  millions  find  their  way  into 
propaganda  among  the  Arabs  to  make  them  hate  America? 

After  the  pogroms  of  Europe  under  the  Nazis  you  would  think  these 
radical  Jews  would  be  willing  to  let  their  people  alone  in  America,  a 
country  where  they,  have  enjoyed  excellent  community  relationships;  but 
on  the  other  hand  they  appear  to  have  gone  insane  over  the  triumph  of 
their  relatives  in  the  Soviet  Union.  They  ignore  the  fact  that  it  cost  the 
blood  of  millions  of  Gentiles  and  many  Jews  to  accomplish  the  Marxist 
triumph  there,  and  the  further  appalling  fact  that  a counter-revolution  is 
almost  sure  to  come  in  time,  perhaps  wiping  out  dl  their  brutdly  gotten 


WHICH  WAY? 

All  but  two  of  the  great  nations  of  Christendom  of  thirty  years,  ago 
now  are  gone  or  whittled  down  to  impotency  or  lie  sick  from  internal 
disorders  and  lack  of  united  courage  and  spiritual  strength.  For  this 
wrecking  of  the  greatest  civilization  of  the  ages  we  can  thank  the  Marxist 
movement.  Now  the  two  remaining  great  peoples,  themselves  suffering 
from  an  indigestible  lump  of  Marxism  in  their  stomachs,  are  being  sub- 
jected to  the  merciless  scourge  of  propaganda  which  seeks  to  throw  one 
against  the  other,  in  order  to  leave  Stalin  free  to  move  and  mate  and  slay 
at  will  on  the  world’s  chess  board— the  Dardanelles,  the  Suez,  the 
Mediterranean,  perhaps  China,  perhaps  our  neighbors  in  Central  and 
South  America,  where  the  Revolution  has  risen  swiftly  in  the  past  year. 

A recent  dispatch  pictures  the  pitiful  plight  of  one  of  the  great  Christian 
nations  of  a third  of  a century  ago.  It  is  sent  bv  Manchester  Boddy,  pub- 
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lisher  of  die  Los  Angeles  Daily  New,  who  often,  before  going  to  Europe, 
had  been  accused  of  leaning  toward  the  Left;  "What  I found  in  the  Hof 
area  adds  evidence  to  the  uncomfortable  feeling  that  the  German  nation 
—that  is,  the  collective  people  of  Germany-are  disappearing  as  an 
entity  like  a block  of  disintegrating  ice  in  a relentless  sea,” 

Pity  the  world  caught  in  the  cosmic  ray  of  hatred  and  Master  Race 
paranoia! 

To  separate  us  from  Britain  and  lay  both  nations  open  to  the  fate  of 
Germany— or  Russia— the  Red  propagandists  are  representing  Britain  to 
us  as  Nazi-like  persecutors  of  Jewish  refugees  in  Palestine,  We  are  sup- 
posed now  to  begin  hating  Britons  as  we  hated  the  Nazis.  Ben  Hecht's 
play,  A Flag  is  Bom,  is  so  extreme  in  spreading  this  disease  of  hate  that 
the  British  have  protested  its  showing.  There  is  talk  that  Hollywood  is  to 
release  one  or  more  pictures  on  the  same  theme.  Reds  control  nearly  all 
the  writing  for  Hollywood  films.  Hollywood  has  measureless  influence  over 
American  audiences,  If  you  doubt  that  it  can  incite  us  to  war,  remember 
the  hysterical  hatred  of  the  Nazis  which  swept  the  country  as  film  after 
film  was  released  dramatizing  Nazi  brutality.  If  you  doubt  that  Hollywood 
is  largely  biased  in  favor  of  Red  Fascism,  just  try  to  remember  a single 
film  picturing  the  current  threatening  dictator  as  a Hitler.  On  the  Red 
Square  in  Moscow  they  "Heil”  and  goose-step  with  no  less  vicious  intent 
than  the  Nazis  under  Hitler,  but  our  film  producers  don’t  dramatize  it. 

The  real  danger  is  here  at  home.  Several  millions  of  our  people  have 
been  so  confused  and  misguided  I am  afraid  they  would  side  with  the 
Soviets  in  case  of  a Revolution  here,  which  appeared  likely  to  succeed. 
This  condition  would  have  been  intolerable  enough  in  the  days  when 
wars  and  revolutions  were  fought  man  to  man.  Today  it  is  immeasurably 
more  dangerous  .with  the  minority  much  in  control  of  propaganda 
machines  with  which  to  fire  the  public  mind  and,  at  the  timely  moment, 
create  hysteria  and  confusion.  Anti-Communists  have  great  difficulty  in 
getting  in  a word  over  the  ether  telling  us  about  the  Communist  menace 
and  the  Fifth  Column;  the  FCC  has  stood  like  a watchdog  favoring  the 
Left  for  several  years  Privately  financed  pressure  groups,  the  Gestapos, 
in  turn  stand  watching  the  FCC  as  well  as  the  radio  outlets,  as  well  as 
the  movie  production  studios  and  the  press,  ready  to  defame  and  intimi- 
date any  opposition  to  Communism  which  threatens  to  become  influential 

Sitting  on  this  atomic-bomb  dump  we  continue  to  think  in  terms  of 
the  last  war— a war  in  which  soldiers  did  the  fighting.  Our  next  war 
is  mote  likely  to  be  fought  by  civilians,  at  least  unless  we  can  do  some- 
thing about  our  massive  Fifth  Column.  By  organized  sabotage  our  major 
cities  all  could  be  laid  low  in  a few  hours  by  super-explosives  smuggled 
across  our  borders  or  out  of  our  atomic  stores — ^perhaps  captured— planted 
and  timed  to  a pre-determined  D-Day.  By  injecting  new  poisons  into 
water  systems,  a few  squads,  infiltrating  public  utilities  as  employees,  like- 
wise could  paralyze  the  urban  population  of  the  country.  The  Four  Horse- 
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mem  could  spread  new  and  deadly  diseases  before  they  could  be  appre- 
hended. 

For  the  first  time  in  history  there  are  weapons  which  make  world  dic- 
tatorship a possibility.  Is  it  by  some  diabolical  plan  of  Satan  that  at  the 
same  time  there  is — also  for  the  first  time  in  history— a movement  which 
seriously  threatens  all  governments  and  all  peoples? 

At  this  convergence  of  military  science  with  political  conspiracy  we 
have  done  a most  amazing  thing:  We  have  placed  the  Manhattan  Project 
—meaning  our  entire  atomic  fission  industry,  with  its  supposed  secrets— 
in  the  hands  of  a board  which  is  so  suspected  that  Army  officers  have 
refused  to  deliver  the  secrets  to  them,  short  of  a direct  order  from  the 
President. 

Here  is  what  die  Los  Angeles  Exminer  said  of  three  members  of  the 
board  (January  9, 1947): 

"David  E.  Lilienthal,  head  of  the  board,  is  a long-time  ardent  New 
Dealer  and  a member  of  at  least  two  Communist-dominated  organizations 
(unless  he  has  resigned  very  recently),  the  National  Lawyers  Guild  and 
the  Southern  Conference  of  Human  Welfare. 

"The  FBI  and  the  House  Committee  on  un-American  activities  hold 
these  groups  to  be  potentially  subversive,  aligned  with  the  world  move- 
ment to  overthrow  this  government. 

"Associated  with  Lilienthal  on  the  atomic  energy  board  is  Lewis  E. 
Strauss,  also  a New  Dealer,  and  a member  of  Kuhn,  Loeb  & Company, 
international  banking  firm.  Americans  traditionally  distrust  International 
bankers,  remembering  how  many  of  them  have  figured  in  world  power 
politics  and  exploitatioa 

"A  third  member  of  the  atomic  energy  board,  William  W.  Waymack, 
editor  of  the  Des  Moines  Register,  reportedly  is  listed  in  the  potentially 
subversive  files  of  the  FBI  and  the  House  Committee  on  un-American 
activities.  Waymack  is  vice-president  of  the  Americans  United  for  World 
Government,  and  a member  of  the  pro-Soviet  National  Committee  for 
Civilian  Control  of  Atomic  Energy.  He  also  was  a sponsor  of  a group 
working  for  'medical  aid  to  Soviet  Russia’  and  a speaker  before  the 
Communist  Russian  War  Relief— as  reported  in  the  pro-Communist 
magazine,  'Soviet  Russia  Today’ . . . 

"It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  Congress  will  act  swiftly  to  have  these 
men  replaced  by  persons  who  believe  unequivocally  in  America  and 
whom  the  public  and  the  Army  and  the  Congress  can  trust." 

If  you  read  in  the  pages  of  history  that  a great  nation  placed  a world- 
conquering  secret  in  the  hands  of  five  men,  three  of  whom  were  known 
to  be  friendly  to  a nation  admittedly  hostile  and  long  bent  on  world 
conquest,  what  would  you  think? 

The  "bee"  is  on  us.  We  indict  ourselves  for  acts  of  our  government 
which  we  tolerate.  Then  should  we  say:  Never  in  the  history  were  there 
so  many  fools  in  one  nation  at  one  time! 
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WE  MUST  ACT 

It  is  the  world  picture  of  thirty  years  of  killing  and  degradation— the 
picture  of  Siberian  slave  camps,  of  Dachau  and  Belsen,  of  Revolution 
in  Spain— much  of  it  due  to  racial  hatred— which  comes  before  us  as  we 
witness  an  Anti-Defamation  League  movie  of  exaggerated  racism  here 
at  home.  It  is  the  Freiheit  plan  for  creating  a Yiddish  speaking  Master 
Race  here  and  all  over  the  world,  following  the  pattern  of  the  Soviet 
Union,  and  joining  hands  with  that  blood-drenched  government,  which 
comes  to  mind  when  we  hear  a "tailored”  radio  program  or  a speaker 
"educating”  our  children  by  attacking  patriotism  and  loyalty  to  western 
traditions  and  culture.  It  is  the  picture  of  the  curtain  now  closing  on 
Christian  Poland  which  comes  to  mind  when  we  see  propaganda  designed 
to  create  a Brahman  privileged  race  in  America  through  the  passage  of 
the  mis-called  Fair  Employment  Practices  measure  and  laws  making  anti- 
Semitism  a crime. 

The  time  is  late  but  not  too  late  perhaps  for  a counter-revolution  of 
truth-telling  and  for  drastic  government  action  to  break  up  the  secret 
defamation  leagues,  the  Communist  Party  and  all  other  groups  which 
prey  on  racism  and  Anglo-Saxon  idealism.  We  must  discredit  the  false 
leadership  which  makes  use  of  the  Jewish  people  for  selfish  ends,  and 
throw  our  support  to  the  wiser  leaders  who  stand  for  normal  community 
relationships  among  all  races. 

I cannot  quit  this  subject  without  mentioning  a few  of  the  wide  range 
of  changes  which  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  in  preventing  catastrophe. 
First  we  should  recognize  the  enemy  for  what  he  is— /fe  enemy.  Despite 
his  deception  he  has  made  it  clear  at  all  times  that  he  is  out  to  destroy  us, 
by  force  if  necessary,  and  to  set  up  a Communist  regime  under  Moscow 
domination.  We  should  strike  first.  To  wait  for  the  enemy,  internal  and 
external,  to  strike  would  be  insane,  giving  him  all  the  advantage.  Our 
economy,  under  a staggering  debt,  will  not  permit  us  to  maintain  forever 
a $12,000,000,000  annual  budget  for  men  and  machines  of  defense,  made 
necessary  by  the  existence  of  both  an  internal  and  an  external  threat. 
We  need  an  offensive  to  prevent  the  expected  offensive. 

What  kind  of  offensive  would  be  American? 

Externally,  we  should  start  rolling  back  the  Red  tide  all  over  the 
fringe  states  and  inside  Russia  itself  by  a propaganda  offensive  of  truth- 
telling, informing  the  people  of  the  truth  about  America  and  about  their 
own  vicious  leaders  and  encouraging  them  to  form  resistance  groups.  You 
may  say  they  are  helpless,  having  no  arms;  but  there  usually  appears  a 
leader  if  the  tension  becomes  great  enough-one  of  their  powerful  Army 
generals  might  side  with  his  people  against  the  tight  little  circle  of 
Destroyers;  and  guerilla  groups  always  find  ways  to  smuggle  in  small  arms. 
A few  hundred  million  dollars  spent  on  a propaganda  war  might  help 
prevent  "the  next  war”— which  would  cost  too  many  billions  of  dollars 
and  too  much  human  life  to  dwell  on  the  subject. 
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Above  all,  we  must  break  up  the  interlocking  Red  conspiracies  here 
at  home  and  prevent  them  from  re-establishing  leadership  and  spreading 
propaganda— a job  which  has  been  ably  done  more  than  once  in  the 
past  century.  If  drastic  measures  are  required,  they  still  are  preferable  to 
the  alternative  of  a modern  civil  war.  Strong  aggressive  action  might 
bring  us  many  years  of  peace. 

I list  here  some  proposals  for  consideration: 

1.  Outlaw  Communism  as  a vehicle  of  a foreign  power  aiming  at  , 
destruction  of  this  government;  arrest  agents  for  Communistic  activities. 
Would  we  recognize  Hitler’s  machine  operating  in  America,  or  permit 
Murder,  Inc,  to  organize  our  youth  in  every  city?  It  was  never  intended 
that  the  Constitution  should  extend  protection  to  its  enemies;  that  watch- 
dog over  human  rights  does  not  (and  could  not)  guarantee  freedom  and  at 
the  same  time  license  to  destroy  freedom, 

2.  Since  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  FBI  to  watch  the  civilian  front, 
recognize  this  agency  as  a fourth  military  defensive  arm  and  enormously 
increase  its  strength  to  cope  with  an  unwieldy  enemy,  Give  it  rein  to 
act— to  seize  organizations  and  files  and  individuals  inimical  to  our  form 
of  government  (Nazi,  Fasdst  and  Communist). 

3.  Instruct  the  Attorney  General  to  act  vigorously  to  provide  legal 
machinery  so  that  the  work  of  the  FBI  may  be  accomplished— and  so  that 
innocent  citizens,  should  they  too  be  falsely  accused,  may  have  a speedy 
hearing.  (It  must  not  be  supposed  that  there  would  be  widespread  perse- 
cution of  innocents  under  such  a campaign;  courts-like  Military  Intel- 
ligence—would  have  no  time  for  the  innocuous  cases;  their  attention 
would  be  required  by  the  flagrant,  dangerous  cases,  with  long  records  of 
activities.) 

4.  Clean  out  the  Reds  from  key  positions  in  the  Armed  forces  and 
from  all  government  jobs. 

5.  Change  guard  at  the  Federal  Communications  Commission,  substi- 
tuting persons  who  cannot  be  influenced  by  radical  un-American  groups. 
This  is  of  the  greatest  importance,  permitting  radio  commentators  to 
explain,  to  the  people  fully  every  fact  and  phase  of  the  Red  menace.  An 
informed  public  can  whip  Communism. 

6.  Stop  the  illegal  tide  of  immigration.  Despite  the  secrecy  of  our 
Immigration  Service  and  cooperating  agencies  on  this  subject— a secrecy 
utterly  without  justification  and  which  could  be  desired  only  for  con- 
cealing enormous  irregularities — some  of  our  Congressional  spokesmen 
now  claim  that  hundreds  of  thousands  of  European  immigrants,  largely 
Jewish,  are  coming  across  our  borders,  legally  and  illegally,  From  my 
own  studies  of  immigrants  from  Eastern  Europe  during  the  war,  I know 
that  among  them  are  many  pro-Communists.  (Many  of  these  immigrants, 
drafted  into  the  Army,  were  granted  citizenship  after  90  days  service,  and 
the  War  Department  encouraged  this  process  by  pressuring  Commanding 
officers  and  Intelligence  officers.)  But  all  Jewish  immigrants,  Communist 
and  anti-Communist,  immediately  after  arrival  are  under  strong  pressure 
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to  side  with  the  Marxist  groups,  and  most  of  them  will  have  to  yield. 

7.  Find  an  adequate  home  for  the  homeless  Jews  of  Europe  and  for  all 
pto-Communist  Jewish  aliens  in  America,  It  is  downright  stupid  to  say 
that  there  is  no  place  left  on  this  big  earth  for  them.  There  are  undeveloped 
fertile  stretches  of  geography  in  several  sectors  of  the  globe.  I choose 
New  Guinea,  first,  because  I am  convinced  that  great  cities  someday  will 
gleam  on  that  fertile  subcontinent.  With  a climate  much  like  that  of 
Miami  Beach,  with  malaria  and  other  tropical  diseases  now  conquerable, 
this  virgin  island  could  support  100,000,000  people,  It  is  now  principally 
occupied  by  100,000  natives,  By  agreement  with  Australia  for  the  eastern 
end  or  with  the  Netherlands  for  the  western  end  of  the  island,  we  could 
establish  a protectorate  and  an  eight-year  settlement  program,  leading  up 
to  independence  for  a new  Jewish  nation, 

This  plan  would  not  please  the  Communists  and  Political  Zionists;  it 
would  make  the  Freiheit  planners  and  their  Moscow  mentors  burst  a 
blood  vessel  Rabbi  Rabinowitch  shamed  the  Political  Zionists  for  refus- 
ing to  allow  homeless  Jews  to  accept  Australia’s  offer  to  settle  in  that 
country.  But  must  we  ask  them  how  to  run  our  domestic  and  foreign 
policy?  Rather,  must  we  keep  on  asking  them?  Such  a plan  would  take 
the  propaganda-torn,  hungry  and  homeless  Jews  of  the  world  out  of  the 
hands  of  such  plotters  and  give  them  a new  life. 

8.  Bar  known  pro-Communists  from  positions  where  they  may  fan  the 
flames  of  Revolution— the  press,  the  radio,  movie  production  studios, 
above  all,  labor  unions.  Doubtless  a law  outlawing  Communist  activities 
would  cover  this  requirement 

9.  Break  up  the  labor  monopolies  (the  closed  shop  and  industry-wide 
bargaining),  now  while  we  are  at  peace  and  while  the  people,  including 
more  than  half  of  the  industrial  workers  themselves,  are  demanding,  indi- 
vidual freedom  and  individual  responsibility  in  the  field  of  competition. 

Labor  unions  have  reached  a position  of  terrible  power,  just  as  Marx 
predicted  they  would,  Now  both  Marxist  and  the  non-Marxist  union  heads 
are  talking  about  unifying  their  forces  and  they  are  threatening  Congress 
with  talk  that  any  weakening  of  the  pro-union  laws  will  drive  labor  into 
the  Red  camp.  The  union  bosses  have  effective  propaganda  power  with 
which  to  drive  labor  leftward,  and  many  of  the  propaganda  machines  are 
in  the  hands  of  leftists. 

If  we  surrender  now,  the  Marxists  will  consolidate  and  take  over  more 
and  more  union  power,  biding  their  time.  Catching  us  in  an  economic 
crisis  or  threatened  with  war,  they  will  refuse  to  let  their  membership 
produce  the  goods  needed  to  save  us— unless  we  completely  sell  out 
to  them. 

It  was  like  that  in  France  in  the  late  1930s.  There  the  Marxist  unions 
and  the  fellow-traveling  politicos  and  propagandists,  under  Moscow  in- 
spiration, sneered  at  nationalism,  or  patriotism,  so  that  France  was  lost 
before  Hitler  fired  a shot 
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But  there  is  much  that  we  may  and  must  do  without  waiting  fot 
Congress.  We  can  encourage  self-reliance  as  opposed  to  state  paternalism. 
We  can  check  into  our  local  school  systems  to  see  that  Red  indoctrination 
is  not  going  on  there.  We  can  encourage  the  revival  of  character-building 
'biography;  we  an  insist  on  a revival  of  pride  in  the  historic  rise  of 
Western  peoples— including  Anglo-Saxons,  the  watchdogs  of  freedom — 
from  serfdom  to  self-reliance.  In  short,  we  should  dig  up  Horatio  Alger, 
American. 

And,  whatever  else  we  do,  we  must  take  our  children  and  young  people 
back  to  the  churches.
